THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


The American Unitarian Association celebrates to- 
day the One-Hundredth Anniversary of its organiza- 
tion. We hold in grateful remembrance the courage 
and achievement of our founders. We repeat the story 
of their motives and purposes. There is revealed in 
this great assembly the deep and steadfast loyalty of a 
considerable body of people to the cause which the 
Association serves. We acknowledge ourselves lifted 
on a tide of interest and affection. Our horizons are 
broadened and our fortitude upbuilt. 

The founders of this Association were men of fore- 
sight and prophetic hope. It is fitting, therefore, that 
in this Centennial Celebration there should be very 
little of retrospect and nothing of self-glorification. It 
is not in our purpose to rest content with the achieve- 
ment of our forerunners. There is here a quick and 
constant recognition of the fact that they but pointed 
us to the forward-stretching way that leads to new 
attainment. We are still a yonder-minded people. To 
us the next thing is more interesting than the last 
thing. The divine gift is ever the instant life that 
receives and uses and recreates and transmits. The 
results to which in our one-hundred years of organized 
life we have attained are but tools to shape a larger 
destiny. The spirit of our founders in us bids us be 
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brave and faithful, neither deluded by hope of quick 
and easy victory, nor disheartened by the slowness of 
advance. ‘That spirit bids us highly resolve that this 
adventure of self-respecting liberty in religion shall 
not falter or fail because of our indifference or apathy. 

The past was never meant to be our master. It is 
our servant. It had its disciplines and instructions, 
but if we continue to live in its achievements or to be 
cast down by its failures, then its influence is arresting 
rather than enriching. Only a fool ignores the past 
but the man who is always living in yesterday is dead 
already. The great things of life are revealed to the 
expectant spirit. 

But it is a false idea of progress that holds that the 
new is best won by destroying the old or that a worthy 
future is possible only by detachment from experience. 
Stability and movement are equally important. The 
old supports and protects the new, the new augments 
and beautifies the old. The fresh life springs from the 
old root. Would-be reformers too often forget that 
law of growth. Let us remember that some degree of 
permanence and some inherited habits are necessary 
for real progress. We cannot safely reach for things 
before unless we hold securely to something behind. A 
faith that has no old truth in it is as near its doom 
as the faith that has no new truth in it. Let us not 
mistake restlessness for progress, or revolution for re- 
form, or the removal of our neighbor’s landmarks for 


the enlargement of our own territory. The religious 
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pioneer who deprives himself of his inheritances does 
not understand the true economy of:force. Let him 
use acquired momentum. Let him use in developing a 
nobler future the mighty impulse of the toiling genera- 
tions behind him. 

Shall we not rejoice together to-day that in this 
organization we have solved one of the problems that 
has perplexed religious pioneers all down the ages—the 
problem of unity in liberty. There never was a greater 
diversity among us than there is to-day and there 
never was so genuine a unity. We never have touched 
so great a variety of people and never was our com- 
mon spirit and purpose so plainly revealed. We have 
demonstrated that self-reliance leads not to division 
but to harmony. The most quarrelsome denominations 
in Christendom to-day are those that have bound 
themselves to rigid forms of belief. We are a company 
of people, each one capable of standing and walking 
alone, who agree to walk together “so far as God shall 
give us grace.” 

Then, too, shall we not rejoice that we have par- 
tially, at least, disproved the false notion that our 
movement is primarily an intellectual protest, a reac- 
tion against certain tyrannical and irrational dogmas. 
We have protested and we have revolted against the 
holding and teaching of certain ideas of God and man 
that are abhorrent to us, but these have been minor 
incidents. Unitarianism is now revealed as a posi- 


tive, constructive movement of spiritual life. It is not 
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a set of doctrines but a manner of living. It is a crea- 
tive force in Christian thought and action. 

Let us pledge to-day, my friends, new loyalty to 
this old organization which is the visible expression of 
our convictions, our hopes and our visions. There is 
nothing that the world needs to-day so much as a free 
church, rooted in an honorable past, and ready, too, 
to think new thoughts, use new methods and accept 
new revelations. To my mind it is a vital part of any 
religous experience to believe not only in the great 
spiritual verities and realities but to actively serve 
the institutions that bear witness to faith and that 
transmit good will. I acclaim in this assembly loyalty 
to a church wherein you can turn your abstract ideals 
into concrete deeds, where you can enter into the 
treasures of human wisdom and foresight, where you 
can link your private religion to the spiritual ex- 
perience of a beloved community. 

After all, my friends, what is it that makes in any 
degree significant these quickly passing lives of ours? 
Is there anything lasting in this brief mortal exist- 
ence? Is our influence merely temporary and tran- 
sient? How shall it be perpetuated? We may live 
for a few years in the affections of those who have 
loved us, but I know only one way in which to really 
perpetuate the influence that we would transmit. Build 
your lives and your fortunes, your vision, your hope, 
your substance, into an enduring institution that goes 
on from generation to generation. And let such an 
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institution be one of religion, for it is the religious 
institutions of the world that are the most indestructi- 
ble of all the organizations of human devising. Shall 
we not pledge our loyalty again together to-day, and 
highly resolve, in Theodore Parker’s phrase, “to live 
wpon the past, in the present, and for the future.” 

It may be permitted to me in this address to add 
one personal word. Twenty-five years ago you did me 
the honor to elect me President of this Association. I 
have given to this service the best part of my life and 
I am deeply grateful for your confidence and for the 
opportunities that have here been opened to me. I 
cannot express my sense of obligation better than in 
the words which I used twenty-five years ago when I 
first entered upon these happy duties. “It is a pro- 
found satisfaction for any one when he is permitted 
by the good will of his fellow workers to devote him- 
self unreservedly to a significant public work. It is a 
happy privilege for any man when in the course of his 
ordinary employment he has to do almost altogether 
with people of honor and refinement. It is a glad 
and animating sight to see a larger and larger num- 
ber of men and women pressing each year into the 
never-ending battle of truth against error and of good 
against evil, and coming each year better and better 
equipped with clearer vision and more resolute wills. 
It is a joy to have some part in the founding and nur- 
turing and maintaining of the institutions which are 


the sources of the higher civilization, wherein fresh 
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minds may constantly explore the boundless realms of 
knowledge, wherein peace is brought to troubled souls, 
and where generations of youth may learn of right- 
eousness.”

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edited by Dr. Buck; ““The Hermit Thrush,” by Marion 
Murdoch, a brochure of unusual thoughts expressed in 
lyrics; “Manual of Unitarian Belief,” by James Free- 
man Clarke, a revised and enlarged edition of Dr. 
Clarke’s handbook for church schools and young peo- 
ple’s meetings; “Religious Minorities in Transyl- 
vania,” compiled by Louis C. Cornish, being the report 
of the recent Anglo-American Commission to Transy]- 
vania; “Who Are the Benefactors?” by Annie L. Ches- 
ley, a series of sketches from the point of view of a 
social worker; “Talks to Young People on Ethics,” by 
Clarence H. Wilson and Edwin Fairley, a new manual 
in The Beacon Course in Religious Education consist- 
ing of fourteen talks or lessons upon everyday ethics. 

The total number of volumes sold of our gen- 
eral publications during the past year, including the 
Hymn Book, The Beacon Hymnal, the manuals in 
The Beacon Course, and publications in the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education, has been 40,769. This 
shows an increase over last year of 5,168. In 1916, 
nine years ago, the total sales were 8,876, so this is 
an increase of 31,893. The value of sales from books 
and merchandise has been $46,003.44 in comparison 
with $31,398.93 in 1924, and $21,686.49 in 1916. The 
number of charge sales was 5,014 in 1925, compared 
with 3,363 in 1916. 

The total receipts from all sources have been $73,- 
600.32, the expenditures $69,434.19. Receipts were 
$63,732.76 and expenditures were $61,805.96 in 1924.* 
The merchandise receipts were $22,482.47 and ex- 
penditures $23,359.94 in 1916. Although we are very

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liberal in granting credit, our total loss from bad debts 
was only $39.80. 

Copies of Channing’s “Discourses and Essays” have 
been forwarded free upon request to settled ministers 
of various denominations. 

An edition of 5,550 copies of the revised Tract Cata- 
logue was published at a cost of $483.93. Practically 
the entire edition has been distributed. 

The cost of printing 3,000 copies of the Year Book 
was $1,441.81, compared with $1,636.02 in 1923-24 
and printing 9,160 copies of the Annual Report, 
$1,974.22, as against $2,317.11 in 1923-24. 

Subscriptions to The Christian Register have been 
supplied, as in previous years, to reading rooms in all 
parts of the country. 

Fifty-one manuscripts have been submitted to the 
Department for possible publication as books or tracts 
as compared with forty-nine last year. This is almost 
three times the number submitted in 1916-17. The 
Publication Director has carefully read each one and 
submitted all that seemed to have any possibilities to 
the other members of the Publication Committee. 

We have printed 256,180 miscellaneous sheets, to- 
gether with 425,000 sheets of books, periodicals, and 
charge material, a total of 681,980 sheets, practically 
all of which have been distributed. This is an increase 
of 18,000 over last year. 

We issued 4,000 copies of “A List of Books,” our 
general catalogue; 2,000 copies of Publications in Re- 
ligious Education; 5,550 catalogues descriptive of The 
Beacon Course, practically all of which have been dis- 
tributed. This is over double what we did last year. 

We have mailed over 17,000 circulars announcing 
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our books, and we have inserted 694 inches of adver- 
tising matter in prominent newspapers and periodicals, 
including The Christian Register. The direct mailing 
campaign is 3,000 below last year, but the newspaper 
advertising is almost exactly double. 

The total number of shipments made through the 
Shipping Department, including the free and charge 
material, was 11,473 in 1924-25, compared with 13,740 
in 1923-24. There were actually more shipments this 
year than last, but in order to give our customers good 
service in the rush last fall, we were obliged to have 
some of the packages mailed by an outside agency. 

During the year we have averaged 10,500 printed 
copies of The Beacon each week. This is slightly more 
than last year. The expense of publication and mail- 
ing has been $7,371.21 and the receipts, including a 
$1,500 subsidy from the Association, $7,371.21. We 
have enjoyed the services of Mr. Russell G. Carter as 
Editor of The Beacon. Mr. Carter was one of the 
feature writers on The Youth’s Companion. The 
marked improvement in the paper since his incumbency 
makes us hope for a real development. Last fall we 
increased the number of pages from four to six. We 
also employed an advertising man, on a commission 
basis, to secure advertisements for the paper, but his 
efforts were unsuccessful. It is impossible to make a 
magazine self-supporting without advertising and we 
shall make another effort in the coming year. We are 
also in touch with several syndicating companies in our 
efforts to sell the stories that appear in The Beacon 
to other children’s magazines. 

The Wayside Pulpit continues to grow in strength 
and appeal, due in part no doubt to the active inter- 
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est of the Wayside Pulpit Committee which meets fre- 
quently and has been alert, individually and collec- 
tively, in making suggestions for the extension of its 
influence. The number of subscribers is now well over 
six hundred. As a result of a modest advertising cam- 
paign we have added one-hundred subscribers to our 
Wayside Pulpit list. We have had recently the name 
“The Wayside Pulpit” trademarked in the United 
States and have applied for the registration of the 
trade-mark in Great Britain.

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DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


The Secretary of the Department has spent the 
greater part of the year in the field. He has preached 
and held institutes in 17 churches in New England, 2 
in Canada, and 24 in the Middle West and South, a 
total of 43 churches thus visited during the year. In 
the greater number of these he has remained from three 
to six days, holding conferences and addressing larger 
groups at church services, local clubs and business 
organizations. In presenting this work he has trav- 
eled during the year more than 7,000 miles, and has 
preached, made addresses, and presided at confer- 
ences 130 times. In 30 of the 43 churches visited the 
Secretary was able to attend the session of the church 
school and so was able to make suggestions based on 
actual knowledge of the work being done. 

In his capacity as President of the Unitarian Sun- 
day School Society, the Secretary of the Department 
presided at the Autumn Meeting of that Society, at 
Montreal, on October 27 and 28, making one main 
address and conducting conferences. Rey. William J. 
Irvine, member of the Dominion Parliament and minis- 
ter of the Unitarian Church in Ottawa, acted as clerk. 
Prof. Ernest M. Best, of McGill University, gave an 
address on “The Real Aim of Religious Education.” 
This meeting was significant as being the first of its 
kind to be held in Canada. 

Mr. Fairley, in the New York office, has assisted in 
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the preparation of the lecture “From Authority to 
Freedom in Religion,” and in the selection of slides to 
illustrate it. He has read the proof of Dr. Wilbur’s 
forthcoming book in The Beacon Course, “Our Uni- 
tarian Heritage.” He has visited and held confer- 
ences in 14 churches in New York and Pennsylvania, 
has addressed the High School in Flushing, and 
preached at the Camp Conference at Rowe, in July. 
He attended the Regional Conferences of the Religious 
Education Association, presented The Beacon Hymnal 
in an address before the Hymn Society in New York, 
and acted as Director of the church school at Flush- 
ing. A training class for teachers has been held weekly 
for ten weeks in the New York office, with eleven per- 
sons giving lecture courses on various teaching meth- 
ods. An increasing number of visitors seek Mr. Fair- 
ley’s advice on matters relating to religious education. 

During the year Dr. Buck has made speaking trips 
of one week each to New York and vicinity, Meadville, 
and to Chicago and Milwaukee. She has given thirty- 
three addresses and sermons before conferences, Sun- 
day School Unions (Unitarian and Universalist), and 
a ministers’ meeting in New York. She conducted an 
institute for religious education at Franklin, N. H., 
and took part with Dr. Lawrance in one at Dorchester. | 
She gave one lecture at the Tuckerman School and four 
to the theological students at Meadville. She has at- 
tended regularly the meetings of the Evening Alliance, 
the teachers’ meetings of King’s Chapel school, and 
the meetings of the directors of the Tuckerman School. 
In the King’s Chapel school she has taught a class ten 
times and given five talks on the life of Jesus, illus- 
trated with the stereopticon. Her speaking engage-

ments have taken her also to Salem, where she gave 
three lectures on the Gospels, and one lecture on teach- 
ing methods, with dramatization, and to several other 
churches in New England. 

During the year now closing The Beacon has been 
enlarged and has taken on new life. Only those closely 
in touch with the office management can know the dif- 
ficulties to be met in issuing a worthy paper in this 
field, with our small constituency and necessarily lim- 
ited means. Despite these difficulties, a high standard 
of material appearance and intellectual quality has 
been maintained. The Associate Secretary of the De- 
partment has carried this burden for many years. A 
new editor, Mr. Russell Gordon Carter, has now been 
secured and will assume full charge next year. Mr. 
Carter’s unusual experience in writing and editing ma- 
terial for young people has prepared him for efficient 
leadership in this part of our work. 

Worthy of separate notice is the appearance of the 
much desired book of hymns, songs, and services, The 
Beacon Hymnal. A new start had been made by a 
joint committee of the American Unitarian Associa- 
tion and the Laymen’s League, which worked for more 
than a year, but which found the task such that no 
committee could complete it with satisfaction. Ac- 
cordingly, the material so far assembled was turned 
over to Dr. Buck, to use in any way she would, and 
she was commissioned to bring the work to completion. 
She added to the material offered by the committee 
nearly half of the hymns and more than half of the 
tunes in the completed book. In the selection of the 
music used she had the counsel of Mr. William Ellis 
Weston, a trained musician and leader of young peo- 
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ple’s choruses, and of Rev. Walter S. Swisher. The 
Services are entirely the work of Dr. Buck, who, as 
editor, also revised and added to the service elements 
submitted by a committee of three superintendents of 
our schools. After an amount of labor which few are 
able to appreciate, the book has been completed and 
is now on the market. Our schools were so eager for 
its appearance that the first edition of 3,000 was im- 
mediately exhausted and a second edition of 5,000 
printed, of which more than 2,000 copies have been 
sold. That The Beacon Hymnal sets a new high stand- 
ard in song and service manuals for church schools is 
most obvious. What The Beacon Course in Religious 
Education is for the instruction, The Beacon Hymnal 
is for the worship of our children and young people. 
With these, our Unitarian schools are provided with 
an equipment of the greatest possible excellence. 

The Star Island Institute for Religious Education 
was again held in codperation with the Laymen’s 
League, last August, this being the fourth in the series 
carried on by the two bodies jointly. The attendance 
was again large, the enthusiasm marked, and the lec- 
tures and conferences most helpful. These institutes 
have constituted one of the significant activities of the 
Department since its organization, and have been ef- 
fective in lifting the work of religious education in our 
churches to increasingly high levels. Plans for the 
institute to be held at the Shoals this summer are fully 
arranged. Dr. Buck will be the representative of our 
Department at this gathering. 

Turning to the achievements of these first thirteen 
years of the history of the Department, we see signal 
results happily accomplished. One of these is the con-

ception and preparation of The Beacon Course in Re- 
ligious Education. It was planned upon a principle 
upon which no other course had ever been inaugurated, 
the perception that such a course should be absolutely 
child-centered, and that since the child to be educated 
changes fom year to year in his moral and spiritual 
needs, as well as in his mental grasp, the lessons offered 
should be prepared with reference to those needs. 
Aside from the physical attractiveness of the books 
and expressional work, and beyond the literary excel- 
lence of the manuals, there is this outstanding fact, 
that here is a new forward step in religious education, 
a course planned to meet the changing needs of devel- 
oping life, having as its supreme purpose the guidance 
of boys and girls into a full and efficient Christian 
maturity. 

In addition to the class manuals, the Department 
has issued a large number of Bulletins and other 
pamphlets, written by persons eminent in this field, 
and dealing in a practical way with the theory and 
practice of religious education in the church school and 
the home. . 

Another important forward step has been the devel- 
opment of institutes, general and local. At Star 
Island, Meadville, Andover, Berkeley, Los Angeles, Se- 
attle, and elsewhere, men and women have assembled 
in large numbers—totalling thousands—to learn from 
trained instructors more of the principles and methods 
in effective religious instruction. 

As a consequence of these and other agencies, and 
of an unceasing plea for a fuller appreciation of the 
importance of religious education, and of an ever- 
rising standard in our ideals and methods, a new and 
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better day has come to our churches. In many if not 
most of them it is now clearly perceived that the 
school, once regarded as an adjunct to the main work 
of the church, is in reality its one greatest task and 
opportunity. This forward and upward movement 
of intelligent interest is of itself enough to justify the 
efforts that have been made. 

In retiring from office, the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment wishes to express his appreciation of the fine 
codperation of all concerned, without which the large 
results obtained could not have been realized. The 
Directors of the Association have provided an assured 
financial support, and while leaving the staff of the 
Department free to initiate and carry out its plans, 
the President has given friendly counsel and helpful 
criticism. The members of the Department have 
worked together with singleness of purpose and with 
untiring zeal, and the office and field hélpers have 
been in the highest degree faithful. Beyond the offi- 
cial group, there has been a goodly multitude of minis- 
ters, superintendents, teachers, and parents, who, 
appreciating the help we have been able to offer in a 
task that is none the less primarily theirs, have eagerly 
worked with us, attending institutes, general and local, 
giving long hours with us in teachers’ meetings and 
conferences, seeking and offering advice and sugges- 
tions. This harmonious and eager codperation, with- 
out which the work could not have been prosecuted as 
it has been, has of itself been a joyful experience, and 
has promoted that sense of unity in our denomina- 
tional work which is of priceless value. 

It is with profound gratitude for the privilege that 
has been accorded him, and with confident hopes for 
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the future of the Department, and of our cause in all 


its phases, that the Secretary now retires from this 
office.

To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


I submit at the beginning of this report a restate- 
ment of the facts to which from year to year I call 
attention, that the intangible results of the work in 
this Department which defy record are perhaps the 
most important of the undertakings committed to us. 
A very large part of the time of the officers of the 
Association, the President, the Field Secretaries and 
the Administrative Vice-President, is given in personal 
services to churches and ministers and committees in 
all parts of the country. Increasingly the officers of 
the Association form a sort of clearing house through 
which much of the executive work of the denomination 
is carried on. The officers of the Association are con- 
stantly preaching, journeying among the churches, 
and advising to the best of their ability, often in times 
of critical moment to the parishes. No two instances 
are ever alike. It is impossible to tabulate the work 
done or to state the time and consideration given in 
this way. 

The work of the Department continues to be under 
the directing charge of four Field Secretaries whose 
headquarters are at Boston, New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco, and it continues to have the active 
-codperation of the other officers of the Association. 
The Secretary of the Western Conference, with his of- 
fice at Chicago, makes his report to the Conference and 
receives his support from it, but in the administration 
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of the Western District Dr. Reese gives the same ser- 
vice as is given by the officers of the Association. We 
are fortunate in having had for the past year the con- 
tinued services of Mr. Patterson, largely in the New 
England field; Dr. Hunt, largely in the Middle and 
Southern States; Dr. Reese in the Central West; and 
Mr. Wetherell, largely on the Pacific Coast. 


By vote of the governing committees of the Direc- 
tors, confirmed by the Board, financial assistance dur- 
ing the past year has been given from the budget avail- 
able for Church Extension in the following places: 
Amherst, Mass.; Ithaca, N. Y.; Ann Arbor, Mich.; 
Urbana, Ill.; Iowa City, Iowa; Lawrence, Kan.; Palo 
Alto, Cal.; Eugene, Ore.; Seattle, Wash.; Pittsfield, 
Mass.; New London, Conn.; Albany, N. Y.; Flush- 
ing, N. Y.; Summit, N. J.; Ottawa, Can.; Nashville, 
Tenn.; Oklahoma City, Okla.; Memphis, Tenn.; San 
Antonio, Tex.; Fresno, Cal.; and Long Beach, Cal. 

Aid has been given from the Church Extension Ac- 
count, which is the fund derived from the allotment for 
this purpose from the Unitarian Campaign, Inc., to the 
following churches and missions: Alameda, Cal.; Chi- 
cago, (All Souls and Third Church) ; Duluth, Minn. ; 
Evanston, Ill.; Fort Collins, Colo.; Greeley, Colo.; 
Hollis, L. I.; Hollywood, Calif.; Knoxville, Tenn.; 
Moline, Tl.; Mt. Vernon, N. Y.; Sacramento, Cal.; 
Salem, Ore.; Salt Lake City, Utah.; St. Cloud, Minn. ; 
Waterville, Me.; Edmonton, Can.; Houston, Tex.; 
Kalamazoo, Mich.; Lynchburg, Va.; Niagara Falls, 
N. Y.; Presque Isle, Me.; Redlands, Cal.; Topeka, 
Kan.; Trenton, N. J.; Tulsa, Okla.; Vancouver, B. C.;

Practically all of the churches named in these two 
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paragraphs have been visited during the year by the 
officers of the Association and some of them many 
times. ‘The ministers report monthly to Field Secre- 
tary Hunt at the New York Office. 

During the year new churches have been built at 
Albany, N. Y., Hartford, Conn., Portland and Salem, 
Ore.; and the churches at Waterville, Me., Port- 
land, Me. (Preble Chapel); Brooklyn, N. Y. (Fourth 
Church); and Richmond, Va., have been completely 
reconstructed. Extensive repairs and improvements 
have been made at Ellsworth, Me.; Francestown, N. 
H.; Hackensack, N. J.; Haverhill, Mass.; Lawrence, 
Kan.; Montpelier, Vt.; Palo Alto, Cal.; Peterborough, 
N..H.; Roslindale, Mass.; Toronto, Ont., Can.; Wal- 
pole, Mass.; and Wheeling, W. Va. New Parish 
Houses have been built at Belmont, Mass.; Dorchester, 
Mass. (Christ Church) ; Evanston, Ill.; Plainfield, N. 
J.; Weston, Mass.; and Wilton Centre, N. H. New 
parsonages have been acquired at Flushing, N. Y.; 
Gloucester, Mass.; and Keokuk, Iowa.; and new or- 
gans have been added to the equipment at Presque 
Isle, Me.; Ridgewood, N. J., and Roslindale, Mass. 
At Pittsfield, Mass.; Lynchburg, Va.; and Youngs- 
town, Ohio, new churches are now under construction. 

The following ministers have served as Lecturers 
on the Billings’ Foundation: Rev. J. A. C. F. Auer; 
Rev. F. Franklin Burkhart; Rev. Louis C. Cornish; 
Rev. A. C. Dieffenbach; Rev. James A. Fairley; Rev. 
Henry Wilder Foote; Rev. Frederic J. Gauld; Rev. 
Miles Hanson; Rev. Edward D. Johnson; Rev. Kir- 
sopp Lake; Rev. Henry Hallam Saunderson, and Rev. 
Harold E. B. Speight. 
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Rev. George F. Patterson, Field Secretary, with 
headquarters at Boston, reports in part as follows: 

“During the fiscal year your secretary has preached 
every Sunday, save two, including the vacation period, 
and on a number of Sundays he has spoken twice. He 
has made forty-seven addresses on week days, attended 
nine conferences and visited sixty-three different par- 
ishes. Aside from many short missionary trips with 
Boston as the center he has made several long journeys 
taking him out of New England, visiting Detroit, Flint, 
Jackson, Midland and Kalamazoo, Mich., Alton and 
Bloomington, Ill., Keokuk and Sioux City, Ia., St. 
Paul, Minn. ; Kansas City, Mo., Lawrence and Topeka, 
Kan.; Calais, Waterville, Belfast, Ellsworth, Castine, ° 
Eastport and Bangor, Me., Baltimore, Md., and mies; 
ville and Tunkhannock, Pa. 

Settlements have been effected in Massachusetts as 
follows: Berlin, First Church in Salem, Dighton, Bel- 
mont, Tyngsboro, Third Religious Society in Dorches- 
ter, Bridgewater, Warwick, Brockton, Duxbury, Bol- 
ton, Harvard and Framingham; Milford and Wilton, 
Littleton and Charlestown, N. H., Windsor, Vt., and 
Kennebunk, Me. In the South the pulpits at Nash- 
ville, Knoxville and Memphis, Tenn., are again manned 
and the work going forward with increasing strength 
and promise. The church at Whitman, Mass., has 
been re-opened. Summer preaching has been assisted 
at Brooklyn, Conn., Addison, Me., Francestown, N. 
H., Leicester, Mass., Marblehead, Mass., Hampton 
Falls, N. H.. and Sandwich, Mass. Successful preach- 
ing missions have been held in the churches at Chelms- 
ford, Ayer (Union Services), Tyngsboro, Needham 
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(Union Services), Springfield, Fitchburg, Mass., Wat- 
erville, Me., and Wilton Centre, N. H. 

Despite the fact that this year shows many more 
changes than the last, with two or three notable ex- 
ceptions the New England pulpits are all manned and 
the work goes forward steadily and strongly. Parishes 
long assisted are gradually getting under their own 
burdens thus releasing the money for other fields. Re- 
ports indicate the church membership is being stressed 
and the scattered and all too often unused strength of 
the parishes is being invigorated and its latent powers 
applied to the solution of parish problems. The en- 
thusiasm and interest of the churches have been fo- 
cused upon the Centennial Celebration with a conse- 
quent quickening of loyalty and devotion to the free 
faith.” 

Rev. Walter Reid Hunt, Field Secretary, with his 
office in New York, reports: 

“The work of the New York Office increases steadily 
month by month. Our guest book shows that our 
friends from different parts of the country visiting 
New York do not forget us. From these visits interest- 
ing bits of information come to hand. More and more 
the churches of this immediate neighborhood are de- 
pending upon us for work of various kinds in connec- 
tion with their own welfare. This tends to increase the 
esprit de corps of our denomination, and you will find 
a manifestation of this reflected in the added contribu- 
tions of several of our churches to our missionary 
funds. There is becoming evident a greater codpera- 
tion in our common work. During the year 5,500 post- 
card notices were multigraphed ; 20,000 letters and no- 
tices were multigraphed and mimeographed; church- 
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calendar envelopes and postcards addressed for three 
churches, and our record shows that 700 people visited 
Headquarters. This does not include the various com- 
mittee meetings which have been held after five o’clock, 
of which there have been a number. 

In regard to the work in the neighborhood of New 
York:—The Hollis movement started two years ago 
as a Sunday School by the Department of Religious 
Education now has a Board of Trustees, and preaching 
services have been held regularly from November until 
Easter Sunday. The preaching has been done volun- 
tarily by the ministers of the neighborhood. 

Two years ago, at Mt. Vernon, we established a fed- 
erated Unitarian-Universalist Church, with Dr. John 
Sayles as the minister. Interest in this church has 
gained month by month and the gain continues. 

Two years ago we undertook to aid Rev. Arvi 
Perala in establishing a Finnish Free Church in the 
vicinity of Harlem. This church has not shown any 
great increase in membership. 

The church at Troy, N. Y., which two years ago 
was in difficult straits, has come through with great 
strength. Under the able ministry of Dr. and Mrs. 
Smith, congregations are increasing and new spirit is 
manifest. The church is at the present time building 
a parsonage next the church. 

Early last fall Rev. Joseph Loughran took charge 
of the church at Ridgewood, N. J. This church, while 
it has had for years a good church building and par- 
sonage, has had very small membership. A few years 
ago services ceased, and the ministers of New Jersey 
undertook to open it Sunday afternoons. I preached 
the first sermon under this plan to about fifteen peo- 
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ple. During the present year both membership and at- 
tendance have increased. The Ridgewood Church up 
to the present time has not had to ask aid from the 
Association. What it has done, it has done by itself. 
This is a remarkable achievement and holds great 
promise. 


For years the church at Passaic has been one of our 
real problems. Removals from the city and losses by 
death have reduced our Passaic congregation to very 
small numbers. During the fall of 1924 no services 
were held. I was able to enlist the interest of Mr. 
Franklin Zeiger, one of our ministers now living in 
Montclair. Mr. Zeiger has been most conscientious and 
faithful. The congregations, while not large, are in- 
creasing. The morale of the people is coming back and 
we hope we may yet have a good church in Passaic. 

The general situation of our churches in Brooklyn 
has given us much concern. About the first of January, 
the Second Church decided to unite with the First. 
This merger has been accomplished. While this looked 
like a surrender of one of our churches it is really a 
conservation of our resources. We have hitherto been 
working on a plan adopted about fifty years ago and 
now out of date. The actual attendance of members 
of the Second Church at the First Church since the 
merger is greater than it has been for some time with 
two churches. They have faced the change of popula- 
tion and found a solution. The First Church has been 
most gracious, and we now have a very strong church 
on Brooklyn Heights. 

The Metropolitan Conference, formed about three 
years ago, is proving its worth. During the month of 
April it attempted one of the biggest things that Uni- 
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tarian churches have ever tried in and about New York 
City. The Town Hall was engaged for the evening of 
April 22nd and a good program arranged. This was 
preceded, on Sunday, April 19th, by a Pilgrimage of 
700 Unitarians to the Hall of Fame, New York Uni- 
versity. Both these events attracted the attention of 
the city and increased the morale of our own people. 
These meetings were successfully financed by a special 
appeal. At the Town Hall we had the use of the radio, 
and letters have come in telling of the interest of peo- 
ple not of our faith who got in touch with a Unitarian 
church for the first time. 

During the year I have visited several regional con- 
ferences, among them the Southern Conference at At- 
lanta, Ga., and the Mohawk Valley Conference at 
Barneveld, N. Y. 

I have made visits to our churches in eastern Can- 
ada, in the south along the Atlantic seaboard, and 
from Tennessee to Oklahoma and Kansas. Reports in 
detail have been made upon these visits. On the whole, 
things are progressing steadily, the chutneys gaining 
in strength and morale.” 

Mr. Carl B. Wetherell, Field Secretary at the San 
Francisco office, reports: 

“In September, 1924, a very attractive and adap- 
table church building was dedicated at Salem, Oregon. 
In November, 1924, the very fine, new building at Port- 
land, Oregon, was dedicated. 

The churches at San Jose, Cal., and Alameda, Cal., 
have been almost completely rehabilitated during the 
past year. At San Jose this was made possible 
through an appropriation from the Association - of 
$3,500, the total amount expended on the rehabilita- 
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tion here was $5,300. At Alameda the Society raised 
all of the $2,600 necessary for improvement. Consid- 
erable improvement has been made in properties at 
Pasadena, Vancouver, Woodland and Hollywood. At 
the last place the auditorium had to be enlarged to 
meet the increasing congregations. At all of thes 
places these improvements were paid for by the local 
society. 

The lot owned by the Association at Hanford, Cal., 
has been advantageously sold. The Community Club 
House adjacent to our church at Woodland has been 
sold and the Society’s debt to the Association liqui- 
dated. 


Unitarian Headquarters for the Pacific Coast, Inc., 
have been given four acres of land at Lake Tahoe, Cal. 
(on the Nevada State line), by Mrs. Katherine S. Hill 
of Berkeley, to be known as the Hill Memorial Uni- 
tarian Camp. It is hoped in time to develop this prop- 
erty as a summer meeting place. 

MovEMENTS 

Stockton. Since February 1st our movement here 
has been showing steady growth and promise. 

Santa Cruz. Under the joint leadership of Dr. 
A. W. Slaten and Miss Elizabeth Marquand (Sunday- 
school work) our group here has carried on very well 
the past year. 

Los Gatos. Here, through the efforts of Rev. Elmo 
A. Robinson, we have created a very definite contact. 

Inetewoop. During the past year through the 
efforts of some women in our Los Angeles church, Uni- 
tarians—both lay and clerical—have been conducting 
and addressing Sunday evening meetings in the Ingle- 
wood Women’s Club. 
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Outstanding events of the year have been the League 
Preaching Mission at Santa Barbara in January; the 
local mission at San Jose in April; the visits of Rev. 
Lawrence Redfern of Liverpool, Mr. Sydney Jones 
also of Liverpool, and Mr. W. L. Barnard of Boston. 
The Southern and Central Sections of the Pacific 
Coast Conference met at Los Angeles and Palo Alto 
respectively in April. 

The Field Secretary has visited all of the churches 
on the Coast and at Salt Lake City twice during the 
year, and those in Colorado once. Monthly reports 
vive in detail facts about those visits. 

Unitarian Headquarters for the Coast have been 
more effective in every way the past year in spite of 
the fact that they have given up one room, ereby 
saving all concerned $600 per year.”

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DEPARTMENT OF NEW AMERICANS 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


The Unitarian Churches and Missions among for- 
eign-born friends in the Northwest and in Canada have 
done well in the year just closed. Interest has de- 
veloped, numbers have increased, influence has ex- 
tended; the faithful work of past years is producing 
notable results. The future is bright with promise. 

Finnish. Under the leadership of Rev. Milma S. 
Lappala the group of Finnish Churches in Minnesota 
has prospered both spiritually and materially. In 
Virginia the congregations have increased and the last 
Confirmation Class of young people was unusually 
large. Collections are better than ever before. Four- 
teen-hundred dollars has been spent on improvements. 
Municipal heat has been installed in the church and 
parsonage and the interior of the church has been 
thoroughly renovated. In addition, a larger propor- 
tion of the minister’s salary has been taken over by the 
church, to this extent relieving the burden upon the 
Association. If all continues to go well the church will 
undoubtedly become entirely self-supporting in a few 
years. The Mission at Idington numbers perhaps 100 
adults and young people of all ages. Mrs. Lappala 
visits the congregation regularly in summer and as the 
‘weather permits in the winter. All bills are paid satis- 
factorily and a modest contribution is made to the sal- 
ary of the minister. Angora, a dozen miles beyond 
Idington, grows slowly but steadily. A large group of 
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young people whose social life centers in the church 
make it a force in the farming community where it is 
located and insures its stability in the future. The 
financial obligations are carried easily and this coming 
summer it is expected that improvements will be made 
which will add much to the comfort and convenience of 
the church building. 

Besides the care of these churches Mrs. Lappala 
has many calls for services and addresses to which her 
response is limited only by her strength and the time 
at her disposal. Since the death of Mr. Lappala our 
Finnish work has been seriously handicapped for lack 
of ministers, even dangerously threatened. If for any 
reason our one minister should be incapacitated our 
churches would have to be closed and a very consid- 
erable investment of capital would be lost wholly or in 
part. It is essential that the staff of ministers be in- 
creased. Mrs. Lappala will go to Finland this sum- 
mer in search of an assistant, a quest in which we must 
all hope she will be successful. 

The movement among the Finns in Harlem, New 
York City, under the leadership of Rev. Arvi Perala 
is interesting in more ways than one. It is one of the 
few missions which does not receive aid from the Asso- 
ciation. The congregation gives what support it can 
to its minister, and following St. Paul’s example Mr. 
Perala adds to his income by his own labor. The peo- 
ple are interested and united, and while the numbers 
are not large, substantial progress is being made. The 
movement ought to succeed and we have every confi- 
dence in the persistence of the minister and the good 
will of the congregation. 


Icelandic. No mention of the two strong churches 
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at Winnipeg, Manitoba, and Wynyard, Saskatche- 
wan, should be made here, save to say that under the 
leadership of their active and energetic ministers they 
are developing very successfully. Gimli has taken on 
a new lease of life since it has had a resident minister. 
The church has a membership of 120, and while there 
is no wealth either in the church or in the village the 
people have all worked together and have achieved 
substantial results. The church has been redecorated 
and with the help of the Church Building Loan Fund 
a large parish hall has been built on the lot adjoining 
the church. This is the only hall in the community 
and will be the center not only of the social life of the 
church but of the village as a whole. Mr. Melan, the 
minister, is preacher, carpenter, artist, business man, 
an ideal pioneer, and great credit is due to him for the 
successful completion of this work. At Arnes, a ham- 
let twelve miles north of Gimli, Mr. Melan has gath- 
ered a group of interested people to which he ministers 
regularly. Land has been given for a church and a 
building will be erected in the coming summer. At 
Arborg, a railway terminal 75 miles north of Winni- 
peg, there is a fully organized liberal movement. of 
fifty or sixty adults and a considerable number of 
young people. Services are held twice a month in 
summer and once a month in winter by the members 
of the Icelandic staff of ministers. At Selkirk, the 
largest town in Manitoba outside of Winnipeg, serv- 
ices have been carried on through the winter by Mr. 
Kvaran, minister of the Winnipeg Church. This is a 
stronghold of extremely Orthodox Lutheranism and 
for this reason the mission is very worth while. Mr. 
Kristjansson has carried on the work at Shoal Lake 
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and Mary Hill with his accustomed earnestness and 
devotion. Besides serving these churches he makes 
long winter journeys to the scattered communities of 
the north, preaching in schoolhouses and village halls. 
The work is hard and never spectacular but it builds 
the solid foundations of the Kingdom of God. Besides 
visiting the distant settlements of the farther west Mr. 
Petursson has given much time to the paper Heims- 
kringla, the Christian Register of the Icelandic 
Churches, without which their existence would be very 
problematical. 

The work in America is going well and will develop 
widely in the future.~ Now the time has come to make a 
beginning in Iceland itself. A strong liberal sentiment 
in Reykjavik, the capital, would welcome a free church. 
It would attract the youth of the city and would be a 
bulwark against certain reactionary tendencies in both 
religious and civil life. The opportunity is ours; it 
will be a calamity if we fail to make the most of it. 

Norwegian. The church at Underwood more than 
holds its own. Rev. Mr. Helsing has held services at 
regular intervals and will spend four months there in 
the coming summer. Rev. Frank O. Holmes has also 
visited the church as a representative of the Minne- 
sota Conference and has assisted in the organization 
of the church school and in furthering the work of the 
young people. This year the church will celebrate its 
Thirty-Fifth Anniversary, having been organized in 
1890, and now being one of the old churches in that 
part of the state. Growth must necessarily be slow, 
but it will be sure and the ground gained will not be 
lost. 

Hungarian. Since the return to Transylvania of the 
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Rev. Alexander Bodocozy the effort to minister to the 
Hungarian Unitarians of Ohio has been necessarily in- 
terrupted. It was expected that a promising young 
man would be sent from T'ranyslvania by Bishop 
Ferencz but difficulty in obtaining a passport to leave 
the country has prevented his departure. We trust this 
obstacle may be overcome in the near future. 
Altogether the last has been a good year. Substan- 
tial gains have been made and there are no losses to 
be recorded. Greater successes await us both here and 
abroad if we have the courage to make the most of our 
opportunities. Not to go forward is to fall behind.

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DEPARTMENT OF FOREIGN RELATIONS 


To the Directors of the American Unitarian Association: 


The chief event of the year in this Department has 
been the visit to America of a number of distinguished 
and well-beloved fellow workers of Europe, who came 
as the guests of the Association or as delegates from 
their own churches to take part in the celebration of 
the Centennial of the Association. The arrangements 
for these visits were made by the Secretary of the Cen- 
tenary Commission, Rev. Henry Wilder Foote, to 
whom the Association is much indebted for his pains- 
taking care and efficient administration. Under his 
direction ten of these welcome visitors met appoint- 
ments during periods of from two to three months in 
all parts of the country. Dr. Boros of Cluj-Kolozs- 
var and Dr. Jozan of Budapest, the Suffragan Bishops 
of the Unitarian churches in Transylvania and Hun- 
gary, addressed many of our churches and conferences. 
In like manner Dr. and Mrs. Capek of Prague visited 
different parts of the country and were most effective 
in enlarging the sympathies and inspiring the keen 
interest of our people. Mr. E. Kvaran of Reykjavik 
visited and addressed a large number of the Icelandic 
churches and communities in the Canadian Northwest. 
Five British representatives, Rev. Alfred Hall of Shef- 
field, Rev. Herbert J. Rossington of Belfast, Rev. Law- 
rence EK. Redfern of Liverpool, Rev. R. Nicol Cross of 
London and Rev. J. Cyril Flower of Cambridge made 
extended journeys and spoke almost daily in our 
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churches. They covered practically every part of the 
country and then met in Boston for -the Centenary 
Celebration. There they were joined by Mr. Hugh R. 
Rathbone, President of the British and Foreign Uni- 
tarian Association, Mr. C. Sydney Jones, former Pres- 
ident of that Association, Mrs. Sydney Martineau, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Associa- 
tion, Rev. Herbert Barnes of Newcastle, Rev. Lawrence 
Clare of Birmingham, Rev. William L. Schroeder of 
Leeds, and a number of other delegates who admirably 
represented their various churches and conferences and 
greatly added to the pleasure and inspiration of the 
Centenary. 


In exchange with the visiting ministers, four Ameri- 
can Unitarian ministers spent some three months in 
England. These were Rev. Frederick R. Griffin of 
Philadelphia, Rev. Sydney B. Snow of Montreal, Rev. 
George R. Dodson of St. Louis and Rev. Frederick M. 
Eliot of St. Paul. They preached in many of the Eng- 
lish and Irish Unitarian churches and were everywhere 
cordially received. There has been an earnest expres- 
sion from both sides of the Atlantic of the hope that 
these exchanges may be made a regular part of the 
work of the two Associations. In addition to these 
American delegates to the English churches, Dr. E. M. 
Wilbur, President of the Pacific Unitarian School for 
the Ministry, spent the winter and spring in Europe 
and pursued interesting and rewarding researches in 
the history of the Socinian and Unitarian movements 
in Middle Europe. He has collected a great deal of 
valuable historical material and established new links 
between American Unitarians and their fellow workers 
in Europe. Dr. Francis G. Peabody was also in Eng- 
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land in the spring and gave with great acceptance the 
Hibbert Lectures at Oxford. Some twenty-five Ameri- 
can Unitarians, including the President of the Associ- 
ation, the President and Secretary of the Alliance, the 
Secretary of the Western Conference, and representa- 
tives of all our major organizations attended the Cen- 
tenary Celebrations of the British and Foreign Uni- 
tarian Association in London. At that time three 
meetings in the interest of our International work were 
held and in addition to some of those already men- 
tioned they were addressed by Dr. K. H. Roessingh, 
President of the International Congress of Free Chris- 
tians, Dr. William H. Drummond, Secretary of the 
Congress, Dr. W. Copeland Bowie who was one of the 
Founders of the Congress, Fraulein Barth of Cologne, 
Madame Loyson of Paris, and other guests and dele- 
gates from the Continent of EKurope. 


Dr. Drummond has continued with his customary 
diligence and sympathetic insight to visit all the cen- 
tres of influence in Europe. He keeps in constant com- 
munication with our fellow workers, attends the con- 
ferences of the different groups of Liberal Christians, 
and has been especially active in the promotion of our 
cause in Hungary and Czechoslovakia. He has also 
represented our Fellowship at a number of the meet- 
ings of the Societies for the Promotion of Interna- 
tional Good Will. 

The chief undertakings of the Association in Eu- 
rope are in Hungary, Transylvania, Czechoslovakia 
and Italy. The representative of the American and 
British Associations in Budapest, Dr. Csiki, has now 
been able to make his headquarters in the building pur- 
chased by the Association as a mission house two 
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years ago and gradually the house is being trans- 
_ formed for the uses of the mission. Dr. Csiki effect- 
ively serves the Unitarian refugees from the Transyl- 
vanian churches, who number in Budapest alone more 
than 5,000 people. He also serves a number of small 
outlying congregations. The work in Prague goes for- 
ward by leaps and bounds and is the most dramatic 
and promising of all the missions conducted under 
Unitarian auspices. There, too, it has been possible 
for the two Associations to combine in securing a 
central and suitable headquarters building, but again 
occupation of the building under the laws of Czecho- 
slovakia is a slow matter. Dr. Capek’s large congre- 
gations and wide extended influence are a matter of 
great gratification to his fellow workers in England 
and America. The aid of the Association to the work 
of the Association of Free Believers in Italy, under 
the direction of Prof. Puglisi, enables that Association 
to maintain its endeavors and publish its periodical. 
Transylvania was again visited during the summer of 
1925 by a delegation of English and American friends 
representing the Committees on the Protection of Re- 
ligious Minorities. This delegation included the Sec- 
retary of the American Unitarian Association and 
Rey. A. S. Hurn as a delegate of the British Associa- 
tion. The observations and reports of this Commis- 
sion have been published under the title “Religious 
Minorities in Transylvania,” edited by Dr. Cornish. 
The Unitarian churches in America through the Com- 
mission on Transylvanian Relief continue to contribute 
to the support of some hundred of the sister churches 
in Transylvania. The Secretary of the Commission, 
Rey. Fred R. Lewis, reports that during the past year 
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the churches have made their third payment upon the 
five-year pledge and have contributed during the year 
toward the aid of the Transylvanian churches the sum 
of $10,991.56. 

The aid of the Association, in modest measure, is 
also given to our representatives in Denmark, Bel- 
gium and the Rhineland, and through the Central Bu- 
reau of the Protestant Churches in Europe, with its 
headquarters at Zurich under the care of Dr. Adolph 
Keller, other modest contributions have been made in 
aid of Liberal Christian causes in Middle Europe. 

Communication is maintained by visit and by letter 
with the Union Nationale des Eglises Reformes in 
France, with the L’Union Suisse du Christianisme Lib- 
eral in Switzerland, and with the Remonstrant 
Churches and other organizations that represent the 
liberal interpretations of Christianity in Holland. 

Certain officers and representatives of the Associa- 
tion continue to serve as members of various Inter- 
national Commissions. The President of the Associa- 
tion is a member of the Executive Committee of the 
World Alliance for Promoting International Good 
Will, and a member of the International Commission 
of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America. The Administrative Vice-President of the 
Association is an efficient member of the American 
Committee for the Protection of Religious Minorities 
in Europe. The Association is further officially rep- 
resented in these and other similar organizations by 
members of our Fellowship appointed by the President 
of the Association. 

The Centennial Celebrations have naturally drawn 
into especially close and fraternal relations the British 
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and American Unitarian Associations. ‘Both,’ to 
quote the Secretary of the British Association, “are 
engaged in the same great enterprise of promulgating 
and defending a free, noble, sincere religious faith, with 
charity toward very other variety of honest belief, 
and with the Catholic mind which is ever open to new 
visions of truth and righteousness, of God and man’s 
relation to him.”

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DEPARTMENT OF COMITY AND 
FELLOWSHIP 


To the Directors of the American Unitarian Association: 


This Department continues to do its work chiefly 
through its affiliations with the National Federation of 
Religious Liberals, the Federations of Churches. in the 
several states, and the different organizations for the 
promoting of inter-denominational good will. The 
President of the Association serves as a Vice-President 
of the National Federation and continues also to serve 
as the President of the Massachusetts Federation of 
Churches. The latter office brings him constantly into 
happy and fortunate relations with all the Protestant 
forces of the Commonwealth. The President of the 
Association serves further on the Advisory Committee 
of the Conference on the Christian Way of Life, upon 
a similar Committee connected with the Institute of 
Christian Knowledge, and as a member of the Council 
on “The Outline of Christianity.” The Association 
through this Department continues its support of the 
General Theological Library which loans books to the 
ministers of all denominations in New England. The 
President of the Association is a member of the Ad- 
visory Committee of the Library. 

There have been during the past year no new cases 
of the federation of churches of the Unitarian alle- 
giance with those of the Evangelical inheritance, but 
there have been two cases of the federation of neigh- 
boring Unitarian churches in the same city. The 
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South Congregational Church in Boston has perfected 
the arrangements for its union with the First Church, 
and the Second Unitarian Church in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
has merged with the First Unitarian Congregational 
Society. It is understood that the Third Church in 
Brooklyn will also unite with the First Church, bring- 
ing together in the mother church all three of the 
churches in the older part of the Borough of Brook- 
lyn. These unions involve the disappearance from the 
list of Unitarian churches of some parish names that 
have long been carried there, and those of churches 
that have had a peculiarly honorable history. On the 
other hand, it may be urged that one strong Unitarian 
church is more advantageous to our cause than two 
or three churches that have become enfeebled because 
of changes in their environment or for other causes. 
It is too soon to pass judgment upon the results of 
this evident movement in our Fellowship toward union. 
It is noted here simply as a fact which is not without 
significance and promise of increased vitality and effi- 
ciency. 

As in previous years comment may be made upon 
the steady increase in the number and interest of the 
union services that are now becoming characteristic of 
the life of the Protestant churches in many communi- 
ties. The President of the Association, partly through 
his service as President of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion, has led or taken part in a considerable number of 
these union services. ‘They are a clear indication of 
the growing spirit of unity and good will. 

The celebration of the Centennial of the Association 
again gave evidence of the increasing power of co- 
operation among the religious forces of the country. 
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At the Annual Meeting of the Association letters of 
salutation were presented from the President of the 
United States and the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. The Governor of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts and the Mayor of the City of Boston pre- 
sented greetings in person in felicitous speeches. Ad- 
dresses expressing the good will of the organizations 
and communions they represented were brought to the 
Association by the President of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, Dr. Cadman, by 
the Moderator of the National Council of the Con- 
gregational Churches, Dr. Potter, by the General Su- 
perintendent of the Universalist General Convention, 
Dr. Lowe, and by the President of the Association of 
American Rabbis, Dr. Simon. It is safe to say that 
such messages of codperative good will would not have 
been forthcoming fifty or even twenty-five years ago. 

One of the constitutional objects of the Association 
is to promote unity, sympathy and codperation among 
Liberal Christians. That purpose has been definitely 
advanced during the year. °

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THE COMMITTEE ON RECRUITING THE 
MINISTRY 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


According to the latest reports we have 22 students 
preparing for the Unitarian ministry at the Meadville 
Theological School, 7 at The Theological School in 
Harvard University, 3 at The Pacific Unitarian School 
for the Ministry and 3 at other Theological Schools. 
Besides these there are about the usual number of 
“prospects” in various stages of preparation. The 
above figures are above the average in recent years. 
The good quality of the candidates is also worthy of 
note. The one regrettable fact is that so few of these 
men come from Unitarian families or have grown up 
in a Unitarian church. May it not be that the great- 
est service a minister can render our cause is to raise 
up at least one minister to succeed him? 

Since January 1, 1925, when the duties of the Fellow- 
ship Committee, heretofore discharged by the General 
Conference, were taken over by the Association, many 
inquiries have been received from ministers of other 
denominations. The Secretary of the Fellowship Com- 
mittee (Dr. Patterson) reports that: 

“Since the organization of the present Fellowship 
Committee January 1, 1925, four meetings of the com- 
mittee have been held, twenty applications for fellow- 
ship have been received, fifteen probationary certifi- 
cates have been granted and eight men have been re- 
ceived into full fellowship. Of these, three come from 
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the Lutheran fellowship, three from the Methodist, two 
from the Roman Catholic, five from the Congrega- 
tional, three from the Universalist, one from the Pres- 
byterian, one from the Episcopalian and five from 
among our own numbers. ‘The committee is in cor- 
respondence with a considerable number of men froin 
other denominaitons whose applications are pending.”

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THE SUSTENTATION FUND 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


I submit the following report of the committee in 
charge of the Sustentation Fund for the year ending 
April 30, 1925. 

The principal of the Fund on May 1, 1924, was 
$224,843.36. It now (May 1, 1925) amounts, through 
additional payments from the Unitarian Campaign, 
Inc., and fortunate changes of investment, to 
$252,053.02. 

During the year the committee has held four meet- 
ings, 72 ministers have received grants, 7 names have 
been dropped from the list by reason of a change in 
pastorate and 13 new names have been added. The 
amounts of the grants vary in sums from $100 to 
$400. The total amount appropriated from the in- 
come of the Fund for the year 1924-25 was $14,986.32.

There has been constant demand for the new sets of 
slides showing “The Rise of Unitarianism in America” 
and “From Authority to Freedom in Religion” pre- 
pared by the Centenary Commission, in anticipation of. 
the One-Hundredth Anniversary of the Association. 

Our regular slides have been widely circulated 
through this country and Canada, as have the slides 
illustrating the work in Transylvania and Japan.

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MINISTERIAL AID 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


The capital of the Ministerial Aid Fund is $161,- 
405.34. In addition, there are three named funds ag- 
gregating $16,420.00, of which the income is also 
available for the purposes of ministerial relief. 

From the income of these funds aid to the amount 
of $10,171.00 has been granted during the year to 
eighty-five ministers. This aid is granted when evi- 
dence is confidentially laid before the Committee that 
these friends, by reason of illness or the sickness of 
members of their household, or some pressing financial 
emergency, are in need of sympathy and immediate 
help. 

The Association further acts as trustee of the En- 
dowment Fund of the Unitarian Service Pension So- 
ciety. This fund, which now amounts to $433,701.83 
has been increased during the year by $27,911.16. 
This increase is made up of $23,860.22 received on 
account of the allotment made to this Society as a re- 
sult of the Unitarian Campaign, together with a be- 
quest of Mrs. Laura A. Whitmore, of Brookline, Mass.. 
and a gift of Mrs. William C. Gannett, of Rochester, 
N. Y. The incomes of the Aaron Bancroft, the Jed 
Frye, the Esther M. Whitney, the Joshua Young, the 
Emily E. Shepard, the David Reed, and the Clara M. 
Rotch Funds with an aggregate principal of $35,- 
658.50 are also applied to pensions. The Association 
acts also as agent for the transmission of the contri- 
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butions made to the Society. The pensions have been 
distributed under the instructions of the Directors of 
the Society, to the qualified beneficiaries to the amount 
of $34,027.91.

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CHURCH BUILDING LOAN FUND 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


During the year the capital of the Fund has been 
increased by the sum of $1,473.32 so that the principal 
now amounts to $164,533.15. Twelve loans from this 
Fund have been paid in full and five new loans to the 
amount of $27,500.00 have been made to the churches 
of Toronto, Can., Gimli, Man., Memphis, Tenn., Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Harvard, Mass. The balance on hand 
at the end of the year, April 30, 1925, is $4,866.14 
and applications largely in excess of this amount are 
now on file. The amount available for loans averages 
from $15,000 to $20,000 each year, depending upon 
the regularity with which loans are repaid. 

There are now outstanding loans to 54 churches and 
the total amount loaned since the foundation of the 
Fund has been $827,829.76 made in 285 loans.

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REPORT OF THE CUSTODIAN OF 
BUILDINGS 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


I submit herewith a report as custodian of the Uni- 
tarian Buildings for the year ending April 30, 1925. 

Owing to sickness, Parker E. Marean resigned in 
January and since that time I have carried on the work 
in addition to my duties as Publication Director and 
Treasurer of The Beacon Press. 

The buildings at 16 and 25 Beacon Street have been 
maintained in good order at a cost of $14,758.11. 
The items include janitor service, lighting, heating, 
repairing, insurance, equipment, and cleaning charges, 
etc., as well as the entire cost of telephone, telegraph, 
and elevator service. The committee rooms and Chan- 
ning Hall have been in almost constant use this year, 
as have the rooms at the Ministers’ Hostel. 

The entire interior of the building at 25 Beacon 
Street has been repainted as well as the exterior and 
many of the rooms at 16 Beacon Street. Channing 
Hall, last painted and decorated in 1916, has been 
transformed by a new coat of paint. The high stud- 
ding of this hall necessitated a considerable amount of 
work. By having the painting done by our own force, 
we saved $200 on the lowest estimate received from a 
contractor.

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MINUTES OF THE ONE-HUNDREDTH 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The one-hundredth Annual Meeting of the American 
Unitarian Association was held at Tremont Temple, 
Boston, on Tuesday, May 12, 1925. 

The Meeting was called to order at 9:45 A.M., by 
the President, Rev. Samuel A. Eliot, D.D. A Devo- 
tional Service was led by Rev. John Lewis of Ithaca, 
N.Y: 


The usual rules of procedure were adopted and the 


_ President thereupon appointed a Committee on Cre- 


dentials and a Committee on Ballots.

The President then 
read a letter from the President of the United States 
and a letter from the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court.

We, therefore, petition President Coolidge to take the ini- 
tiative in establishing by solemn treaty an agreement on the 
part of these two peoples through their respective govern- 
ments to settle all their controversies by peaceable means, not 
excepting disputes involving vital interests or national honor. 

The evening session began at 7:30 and a service of 
praise was conducted by Dr. Charles W. Wendte, D.D., 
of Berkeley, Calif., and Rev. Harold E. B. Speight of 
Boston. 

Three addresses on The Romance of Religious Prog- 
ress in the Last Hundred Years were delivered by Dr. 
Abram Simon, Washington, D. C., President of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis; Dr. John S. 
Lowe, Providence, R. I., General Superintendent of 
the Universalist General Convention; and Dr. Willard 
L. Sperry, Dean of the Theological School in Harvard 
University.

ANNUAL REPORT 


WITH A SUMMARY OF THE REPORTS OF THE 
DIFFERENT DEPARTMENTS 


1925-1926 


THE CENTENNIAL. The chief event of the year was 
the celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
organization of the American Unitarian Association. A 
number of appropriate books were prepared and published 


‘in connection with this celebration. Leaflets and lessons 


descriptive of Unitarian history, thought and life, were 
widely distributed and used in the Churches. Illustrated 
lectures were utilized in all parts of the country, and ten 
visitors from Europe, representing our fellow workers in 
Great Britain, Hungary, Transylvania, Czechoslovakia and 
Iceland met speaking appointments from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Special celebrations were held in Chicago and 
New York and the main celebration was held in Boston 
from May 10th to 15th with a great attendance. Im- 
mediately after the President of the Association, the Presi- 
dent of the Alliance, and some twenty-five other American 
delegates crossed the Atlantic and attended in London the 
exercises in honor of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
organization of the British and Foreign Unitarian Associa- 
tion. The celebrations quickened interest, broadened hori- 
zons and deepened the sense of obligation to faithfully 
transmit to the coming generation the sacred trusts received 
from the past.

ONE HUNDRED AND FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF 


HEADQUARTERS. In the Spring of 1925, the Direc- 
tors of the Association received certain offers to buy the lot 
and building of the Association at 25 Beacon Street, Boston. 
These negotiations were carried on for many weeks and, 
in the course of them, it appeared that if such a sale were 
made the Association could acquire, as the site of a new 
building, a lot just across the State House grounds, with 
an admirable frontage on the Common and on the State 
House lawn. On July 21, 1925, at a special meeting of the 
Board of Directors, the Treasurer, by unanimous vote, was 
authorized to sell the estate at 25 Beacon Street for $450,- 
000 and to purchase the estate at 32 Beacon Street for 
$140,000. A Building Committee was appointed and plans 
for the new Headquarters Building were prepared by Put- 
nam & Cox, Architects. These designs were accepted by 
the Committee and approved by the Board. The building 
at 25 Beacon Street, which had served as the Headquarters 
of the Association for forty years, was vacated on Novem- 
ber 16, 1925. Some of the offices were moved to the Annex 
at 16 Beacon Street and the general offices moved to 
temporary quarters in the Lawyer’s Building at 11 Beacon 
Street. 

The contract for the new building was given to the 
Boyle-Robertson Company, but no sooner had excavation 
begun than the Governor of the Commonwealth urged in 
his Annual Message that the property be taken by the 
State, and a bill to carry that purpose into effect was intro- 
duced into the Legislature. Hearings were held before the 
Committee on Ways and Means and, meanwhile, con- 
struction was postponed, pending the action of the Legisla- 
ure. On April 13, 1926, the bill was defeated in the House 
of Representatives by a vote of eighty-one to twenty-one, 
and the contractors thereupon resumed work on the build- 
ing, which will presumably be ready for occupancy early 
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in 1927. The Association will have then acquired a new 
Headquarters upon a superior site, in a quieter and cleaner 
neighborhood, with a floor space greater than in both 25 
and 16 Beacon Street combined, and with many modern 
facilities which were not provided for in the old buildings. 
There will be housed in the building not only the general 
offices and Departments of the Association, but also the 
Alliance, the Young People’s Religious Union, and the 
Christian Register. A cordial invitation was extended to 
the Laymen’s League to occupy a floor, thus bringing all 
the major denominational organizations under one roof, 
but much to the regret of the Board the invitation was 
declined. 


GENERAL CONFERENCE. The year was further marked 
by the completion of the union of the General Conference 
and the Association. The plans for this combination were 
first presented and explained at the meeting of the Asso- 
ciation on May 22, 1923. Enabling votes were unanimously 
adopted at the General Conference in New Haven in Sep- 
tember 1923 and by the Association on May 20, 1924. 
At the meeting at Cleveland in October 1925, the General 
Conference was finally dissolved, and the Association took 
over the tasks and responsibilities hitherto discharged by 
the Conference. This union was happily and harmoniously 
brought about and promises to result in larger efficiency. 

The officers of the Association venture to hope that this 
action may prophecy the further simplification and unifi- 
cation of our organized life. In Anniversary Week nearly 
twenty individual and independent organizations repre- 
senting our small Fellowship of Churches hold their Annual 
Meetings in Boston. These societies do not lack faith or 
devotion. They lack cohesion. There is not enough of 
communication and cooperation between them. Although 
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they stand for the same ideals they have no adequate 
sense of common objectives. We are like guerilla bands, 
valiant enough and faithful enough, but each acting on 
its own initiative. We march by squads instead of as one 
regiment. We need correlation in organization, coopera- 
tion in effort, federation of forces, all our powers working 
together for the accomplishment of a great challenging 
task. If not union, may we not at least have mutual sym- 
pathy, respect and confidence, and concentration upon a 
few simple and vital issues? 


STAFF MEETING. Upon the invitation of the President 
of the Association a meeting was held in September at 
Duxbury, Mass., of the members of the Executive Staffs 
of the Association, the Alliance, the Unitarian Laymen’s 
League, the Young People’s Religious Union, the Uni- 
tarian Foundation, the Christian Register, Inc., the Min- 
isterial Union, and the Western Unitarian Conference, 
with a view to promoting this essential solidarity. Two 
days were spent in discussing the objectives of our work 
and the policies and plans for the advancement of the 
common cause. In accordance with the recommendations 
of this Conference the Presidents of the major societies, 
or their representatives, have met four times during the 
past winter and spring to discuss the ways and means of 
furthering the endeavors that all together are trying to 
promote. 


THE UNITARIAN FOUNDATION. The Association, by 
vote of the Directors and in agreement with the other 
organizations of our Fellowship, voted in 1925 to partici- 
pate in the efforts of the Unitarian Foundation, Inc., to 
continue the work of the Unitarian Campaign and in- 
crease the resources of our organized work. This action 
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was taken with clear recognition of the fact that by so 
doing the Association would forfeit the special advantages 
which might accrue to it by using the Centennial of the 
Association as an appropriate time at which to appeal to 
our constituency to upbuild the endowments and enlarge 
the activities of the Association itself. The help which the 
Foundation might give to our larger cause and to the 
encouragement of the less endowed Societies appeared to 
justify the action of the Board in foregoing this special 
opportunity. In recognition of this act, the Executive 
Committee of the Foundation voted to make a first allot- 
ment of $150,000 as a gift to the Association to increase 
the capital of the Church Building Loan Fund. 

The progress of the Foundation has been slow and its 
_ administration a source of much anxiety. In the Fall of 
1925 when the situation appeared to be precarious, the 
Directors of the Association placed at the disposal of the 
Foundation the services of its Administrative Vice Presi- 
dent, Dr. Cornish, and of its Field Secretary, Dr. Hunt. 
These gentlemen have given a considerable proportion of 
their time during the past six months to gratuitous service 
of the Foundation, and the President and Secretary of the 
Association and Field Secretary Patterson have, there- 
fore, been obliged to add new duties to their already suf- 
ficiently onerous tasks. The Directors of the Association 
are now assured that the Foundation has attained a larger 
measure of stability and promise, but the slowness of its 
development is still a cause of embarrassment to all the 
beneficiary Societies. These Societies were and are under 
obligations for the discharge of which they have depended 
upon the allotments of the Foundation which have not 
yet been forthcoming in any considerable sums. The 
carrying forward of the Foundation to complete success 
is one of the major obligations of our Fellowship in the 


new year. 
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GENERAL OFFICERS. The general officers of the Asso- 
ciation conduct what may be justly described as a “‘clear- 
ing-house”’ for all the interests of our Fellowship. They 
are constantly in conference with Conference Officers, 
Parish Committees, Ministers, and persons interested in 
our various enterprises. The widespreading correspond- 
ence which flows over their desks relates to a great diversity 
of subjects. It is in many languages and concerns matters 
historical, theological, financial, social, educational, de- 
nominational, international. 

The President has during the year preached practically 
every Sunday and made a great number of week-day 
addresses in places stretching from London to Chicago. 
He has endeavored to coordinate and vitalize all the De- 
partments and enterprises undertaken or authorized by 
the Directors. The Administrative Vice-President has 
taken part in many conferences and public services. He 
has been especially active in the Foundation, in Transyl- 
vanian affairs, and in the work of the Committee on the 
recruiting of the ministry. The Secretary, who also acts 
as an Assistant Treasurer, has conducted a great variety 
of tasks with exceptional diligence and efficiency. The 
Treasurer has been assiduous and skilful in the care of the 
endowments and the character of the securities repre- 
senting the Trust Fund, and listed in his report is the 
sufficient evidence of his sound judgment, aided by the 
knowledge and experience of the Finance Committee. 
The members of the clerical, office, and shipping staff 
have borne the inconveniences incident to removal and the 
occupancy of temporary quarters with cheerful good-humor 
and carried on their work with fidelity and alacrity. 


CHURCH EXTENSION. The reports of the Field Secre- 
taries of the Department of Church Extension show that

the members of the field and office staff of the Association 
have been assiduous in their visitation of the constituent 
churches in all parts of the country. They have preached 
in the pulpits, addressed the Alliance Branches, the League 
Chapters and Young People’s Unions, conferred with trus- 
tees and committees and held up the hands of lonely and 
perplexed ministers. They have tried to bring the collec- 
tive spirit and strength of all to the help of each and to weld 
together the scattered units of our Fellowship into an effec- 
tive working body for the advancement of good citizenship 
and pure religion. 

Field Secretary Patterson reports that he has visited 
sixty-eight parishes and, in addition to numerous week-day 
speaking appointments, has preached every Sunday except 
four. Three trips to Maine have been made, covering 
practically every parish in the State. In May a visit was 
made to St. Louis and the Churches in the Mississippi 
Valley, and in February an extended trip was made 
covering the parishes in Lynchburg, Va., Atlanta, Ga., 
Chattanooga, Knoxville, Nashville, and Memphis, Tenn., 
New Orleans, La., Houston, San Antonio, and Dallas, 
Texas, Tulsa and Oklahoma City, Okla., and Wichita, 
Kans. He has taken part in six installations and three 
ordinations. 

Dr. Patterson further reports that twenty-six ministers 
have been settled during the year in New England Parishes, 
and the close of the year sees most of the Churches manned 
and very few vacant pulpits. There has been a noticeable 
improvement in the manner of selecting ministers. More 
and more the hearing of a long list of candidates is being 
supplanted by the careful work of a committee which 
goes into the records of possible candidates and bases its 
recommendation upon a minister’s record and upon his 
general fitness for a particular parish. 
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Field Secretary Hunt reports that New York Head- 
quarters has had an unusually busy year and that its 
facilities have been widely used by the Churches. During 
the year 4,000 post cards and 9,530 letters and notices 
were multigraphed and mimeographed at the New York 
office and some 2,500 written office letters were sent out. 
The Field Secretary was helpful in the settlement of 
ministers in seven Churches in the Middle States District 
and he has responded to many calls for personal con- 
ferences with ministers and trustees. His report makes 
special mention of the action of the Universalist Church 
in Utica, N. Y., in declaring itself in allegiance with both 
the Unitarian and the Universalist Fellowships. The report 
also mentions the completion of the union of the First, 
Second and Third Churches in Brooklyn in the original 
First Church. Mr. Hunt has been of great service to the 
Foundation, he has acted as the Secretary of the Commis- 
sion on Survey, and has had a large part in vitalizing the 
summer work in a number of Churches. 

The Secretary of the Western Conference, Dr. Reese, 
while he is appointed and paid by the Conference, co- 
operates closely with the Department of Church Exten- 
sion and has maintained his customary and helpful activi- 
ties throughout the region of the Central West. 

Field Secretary Wetherell reports a very active year in 
which he has visited at least twice every Unitarian Church 
in the Pacific Coast Department. He has been helpful 
in securing ministers for five vacant pulpits and has been 
in frequent consultation with the Churches engaged in new 
building operations. The San Francisco Headquarters 
reports a greatly increased distribution of literature, a 
constantly growing number of visitors and the conduct of a 
great correspondence. Mr. Wetherell in the past twelve 
months has travelled nearly 10,000 miles, not including 
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his transcontinental round-trip, and has spoken in the 
Churches nearly a hundred times. 

The Directors of the Association in the conduct of the 
Department of Church Extension have made appropria- 
tions of direct money aid to fifty-three churches and 
missions, not counting those helped by the income of the 
Sustentation Fund and the Church Building Loan Fund, 
and omitting also those carried in the Department of New 
Americans. Twenty of these churches have been aided 
by appropriations from the Annual Budget of the Associa- 
tion. Of these, nine are at university centers, three are in 
State capitals, six are in commercial and industrial cities 
and two in suburban communities. Two of these churches, 
those at Summit, N. J., and Memphis, Tenn., have be- 
come self-supporting during the year. Thirty-three mis- 
sions have been aided from the Campaign Account. The 
allotments from the Campaign ceased during the year 
and the support of these churches has therefore been a 
matter of very difficult adjustment. Five have now be- 
come self-sustaining; three have discontinued services; 
four have been temporarily taken care of by the Sustenta- 
tion Fund; eleven can be cared for in the new year on the 
regular budget; ten remain dependent upon the anticipated 
receipts from the Unitarian Foundation. 

It has seemed to the Committee on Church Extension 
that it is as important to save an existing church or to 
increase its efficiency as it is to create a new church. The 
Committee has felt that it would be deplorable to multiply 
unnecessary and puny enterprises. Nothing is more de- 
pressing than to be employed in keeping church wheels 
revolving when no results worth having are being pro- 
duced. An impatient zeal is apt to demand the establish- 
ment of a Unitarian church simply for the sake of having 
another church. A discriminating intelligence, anxious to

use limited means to the advancement of our real purposes, 
asks rather ““Can the community be served and the cause 
of liberal Christianity be furthered by the planting of a 
Unitarian church there?” We need to remember that 
organization is for people, not people for organization. In 
order to serve our cause well we must sometimes refuse to 
serve it in easy and transient ways. 


BUILDINGS. During the year new church buildings were 
completed, occupied and dedicated at Youngstown, Ohio 
and Lynchburg, Va., and the churches at Amherst and 
Rockland, Mass., and Flatbush, N. Y., were completely 
rebuilt and rehabilitated. New buildings are now under 
construction for All Souls’ Church, Chicago, and for the 
People’s Church, Chicago, while new churches are planned 
and construction has begun, or is soon to begin, at Framing- 
ham, Mass., Germantown, Pa., Salt Lake City, Utah, Los 
Angeles and Santa Barbara, Calif. 


Commodious and attractive parish houses have been 
built and occupied in Peterboro, N. H., Harvard and 
Pittsfield, Mass., Plainfield, N. J., Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
Evanston, Ill. Parsonages have been bought or built at 
Portsmouth, N. H., Fall River, Mass., and Troy, N. Y. 


The First Church in Boston has undergone considerable 
alteration, including the installation of the Evans Memo- 
rial Organ and the rebuilding of the vestry and its dedica- - 
tion as the Hale Memorial Chapel. The parish house at 
Buffalo, N. Y., has been enlarged and refurnished, and 
considerable alterations and improvements have been 
made in the churches at Addison, Me., Portsmouth, Con- 
cord, and Milford, N. H., Arlington, Bolton, Clinton, 
Newburyport, Wellesley Hills, Salem (Second Church), 
Uxbridge, and King’s Chapel, Boston, Mass., Niagara 
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Falls, N. Y., Kalamazoo, Mich., Alton and Hinsdale, IIL., 
Colorado Springs, Col., San Jose and Pomona, Calif., and 
Montreal, Can. 


NEW AMERICANS. The Secretary of the Department of 
New Americans, Mr. Forbes, reports a steady advance in 
the work among the Icelanders, Finns and Hungarians. 
The Conference of the Icelandic Churches in the North- 
west last summer sat for three days and transacted the 
business of the churches federated in the Conference. All 
the Icelandic Unitarian Churches have maintained their 
work unimpaired during the year and they were stimulated 
by the visit of Dr. Einar Kvaran of Reykavik, who visited 
all the churches and the Icelandic settlements from Win- 
nipeg to the Pacific Coast. A new preaching station has 
been established at Langruth on the western side of Lake 
Manitoba,which will be linked with the Churches at Shoal 
Lake and Mary Hill. A chapel has been erected at Arnes 
on land given for the purpose, and the Societies at River- 
ton and Arborg have pledged themselves to build churches 
in the coming year. These three Societies together with 
the Society at Gimli, all on the west shore of Lake Winni- 
peg, have organized a united parish to be served by one 
minister. During the year the Icelandic Churches have 
had the full-time services of five ministers with occasional 
assistance from one other. More men are needed at 
once, and Rev. Ragnar Kvaran, the minister of the Church 
in Winnipeg, is now in Iceland, commissioned to find and 
bring out one or more additional ministers. 

The work among the Finns in Northeastern Minnesota 
goes forward energetically under the leadership of Rev. 
Milma 8. Lappala, who preaches in her own church in 
Virginia in English and Finnish on alternate Sundays. 
The Mission Churches at Alango and Idington are well 
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sustained. There is here also great need for additional 
ministers, but their appointment must await the develop- 
ment of new financial resources. 

The Hungarian Churches and liberal groups in Ohio were 
visited and served during the summer by Mr. Szent Ivanyi, 
and in the fall Rev. Lazlo Lorinczy came over from Transyl- 
vania and has assumed leadership of these groups. Mr. 
Lorinczy makes his headquarters at Cleveland and from 
that center visits the Societies and groups in places like 
Akron, Canton, Alliance, etc. There are many Hungarians 
of Unitarian inheritance in these communities, but the 
organization of self-supporting societies will require time 
and patience. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. The chief event of the year in 
this Department has been the interchange of visits between 
the British and American delegations taking part in the 
Centennial celebrations. These visitors made many and 
invigorating contacts with our churches in different parts 
of both countries. At the Centennial celebration in Lon- 
don the American delegates also met with a considerable 
number of delegates from the liberal churches on the 
continent of Europe, and three meetings were held which 
were primarily concerned with the welfare of our cause in 
Europe and Asia. After the London meetings a repre- 
sentative company, including delegates of the Association 
and Alliance, journeyed to Prague and held animating 
meetings with the Liberal Protestant Congregation in 
that city. 

The customary enterprises of the Association, some of 
which are conducted in cooperation with the British and 
Foreign Unitarian Association, have been carried forward 
in Hungary, Transylvania, Czechoslovakia and Italy, and 
modest contributions have been made in support of our 
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fellow workers in Denmark, Belgium, the Rhineland and 
Bulgaria. Communication is maintained by visit or by 
letter with the liberal Christians in France, Switzerland, 
Holland, Palestine, India and Japan, and with the Central 
Bureau of the Protestant Churches in Europe with its 
headquarters at Zurich. The Secretary of the Interna- 
tional Congress, after his trip around the world, has been 
able to visit and take counsel with most of the churches 
and groups in Europe. The President of the Association 
serves as a member of the Executive Committee of the 
World Alliance for promoting International Good Will, 
and is a member of the International Commission of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 
The Association is also represented by three members on 
’ the American Committee for the Protection of Religious 
Minorities in Europe. 


COMITY AND FELLOWSHIP. The purpose of the Asso- 
ciation to promote unity, sympathy:and cooperation among 
liberal Christians has been steadily and definitely advanced 
during the year. The President of the Association is a 
Vice-President of the National Federation of Religious 
Liberals, and he also continues to serve as the President 
of the Massachusetts Federation of Churches, and as a 
member of the Advisory Committees of the General Theo- 
logical Library, of the Conference on the Christian Way of 
Life, and of the Institute of Christian Knowledge. Through 
these organizations the Unitarian movement is kept in 
relation with the larger undertakings of Protestant 
Christianity. 

We are trying to develop a working program of sym- 
pathetic contacts and cooperative endeavors. All too long 
have the liberal communions of diverse names and equally 
honorable traditions been following separate though parallel 
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or converging paths. Now we are coming to know each 
other better and we are devising plans and methods which 
will enable us to work together in common tasks. We are 
substituting mutual confidence and goodwill for suspicion 
and competition. We are realizing our united responsibili- 
ties in the face of the reactionary and dogmatic movements 
that are so prevalent today. We have demonstrated the 
fact that a hearty loyalty to our regimental flags is entirely 
consistent with increasing devotion to the banner of the 
liberal Christian Army. The growing spirit of cooperation 
found illustration at the celebration of the Centennial of 
the Association where letters of salutation were read from 
the President of the United States and the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, where the Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, a Baptist, and the Mayor of the 
City of Boston, a Roman Catholic, presented greetings in 
felicitous speeches, and where addresses expressing the 
goodwill of the organizations they represented were brought 
to the Association by the President of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, Dr. Cadman; by the 
Moderator of the National Council of Congregational 
Churches, Dr. Potter; by the General Superintendent of 
the Universalist General Convention, Dr. Lowe; and by 
the President of the Association of American Rabbis, 
Dr. Simon. 


PUBLICATION. The manager of the Publication Depart- 
ment and of The Beacon Press, Mr. Robertson, reports 
that The Beacon Press has during the year published 
eight new books, one of them in three editions, and, in 
addition, four brochures containing the “Message to the 
Unitarian Churches,’ adopted by the last meeting of the 
General Conference, ‘‘Our Heritage of Faith,” the Sermon 
delivered by Dr. Frothingham at the Centennial of the 
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Association, ‘‘The Proceedings of the Unitarian Historical 
Society,” and a pamphlet on “The Worth of the Ministry,” 
containing an address delivered by Dr. Cornish at the 
Harvard Divinity School. 

The total number of volumes sold during the year, in- 
cluding the Hymn Book, The Beacon Hymnal, the manuals 
in The Beacon Course, and the publications in the De- 
partment of Religious Education, has been 38,019. 

In accordance with our custom, copies of Channing’s 
“Discourses and Essays’’ have been sent free, upon re- 
quest, to settled ministers of various denominations, and 
subscriptions to The Christian Register have been supplied, 
through the agency of the Shaw Fund, to Libraries and 
Reading Rooms in all parts of the country and to foreign 
‘correspondents. The Publication Department has issued 
two new tracts in the regular series, two in the Biographical 
Series, and two Bulletins in the Religious Education Series. 
During the year there were printed and distributed 321,000 
tracts. The faithful and generous cooperation of the Post 
Office Mission in the diffusion of the tracts is gratefully 
acknowledged. An edition of 5,500 copies of the revised 
Tract Catalogue was published and distributed, and, in 
addition to the new books added to the list, eighteen books 
have been reprinted, including a new edition of The Beacon 
Hymnal. The sale of this book has already gone over 
10,000 copies. 

The sheets of The Wayside Pulpit are now circulated to 
more than 700 subscribers and the name, ‘The Wayside 
Pulpit,” has been trade-marked in both the United States 
and Great Britain. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. The report of the Associate 
Secretary of the Department of Religious Education, 
Mr. Fairley, notes with due tributes of praise the services 
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of Dr. William I. Lawrance, who retired during the year 
from the Secretaryship of the Department which he had 
held for thirteen years, and the death, on October 12, 1925, 
of Dr. Florence Buck, the beloved Associate Secretary of 
the Department, and, after the retirement of Dr. Lawrance, 
its executive head. 

Mr. Fairley reports that during the summer of 1925 the 
Department cooperated in two Summer Institutes of Re- 
ligious Education, one at Star Island in connection with 
the Laymen’s League, at which Dr. Buck was one of the 
leaders, and the other at Rowe, Mass., in collaboration with 
the Connecticut Valley Conference, at which Mr. Fairley 
took an active part. 

Two new Bulletins describing the aims of Religious 
Education and certain practical methods were issued 
during the year, and the two remaining Manuals of the 
Beacon Course were further advanced toward completion 
and publication. The sets of stereopticon slides, the Orders 
for Special Services, and the Pageant and illustrative ma- 
terial have had wide circulation. 


The usual visits were made, so far as the diminished 
staff of the Department permitted, to Church Schools 
and to Conferences, and the Department has been repre- 
sented at the Annual and Regional Conferences of the 
Religious Education Association. Teachers’ training classes 
have been conducted by the New York Headquarters under 
the guidance of Mr. Fairley and under the leadership of 
other experts. 

The Beacon has averaged 10,500 copies each week. It 
has been under the care of several successive editors, but 
continues to fulfill its functions satisfactorily. 


The Department, in spite of its reduced staff, has main- 
tained its customary activities and awaits with keen an- 
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ticipation the leadership of its new Secretary, Mr. Waitstill 
H. Sharp, who will take up his work early in the new year. 


SUSTENTATION FUND. The Committee on the Admin- 
istration of the Sustentation Fund, through its Secretary, 
Rev. J. C. Duncan, reports that during the year grants 
from the income of the Fund have been made to seventy- 
two ministers. These grants have varied from $100 to 
$300 a year, and, in the aggregate, amount to $16,373.57. 
= The principal of the fund now amounts to $256,399.04, 
and yields an income of approximately $14,000. The ex- 
cess of appropriations over the income is for the present 
cared for by a balance which was accumulated before the 
_ Committee had made its first appropriations. This bal- 
ance will soon be exhausted and it may then be necessary 
either to reduce the number of beneficiaries or the amount 
granted in each individual case. 


COMMITTEE ON FELLOWSHIP. During the fiscal year 
the Fellowship Committee has held four meetings, and 
after due investigation has granted to qualified ministers 
thirty-two (32) Probationary, twenty-four (24) Final Certi- 
ficates, and made one reinstatement. It is interesting to 
note that these fifty-seven persons received their training 
in no less than forty separate colleges and seminaries. Of 
the men coming from other Fellowships, three were Roman 
Catholics, two Episcopalians, eight Universalists, two 
Lutherans, three Methodists, one Free Church, three 
Baptists, four Presbyterians, ten Congregationalists, and 
one from the United Church of Canada. 


RECRUITING THE MINISTRY. The Secretary of the 
Committee on Recruiting the Ministry, Mr. Lewis, re- 
ports that the Committee has been in communication with 
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a considerable number of young men who are, with more 
or less earnestness, headed toward the Unitarian Min- 
istry. The Committee has record that twenty-four students 
are preparing for the Unitarian Ministry at Meadville, 
fifteen at Harvard, and seven at Berkeley. These figures, 
of course, are not the enrollments of these schools but of 
the Unitarian students in attendance. 

It is still true that our Churches depend for leadership 
chiefly upon ministers who have been trained in other 
fellowships and in schools that represent other traditions. 
Many of the men who come to us from other fellowships 
are of the highest quality, but the Committee on the 
Recruiting of the Ministry must more and more direct its 
efforts to discovering in our own families and in our own 
Churches young men and women of the right quality and 
encouraging them to prepare themselves for the ministry 
of our Free Churches. 


MINISTERIAL AID. From the income of the Minis- 
terial Aid Fund and the other Funds devoted to the same 
purpose, aid to the amount of $13,946 has been granted 
during the year to 89 ministers. 

As Trustee for the Unitarian Service Pension Society, 
the Association has distributed the ministerial pensions to 
65. qualified beneficiaries to the amount of nearly $40,000. 
The individual payments have amounted to $645.38 to 
each beneficiary. 


BUILDING LOAN FUND. During the year nine loans 
have been paid in full by the beneficiaries and twen- 
ty-five new loans to the amount of $187,995 have been 
made or taken over. There are now outstanding loans 
to seventy-two Churches. The Fund has been augmented 
during the year by the gift from the Unitarian Founda- 
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tion, Inc., amounting to $150,000, and the principal now 
amounts to $326,439. 


TRANSYLVANIAN RELIEF. The Commission on Tran- 
sylvanian Relief, through its Secretary, Rev. F. R. Lewis, 
reports that it has received during the past year from 
Churches, Conferences, Alliances, and individuals the 
sum of $6,241.17. With this money, one hundred and two 
Churches in Transylvania and the School for training 
ministers have been assisted with small appropriations. 


THE HOSTEL. The Ministers’ Hostel, conducted by the 
Association at 16 Beacon Street, continues to be a great 
‘convenience to visiting ministers. In thelast sixteen months 
lodgings to the amount of 1235 nights have been furnished 
to 101 individuals, an average stay of 12 nights each. Two 
weeks are allowed for consecutive length of a visit by one 
individual. 


LIBRARY. The Reference Library and the Loan Library 
fulfilled their customary functions during the early part 
of the fiscal year, but the limited accommodations of the 
temporary quarters occupied during the erection of the 
new building caused the interruption of these activities. 
The books, except those most frequently in use, have been 
stored, awaiting permanent places on the shelves in the 
new building. Meanwhile, the Association and the Alli- 
ance are much indebted for the courtesy of the officers 
and attendants of the Congregational Library House at 
14 Beacon Street. All the facilities of the library have been 
put at the disposal of those who have been accustomed to 
borrow or use books in the Unitarian Library, and this 
cooperative good will is most gratefully acknowledged. 
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ALLIED SOCIETIES. The Association gratefully acknowl- 
edges the cooperative good will of the officers and staff of 
the other organizations of the Unitarian Fellowship; The 
Alliance, League, Young People’s Union, the State, Dis- 
trict and Local Conferences, the Ministerial Associations 
and Relief Societies, The Historical Society, The Religious 
Arts Guild, The Society for Promoting Theological Educa- 
tion, and the Isles of Shoals Summer Meetings Association. 
All these and others are zealously and steadfastly promot- 
ing the interest of the Unitarian cause. 


FINANCES. The Treasurer’s Report is submitted here- 
with in its usual completeness. It has long been the pol- 
icy of the Association to set forth in print the uttermost 
details of the financial transactions, and the size and length 
of the tabes herewith submitted indicate the diversity and 
volume of these transactions. 

The donations from societies and individuals for the year 
show a small increase over the gifts of 1924-25. This was 
unexpected, as the interest in the Centennial celebrations 
naturally increased in some measure the contributions of 
that fiscal year. The increase appears to be chiefly in the 
giving of the societies of moderate strength, and it has 
been achieved in spite of considerable loss in the gifts of 
two of the largest contributors. The income from invest- 
ments also shows a satisfactory increase, though there is 
a larger gain in the income which is restricted to special 
purposes than in the income subject to appropriation for 
the general uses of the Association. The marked difference 
between the accounts of this year and the preceding year 
is to be found in the absence or loss of the allotments from 
the Unitarian Campaign. These allotments in the year 
1924-25 amounted to more than $101,000, and in the year 
1925-26 to $21,946. The income from the Foundation, 
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which it was hoped would take the place of the income 
from the Campaign, has yielded in the past year only 
$3,868. 

Bequests and gifts for endowment, unrestricted as to 
the use of income, amount to $89,365 against $79,738 in 
the preceding year. The bequests and gifts for Capital 
Account whereof the income is directed to special purposes 
amount to $62,121. 

The major bequests whereof the income may be applied 
to the general purposes of the Association may be enumer- 
ated as follows:

$20,000 has been received from the estate of Mrs. Ida F. 
Estabrook of Boston as a first payment of her bequest. 
$7,500 has been received from the estate of Miss Maria 
Livermore of Belmont, again as the first payment of her 
legacy. $10,000 has been added to the capital of the Arthur 
F. Estabrook Fund, an additional payment from his estate. 
Further additions have been made to the Sawyer-Whitney 
Fund and the Grace F. Dresser Fund. $3,750 has been 
received from the estate of Mr. Wallace S. Draper of Way- 
land, again a first payment on his legacy to establish the 
Mr. and Mrs. James Sumner Draper Fund. Funds with a 
capital of $1,000 each have been established under the wills 
of Nathan B. Stow of Concord, Sarah D. H. White of 
Boston, and Mary Alice Marshall of Harvard. 
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The chief bequests whereof the income is restricted are 
those received from the estate of Mrs. George S. Shaw of 
Ashby, $10,000, the income to be applied to the support 
of the First Parish in Ashby, and $5,000 the income to 
be used for the support of the Church in Bridgewater. 
The Trustees of the Congregational Church and Society 
of the East Precinct of Barnstable have placed their funds 
in trust with the Association, and additional gifts or pay- 
ments have increased the capital of the Woodhull Endow- 
ment for the Church in Washington and the Denzil Taylor 
Memorial Fund for the Church in Peterboro, N. H. Two 
new restricted funds have been established, one by the 
gift of Mrs. Ewing of Wheeling, W. Virginia, of $2,000, 
the income to aid the Church in Wheeling, and the other 
of $1,000, by the children of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Reddington of Oakland, California, the income to be used 
for the furtherance of Unitarianism in California. Be- 
quests and gifts to the amount of $2,400 together with a 
final payment of the Campaign Allotment of $3,993, have 
been added to the capital of the Permanent Pension Fund. 

All the payments from the incomes of the Trust Funds 
have been regularly and promptly made to the various 
beneficiaries and the system of collective investment insures 
the perpetuity of all the trusts. Not one of the trust funds 
held by the Association has ever suffered loss or impair- 
ment of its capital, and benefactors who remember the 
Association in their wills are assured that their desires will 
be carried out and their names permanently associated 
with the diffusion of liberal Christianity. 

It ought again to be pointed out that the increase in the 
apparent endowments of the Association has produced one 
embarrassing misunderstanding—the mischievous notion 
that the Association is a rich corporation. The fact is that 
the Association is, ought to be, and if rightly administered, 
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always will be poor. Its income is utterly insufficient to 
meet the demands legitimately made upon it for the ad- 
vancement of the cause which it was organized to promote. 
Its officers and directors are continually obliged to reject 
promising plans of action and to deny well-considered 
applications for aid that press on every hand. 


PROSPECTS. The endeavors and accomplishments of 
the past year are interesting and, on the whole, gratifying, 
but there are many things which the officers and Directors 
have long desired to do, but which await the generosity 
and support of the churches. If the major part of the allot- 
ment to the Association from the Foundation can be as- 
sured, and if the Churches maintain or increase their con- 

tributions, then certain new adventures can be inaugurated 
and carried forward in the new year; but under present con- 
ditions the only money available for new work is the money 
which can be saved out of existing appropriations. Each 
year a few of the missions become self-supporting, and 
thereby small sums are released for application to new 
endeavors; but the demand for increase of appropriations 
for existing work more than equals the economies, and the 
new work that we are so eager to undertake lingers and 
halts. 


_ There is here enumerated in briefest form some of the 
things that we ought to be doing: 


1. We ought to be alert and active in establishing new 
churches at well-selected centers of influence, and promot- 
ing federated movements of religious liberals in places 
where such cooperative undertakings are practical and 
possible. The services of at least six ministers-at-large 
should be available for inaugurating new movements, 
serving Churches that have temporarily discontinued 
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services, and stimulating and encouraging the work all 
along’ the line. 


2. Weshould like to appoint and sustain a Field Secre- 
tary for the Southern States to further and consolidate our 
interests. This appointment has for a long time been urged 
upon the Board by the churches in the South, but for the 
lack of resources the Directors have been unable to respond. 


3. The Board is urged to revive and re-establish the 
Department of Community Service or Social Progress, 
with a view to guiding and coordinating the efforts of our 
individual churches and organizations for social reform; 
and the Department of Education, with a view to encour-— 
aging the college town Churches and carrying on more 
effective work in the universities and among young people. 


4. We want to cooperate in the work of preaching mis- 
sions and the development of such missions or of preaching 
stations in the summer resorts of the North and winter 
resorts of the South. 


5. We ought to extend our work among the New Amer- 
icans. There is the widest kind of field open for the seed of 
our sowing, and more workers are available if only the 
money to pay them were at hand. 


6. We should like to be able to encourage exchanges 
between ministers in different parts of the United States 
and Canada, and between English and American Unitarians 
with the resulting broadening of our horizons and the up- 
building of our sense of Fellowship. 


7. We ought to develop our work in foreign fields, and 
to establish centers of influence in the world capitals. 
Particularly at this moment we should provide for an 
adequate participation on the part of American Unitarians 
in the coming Centennial of the Brahmo-Somaj in India. 
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The work of the Association can be continued in power 
and efficiency only as the people who believe in religious 
freedom and fellowship realize more completely their 
responsibility. It can prosper only as it enjoys the confi- 
dence and support of all the members of all the churches. 
We want to see in all our Churches the strength and joy 
which comes through large visions of service and through 
generous cooperation in a common cause. 


SAMUEL A. ELIOT 
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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
MAY 25, 1926. 


The one-hundred-and-first Annual Meeting of the Ameri- 
can Unitarian Association was held at Tremont Temple, 
Boston, Mass., on Tuesday, May 25, 1926. 

The Meeting was called to order by the President, Dr. 
Samuel A. Eliot, and the Devotional Service was con- 
ducted by Rev. H. L. Sheffer of Athol, Mass. 

The usual rules of procedure were adopted and the 
President thereupon appointed the following Committees: 

Committee on Credentials: Messrs. Edwin Fairley of 
New York, Nathaniel C. Nash, Jr., and Percy 8. Brayton 
of Massachusetts. 

Committee on Findings: Messrs. Lawrence I. Neale of 
New York, Duncan Drysdale of Virginia, Charles E. 
Snyder of Iowa, Mrs. Richard Webb of Maine, Eliot 
French of Massachusetts, Judge J. H. Macomber of Ver- 
mont, Mrs. Clifford B. Clapp of California. 

Committee on Ballots: Messrs. Gesner and Blanning of 
Maine, Billingham of New Hampshire, Adamson, Jones, 
Raible, De Vries, and Sheffer of Massachusetts, Mayer- 
Oakes of New York, and Broadley-East of Pennsylvania. 

Sundry resolutions were then offered from the floor and 
referred without debate to the Committee on Findings. 

Rev. E. 8. Forbes proposed an amendment to Article IIT, 
paragraph II of the By-Laws of the Association, by striking 
out all of the paragraph except the following lines “A sub- 
scription of $1.00 or more shall constitute a person an 
Associate Member of this Association. Associate Member- 
ship shall not carry the right to vote”. 
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The Treasurer of the Association, Mr. Henry H. Fuller, 
presented a report in print and made brief comment upon 
financial conditions and prospects of the Association. Dr. 
Walter R. Hunt described the work of the Church Ex- 
tension Committee, and Rev. George F. Patterson the 
work of the Fellowship Committee. The Administrative 
Vice-President, Dr. Cornish, spoke in behalf of the Uni- 
tarian Foundation. 

_ The report of the Commission on Survey was presented 
by the Chairman of the Commission, Percy W. Gardner, 
Esq., of Providence. This was followed by the annual 
address of the President, and the morning session ended 
with a brief Devotional Service conducted by Rev. George 
Gilmour of Denver, Colorado. 

At 1:30 the corner stone of the new building was laid 
with simple exercises. The Doxology was sung, the corner 
stone set in place by the President of the Association, 
prayer was offered by Rev. U. G. B. Pierce of Washington, 
and the Benediction by Dr. Howard N. Brown. 

The afternoon session opened in Tremont Temple at 
2 P.M. and a Devotional Service was conducted by Dr. 
Carlyle Summerbell of Roslindale. 

The report of the Nominating Committee was presented 
by the Secretary of the Committee, Mr. Victor Starzenski, 
and the Association took a brief recess for balloting. 

At half-past two consideration was given to an amend- 
ment to the By-Laws of the Association proposed by Rev. 
R. P. Doremus and opposed by Dr. F. R. Griffin. The vote 
upon the amendment was taken by printed ballot. 

The Committee on Findings reported through its Chair- 
man, Mr. Lawrence I. Neale of New York, and in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Committee the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 
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“Whereas William Ellery Channing has been honored by inclusion 
in the Hall of Fame at New York University, and Whereas no bust 
of this great Unitarian has been installed, therefore, Be it Resolved, 
that the President of the American Unitarian Association be empow- 
ered to appoint a committee to solicit a fund of $3,000 for a bust of 
William Ellery Channing and to make all necessary arrangements for 
its installation in the Hall of Fame.” 


The Committee further approved and recommended for 
adoption a resolution embodying a petition to President 
Coolidge, but after an amendment had been offered by 
Rey. Henry W. Pinkham and spoken to by him the 
resolution was laid upon the table. 

Rev. Wilna M. Constable of Warwick, England, 
presented greetings from the British and Foreign Uni- 
tarian Association. Rev. T. Eric Davies of Halifax spoke 
for the Church in Halifax and for the Welsh Unitarians, 
and Rey. Laszlo Lorinczi presented the greetings of the 
Transylvanian Unitarian Churches and gave some ac- 
count of his work among the Unitarian Hungarians in 
Ohio.

ANNUAL REPORT 


WITH A SUMMARY OF THE REPORTS OF THE 


DIFFERENT DEPARTMENTS 
1926—1927 


THE NEW HEADQUARTERS. The chief event of the 
year has been the completion and occupation of the new 
building for the use of the Association and the allied 
societies. Construction went on throughout the year, 
and the building was dedicated with appropriate exercises 
on April 24, 1927. It proves to be commodious and 
attractive and commends itself to the community and to 
the people of our Fellowship, both for the beauty and 
dignity of its design and for the convenient facilities it 
affords for the conduct of our denominational work. The — 
basement contains the heating plant and storage rooms 
for the book and pamphlet stock. On the first floor are 
the Book Room, the offices of the Beacon Press and 
Publication Department, and at the rear the Shipping 
Room. The second floor is practically one large room, 
though it can be divided into three. At the front is the 
Reading Room or Lounge, in the middle the Reception 
Room, and at the rear the Assembly Room with a seating 
capacity sufficient for the meetings of the Ministerial 
Union and similar organizations. On the third floor are 
the offices of the executive staff of the Association. On 
the fourth floor are the Fifield Room, the Loan Library, 
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and the offices of the Alliance and of the Christian Regis- 
ter. On the fifth floor are the offices of the Department of 
Religious Education, the Young People’s Religious Union, 
the Religious Arts Guild, and desk room for the officers 
of the Association who are not accommodated on the 
third floor. On the sixth floor are the Library, the office 
of the Department of Social Relations, and ample room 
for the proposed enlarged staff of the Publicity Depart- 
ment. The skill of the architects, with the constant and 
assiduous cooperation of the Building Committee, has 
produced an office building admirably devised and equip- 
ped, appropriate in outward design and interior finish, 
and illustrative of the tradition and spirit of the 
Unitarian movement. 

Advantage was taken of the removal to the new build- 
ing to clean and restore the oil paintings belonging to the 
Association. This work was admirably done at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, and the portraits, some forty in 
number, have been hung in appropriate places on the 
walls. Several special gifts for the new building are grate- 
fully acknowledged. Mr. Henry D. Sharpe gave the 
handsome chandeliers in the Reception Rooms on the 
second floor, and the friends of Dr. Florence Buck gave, 
as a memorial to her, the furnishings of the main office 
of the Department of Religious Education. Two framed 
photographs, one of Dr. Furness and one of Hon. Joseph 
Lyman, who was the first Vice-President of the Associa- 
tion, have been added by gift to the large collection of 
portraits of distinguished members of our Fellowship and 
past officers of the Association. Friends have also caused 
to be painted and presented to the Association a portrait 
of Adrian van der Kemp, the liberty-loving Dutch scholar 
and revolutionist who after coming to America was one 
of the founders in 1803 of the church in Barneveldt, N. Y.,

the first church of our order to be established in the State 
of New York. 


It is a pleasant convenience that the courtesy of the 
_ authorities of the City of Boston has permitted the 
Association to continue in the new quarters the familiar 
address of 25 Beacon Street. 


GENERAL OFFICERS. The President, Administrative 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer are elected for 
terms of four years by the Association at large. Their 
status is therefore somewhat different from that of the 
Department Secretaries, Field Secretaries and Secretaries 
of special committees who are annually appointed by the 
- Directors upon nomination by the President. The general 
officers discharge a great variety of duties. They are 
constantly in conference and serve on many committees. 
They are consulted by all sorts of persons interested in 
one or another of the phases of our work. The flood of 
letters that crosses their desks represents many languages 
and the letters concern matters historical, financial, paro- 
chial, educational, social, denominational, international. 
Always there is some obstacle to be removed, some gulf 
to be bridged, some crooked path to be made straight, 
some rough place to be made plain. 


In addition to his desk and Committee duties, his 
obligations as the presiding officer of the Board of Direc- 
tors and as the representative of our Fellowship at inter- 
denominational gatherings, the President has preached 
practically every Sunday, and made many weekday 
addresses. He made no visit during the year to foreign 
lands, but he visited our churches from Maine to Cali- 
fornia and from Wisconsin to Florida. He has tried to 
keep in close touch with the work of all the Departments 
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and to vitalize and coordinate the various endeavors 
authorized and undertaken by the Directors. 

The Administrative Vice-President, Dr. Cornish, has 
spoken at Conferences and taken part in sundry church 
festivals, dedications and installations. His journeyings 
have not taken him far afield, but appointments at 
Montreal, Chicago and Richmond, with visits to the 
churches along the way to these centres of influence, 
indicate that he has not confined himself to New England. 
He it is who especially deals, with unfailing kindliness 
and insight, with the problems of troubled ministers, with 
the complaints of anxious or dissatisfied committeemen 
and with the inquiries of candidates for the ministry. As 
Chairman of the Committee on the Recruiting of the 
ministry he is charged with leadership in that most impor- 
tant field of service. He has given much time and atten- 
tion to Transylvanian affairs, for he has made himself the 
first expert in this country in knowledge of the political, 
social and religious problems in that troubled and perilous 
part of Europe. 

The Secretary, Mr. Marean, conducts a large corre- 
spondence, and is the officer who first deals with all the 
questions that arise in connection with the church prop- 
erties in different parts of the country to which the Asso- 
ciation holds title or in which it has an interest. He 
administers, in consultation with the other general officers 
and the Special Committee of the Board, the affairs of the 
Building Loan Fund, and he confers and advises with 
Building Committees about plans and contracts for 
churches and parish houses. He keeps the records of the 
Board and authorizes the payment of appropriations. His 
diligent and scrupulous care of a multitude of daily de- 
tails is of inestimable value to his associates and to our 
cause. The Treasurer, Mr. Fuller, has charge in consul- 
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tation with the Finance Committee, of the investments 
of the endowments of the Association and of the Trust 
Funds committed to the care of the Association. He is 
also an active member of important committees, and his 
shrewd wisdom often suggests the way of untying knotty 
problems. The character and quality of the investment 
securities held by the Association bear testimony to the 
skill and devotion of the Treasurer and the fact that he 
was able to make the investments earn for the year a rate 
as high as 5.90% is no small accomplishment. 


While this brief account of the special occupations of 
_the general officers indicates the character of their work, 
a fair estimate of their service must include many of the 
activities described in succeeding sections of this Report. 
When one reads that aid has been granted to churches 
and missions, that grants from the Sustentation Fund 
have been made to sixty-four ministers, and from the 
Ministerial Aid Fund to ninety-five beneficiaries, that 
forty ministers have been admitted to fellowship, that 
loans from the Building Loan Fund have been made to 
nine churches, that the various Department and Field 
Secretaries have made so many hundred visits, and so on 
through the brief paragraphs that endeavor to set forth 
in summary the work of the Association, it may sound 
quite simple and easy and more or less of a routine nature. 
But everyone of those applications and grants and appro- 
priations has to be individually weighed and studied. 
Every one of those visits brings its report, which has to 
be considered and acted upon. Every one of those loans 
means a lot of correspondence and perhaps several visits 
for consultation with the local church officers. The gen- 
eral officers and their colleagues have need of all of the 
vision, disinterested goodwill, knowledge of human na- 
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ture, and capacity for hard work that they possess. Above 
all they need patience. 

PERSONNEL. Mr. Waitstill H. Sharp took up his duties 
as Secretary of the Department of Religious Education 
early in the year and brought to the office the vigor, zeal 
and optimism of youth. He has been assiduous in getting 
acquainted with his new duties, making happy contacts 
with fellow-workers in different parts of the country, con- 
ducting Institutes, addressing Conferences and stimulat- 
ing the work of the church schools. Mr. George G. Davis, 
well and happily known in our churches because of his 
work as a Vice-President of the Laymen’s League and as 
Treasurer of the Unitarian Foundation, was appointed by 
the Directors to be Executive Secretary of the Association 
and has served in that capacity for the last eight months. 
Mr. Davis had charge of the complicated details incident 
to the completion, occupancy and furnishing of the new 
building and carried these matters through with unfailing 
skill and patience. He now has direction of the adminis- 
tration of the building, the selection of the office staff, the 
oversight of the publicity work, the care of the collections 
of books, pictures and memorabilia, and his services are 
at the disposal of the churches as a consultant upon all 
matters relating to the administration of parish business 
and methods of church support. 

In April the Directors appointed Dr. Robert C. Dexter, 
Professor of Political Science at Skidmore College, to be 
Secretary of the Department of Social Relations. His 
training and experience as a student of social adjustments, 
a successful teacher and administrator of community 
work, and his wide knowledge of industrial and interna- 
tional affairs, together with a sympathetic and sanguine 
temperament, admirably qualify him for this service and 
the appointment has been widely acclaimed in our churches. 
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Dr. Dexter did not assume his new duties until after the 
close of the college year but he is now available for consul- 
tations and speaking appointments. 

The Association is admirably served by an exception- 
ally cooperative and experienced office staff. Mr. J. H. 
Sonntag has been at the head of the shipping room for 
twenty-five years and even in the peak of rush seasons the 
work of his department is done promptly and skillfully. 
Miss Grace M. Brown has been the head bookkeeper for 
nine years and her associates are constantly indebted to 
her not only for her infallible knowledge of where every- 
thing is and for her quick replies to a multitude of ques- 
tions in regard to appropriations, investments, and the 
condition of the various trusts, but also for many apt sug- 
gestions in regard to the care and disposal of the properties 
of the Association and the ways and means of meeting 
emergencies and solving perplexities. Miss Marie W. 
Johnson has been the chief clerk in the Department of 
Religious Education for nineteen years. At times she has 
borne the full responsibility of the office and for most of 
the period she has had editorial charge of the Beacon 
and made up the paper for the printer. Her exceptional 
knowledge of the constituency of the church schools and 
of the members of our churches interested in the religious 
education of our children and young people is constantly 
and reliably availed of by her colleagues. 

Miss Dorothy Routledge and Miss Elizabeth De Ferari 
have had charge of the Reception Room Desk and the 
Telephone Exchange for thirteen and sixteen years re- 
spectively and they too have a wide acquaintance with 
our ministers and with the people who have business to 
transact at Headquarters. The reception of visitors and 
the courteous and cheerful answering of many questions, 
covering an extraordinary variety of subjects, require in- 
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telligence, tact and good temper. The stenographic force 
of the young women has successfully survived an epidemic 
of matrimony. Four members of the staff have been 
claimed in marriage during the year but two of the brides 
will continue at their desks. All have borne the discom- 
fort of temporary quarters, removal to the new building 
and getting adjusted there with cheerfulness and loyalty. 


CHURCH EXTENSION. The reports of the three Field 
Secretaries, Drs. Hunt and Patterson and Mr. C. B. 
Wetherell show that they have carried on the Church 
Extension work with their accustomed diligence, fidelity 
and good judgment. While they have special charge of 
certain offices they are not confined to local or sectional 
fields. Dr. Patterson has his office in Boston, Dr. Hunt in 
New York and Mr. Wetherell in San Francisco, but in 
their journeyings they cover the country. They have been 
assiduous in their visitation of the churches and by spoken 
word, through a great correspondence, in many confer- 
ences, consultations and interviews, they have promoted 
fellowship, interpreted our message, brought encourage- 
ment and sustained lonely parishes and perplexed minis- 
ters. Dr. Patterson has conducted the desk work of his 
office, which includes the often onerous and troublous 
business of the Fellowship Committee, and taken part in 
a great number of Committee and Conference meetings 
where his wide acquaintance with churches and ministers 
and his canny wisdom have been of great value. He has 
held countless interviews with parish committees and with 
ministers. He reports that through his office twenty-six 
settlements have been effected. No one without actual 
experience in such negotiations can appreciate how much 
of considerate reasonableness that requires. In addition 
he preached every Sunday during the year except four, 
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and many Sundays twice, attended eight special services, 
and has taken’ part in ten installations, four ordinations, 
nine "conferences and three services of dedication. He has 
visited during the year eighty-four parishes and had charge 
of the summer preaching appointments in New England. 
In November he made a journey to the West and South- 
east, attending the Unitarian-Universalist conferences at 
Hutchinson, Kans., Nashville, Tenn., Ariton, Ala., and 
Jacksonville, Fla. In January he visited the churches in 
the Northwest, including St. Paul, Minneapolis, Virginia 
and St. Cloud, Minn., and Winnipeg in Manitoba, where 
conferences were held with All Souls’ Church and with the 
ministers and members of the Icelandic Churches. Three 
visits were made to the churches in Maine during the year, 
-and in March and April he took over Dr. Hunt’s itinerary, 
visiting the churches at Salina and Wichita, Kans., Okla- 
homa City and Tulsa, Okla., Dallas and Houston, Texas, 
and New Orleans, La. 

Dr. Hunt was equally active during the first two-thirds 
of the year, making a long journey in the South and 
Southwest and many visits to the churches in New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. As the monthly reports 
of the aided churches go to his desk he has been in constant 
correspondence with the ministers and officers of the mis- 
sion churches in all parts of the country, answering their 
questions, suggesting solutions of their problems and help- 
ing to carry their burdens. Illness incapacitated Dr. 
Hunt during the last third of the year. It is hoped that 
the summer’s rest will restore him to full vigor and that 
he will resume his activities with his usual zeal and energy 
at the opening of the new church year. The churches of 
the metropolitan district use the New York Office as a 
clearing house and publicity agency. During the year 
the record shows that 8191 postcards and 11,955 letters 
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and notices have been multigraphed and mailed for the 
various churches. About 3000 office letters have been 
written and a considerable number of books and pamphlets 
distributed. Dr. Hunt continued to serve as the secretary 
of the Commission on Survey which presented, through its 
chairman, Mr. Gardner, its second report to the Annual 
Meeting of the Association in May. 

At the Chicago headquarters, Dr. Curtis W. Reese 
works in close cooperation with the officers of the Associ- 
ation though he is appointed by and draws his salary from 
the Western Unitarian Conference. His jurisdiction covers 
the Middle Western States and he visits and encourages 
the churches in the great territory between Ohio on the 
east and Nebraska on the west. His colleagues profit by 
and rely upon his knowledge, discretion and fair-minded- 
ness. Dr. Reese serves not only as Secretary of the West- 
ern Conference but also as a Director of the Association, 
a member of the Fellowship Committee, Secretary of the 
National Federation of Religious Liberals and Director 
of the Abraham Lincoln Centre in Chicago. His office is 
therefore a centre of influence in our fellowship second only 
to the Boston Headquarters. 

Field Secretary Wetherell has made during the year 
two journeys across the continent, and on the Pacific 
Coast, which is his particular field of service, he has vis- 
ited every church at least twice and most of them many 
times. The regrettable but necessary reduction in the ap- 
propriations heretofore made by the Laymen’s League 
required that a drastic readjustment should be made dur- 
ing the early part of the year in the administration of the 
San Francisco Office. The Association assumed the whole 
of Mr. Wetherell’s salary, half of which had been borne 
by the League, and the churches of the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference assumed all responsibility for the rent and other 
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expenses of the offices. The four major societies united in 
caring for Mr. Wetherell’s travelling expenses and he con- 
tinued to represent and serve not only the Association but 
also the Alliance, the League and the Young People’s 
Religious Union. This adjustment has worked well and it 
is hoped that it can be continued. Mr. Wetherell has pre- 
sented his resignation to the Board in order that he may 
accept an invitation to be the Headmaster of Proctor 
Academy at Andover, N. H. The Directors and his fellow- 
workers on the Pacific Coast are grateful to him for his 
stimulating and harmonizing services covering six fruitful 
years. The expressions of appreciation and affection that 
have flowed in upon him since the news of his withdrawal 
_has been spread abroad are fairly won and well deserved. 
They express the united thanks and good wishes of our 
fellowship. As his successor the Directors have appointed 
Rev. Berkeley B. Blake of Sacramento. Mr. Blake has an 
exceptional knowledge of Pacific Coast conditions and 
though still a young man, enjoys the confidence of the min- 
isters and churches from Vancouver to San Diego. He 
was born in Seattle, spent his boyhood in Portland, Ore., 
and got his education at the University of California. He 
prepared himself first for the legal profession and practised 
Jaw successfully for several years. He was an active mem- 
ber of the Unitarian Church in Berkeley and finally de- 
cided to enter the ministry. He graduated at the Pacific 
Unitarian School for the Ministry and for the last five 
years has been the beloved minister of the churches in 
- Sacramento and Woodland. He will take over the Field 
Secretaryship at the opening of the new church year. 

It is to be regretted that the resources of the Association 
have not permitted the Directors to employ a Field Sec- 
retary for the Southern States. That appointment has 
long been urged and our cause in the South will continue 
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to move slowly until an aggressive leader can be found 
who will stimulate the existing missions to a larger measure 
of self-support, inaugurate new movements and organize 
for effective service the liberal minded people who are to 
be found in almost every considerable community in the 
South. A Southern Field Secretary should be the next ad- 
dition to the staff of the Association but the appointment 
must wait upon the increased generosity of the churches. 
In the conduct of the Department of Church Exten- 
sion the Directors of the Association during the year 
have made and paid appropriations to the following forty- 
three churches and missions: Presque Isle, Me., Amherst 
and Pittsfield, Mass., Albany, Hollis, Ithaca, and Mt. 
Vernon, N. Y., Trenton, N. J., Ann Arbor and Kalamazoo, 
Mich., Moline and Urbana, IIl., Chicago, Ill. (Third 
Church and All Souls Church), Duluth, St. Cloud, Under- 
wood and Virginia, Minn., Iowa City, Ia., Lawrence, Sal- 
ina and Topeka, Kans., Lynchburg, Va., Knoxville and 
Nashville, Tenn., Jacksonville, Miami and St. Petersburg, 
Fla., Houston and San Antonio, Tex., Oklahoma City and 
Tulsa, Okla., Salt Lake City, Utah, Fresno, Long Beach, 
Palo Alto, Sacramento and Stockton, Calif., Eugene and 
Salem, Ore., Seattle, Wash., Vancouver and Victoria, B. C. 
Of these churches nine are at University centres, eight are 
in state capitals, twenty-one are in commercial and in- 
dustrial cities, and five are in towns or suburban communi- 
ties. In addition, as later noted, grants have been made 
from the income of the Sustentation Fund to the ministers 
of sixty-four churches mostly in comparatively small com- 
munities or rural constituencies and to the six ministers 
who serve the circuits described under the Department of 
New Americans. 
& From the income of the Billings Lectureship Fund ap- 
propriations have been made by the Directors to aid in the 
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work of the missions conducted by the Unitarian Laymen’s 
League. Especially the Association undertook to supply 
the pulpit of Dr. Westwood in Toledo while he was absent 
in the service of the League. Other appropriations have 
enabled representative ministers to carry out the terms of 
the trust and preach and lecture in two-score communi- 
ties extending from Maine to California. 

The slowness with which the aided churches ;develop 
self-reliance and self-support is a matter of grave consider- 
ation and animated debate in the Board of Directors. The 
rule of the Board is to make a reduction in the subsidies 
at the rate of not less than 10% a year and a serious effort 
is annually made to apply this rule. Some indeed of the 
aided churches are able to cut off the appropriations at a 


“more rapid rate and some adapt themselves to the 10% 


reduction with cooperative goodwill. In the majority of 
cases, however, the application of the rule is too often a 
cause of complaint and even of resentment. Some of the 
aided churches seem to regard the appropriation as a kind 
of vested right and make it the first item of the estimated 
income for the year. That course of action is unhealthy 
and is an injustice to the churches that are waiting to be 
born. It is not surprising that ministers should place more 
reliance on the monthly or quarterly checks from head- 
quarters than on the less assured income to be derived 
from the local constituency. It is not to be wondered at 
that church officers upon whom rests the responsibility 
for raising the money needed to carry on a church enter- 
prise should be reluctant to accept a reduction in what is 
probably the largest contribution to the local budget. 
It is eminently true also that the strong should help the 
weak but surely that help ought to be given in such a way 
as to assist the weak to become strong. The temptation 
to “lie down on the Association” is often too powerful 
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to be resisted and the Directors are constantly studying 
how they can stimulate without nagging, how they can 
upbuild self-reliance without imperilling progress, how 
they can encourage self-government without the sacrifice 
of fellowship and goodwill. There should be less of 
paternalism and more of partnership. 

During the past year only one aided church, that in 
Orlando, Fla., has declared itself able hereafter to stand 
and walk alone. Others have suggested or accepted 
reductions in the appropriations. In a few cases the Board 
has made reductions in spite of the protest of the local 
officers but there remain many aided churches which con- 
tinue to claim and receive unreduced subsidies. Some of 
these churches are entering upon or completing building 
projects which for the time being absorb the greater part of 
the attention and generosity of the local constituency. A 
few are faced with emergencies of one kind or another 
which justify liberal treatment. Some are situated in col- 
lege communities where the constituencies are largely com- 
posed of teachers and students who cannot be expected 
to assume heavy financial burdens but where the minister 
must be a leader of exceptional gifts. It remains true, 
however, that no effort should be spared on the part of 
the local ministers and officers, with the earnest and 
sympathetic cooperation of the Field Secretaries, to in- 
crease the resources of the aided churches and to hasten 
the day of self-respecting independence. 


NEW CHURCHES. Six new churches have been wel- 
comed into the Unitarian fellowship during the year. The 
most important is the Independent Protestant Church in 
Columbus, Ohio. This is a church of honorable lineage 
and history. It was originally founded by German- 
speaking liberals and some of its services continue to be 
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carried on in the German language. It has long had 
friendly relations with the Association and its minister 
for the last ten years has been a recognized Unitarian 
minister. The church has now definitely allied itself with 
the Christian fellowship which best illustrates the prin- 
ciples of thought and life which it has long sustained. A 
promising new movement has been organized under the 
name of All Souls Unitarian Church at Santa Monica, 
Calif., a fast growing and attractive city on the coast 
near Los Angeles. The quality of the constituency and 
the character of the community prophesy rapid ‘growth 
in stability and influence. Another new society has been 
organized in Nyack, N. Y., and its minister ordained and 
welcomed. Three societies formerly exclusively attached 
‘to the Universalist denomination in the state of Florida 
have been admitted to Unitarian fellowship. These are 
the churches in St. Petersburg, Miami and Lakeland. St. 
Petersburg has a large and fine congregation and plans 
for a noble church building. Miami has a small constitu- 
ency and progress has been delayed because of the condi- 
tion of the community succeeding the destructive storms 
of last September. The movement at Lakeland is still in 
the formative period but has promise. Lakeland is suffi- 
ciently near to the city of Tampa to make it possible to 
develop both places under the guidance of one minister. 


NEW BUILDINGS. It is a satisfaction to report the 
completion and dedication of admirable new church 
buildings at Framingham, Mass., and Franklin, N. H. 
The new church at Salt Lake City has been completed 
but will not be dedicated until the autumn. Noble 
churches are now building at Germantown, Pa., and Los 
Angeles, Calif., and the Third Church in Chicago has just 
completed the purchase of an adequate church building. 
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A commodious parish house, formerly the Woman’s Club 
House, has been purchased by the church in Minneapolis, 
the beautiful new parish house at Peterborough, N. H., 
has been dedicated and new parish houses are now under 
construction for the First Church in Philadelphia and 
for the First Church in Belfast, Me. At Hollis, N. Y., the 
Association has purchased a dwelling house which serves 
both as a parish house and as a residence for the minister. 
Extensive improvements have been made in the churches 
at Amherst, Lincoln, North Andover and Uxbridge, Mass., 
Pasadena, Calif., Eugene, Ore., and Vancouver, B. C. 
Parsonages have been secured by purchase at Baltimore, 
Md., Salt Lake City, Utah, and Underwood, Minn., and 
the parsonage at Ellsworth, Me., and Sterling, Mass., 
have been remodelled and repaired. New church buildings 
are planned for Bolton, Mass., St. Petersburg, Fla., 
Oklahoma City, Okla., and Arborg, Man. The Directors 
have voted to purchase land for a new church building 
in Stockton, Calif., but this purchase was not completed 
before the end of the fiscal year. 


NEW AMERICANS. The work among the Norwegians, 
Icelanders and Finns in the Northwest continues to be 
healthy and progressive. The Norwegian church, at 
Hanska, Minn., is now entirely self-sustaining and under 
the leadership of Dr. Norman is a splendid center of 
influence. Marked improvements have been made at 
Underwood, Minn., under the guidance of Rey. Oswald 
Helsing. A house for the minister has been purchased 
adjacent to the church and Underwood will soon be a 
center second only to Hanska. | 

The Icelandic churches in the Canadian Northwest have 
been strengthened by the arrival of one new minister, 
Rev. Thorgeir Jonsson, who has taken charge of the | 
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churches in Gimli, Arnes and Arborg and who will also 
make occasional visits to the preaching station at Hekla. 
These four places constitute what is known as the Lake 
Winnipeg Circuit. Gimli has a good church building and 
parish house in the center of the town, Arnes has recently 
built a modest church at the crossroads to serve a scat- 
tered farming community, Arborg is an active railroad 
terminal and is planning its house of worship. 

Rev. A. E. Kristjansson continues to care for the long 
established churches at Shoal Lake and Mary Hill, has 
organized a new mission at Oak Point and continues the 
preaching station at Langruth. These churches in sparsely 
settled districts are necessarily small but the people are 
keenly interested. Rev. F. A. Fridriksson ministers to 
the churches at Wynyard and Mozart, in Saskatchewan 
and has opened two new preaching stations at Kandihar 
and Kristnes. Rev. R. Petursson, who is the general 
missionary of the Association and director of the Icelandic 
work, visits all the churches, stimulating and encouraging, 
and looks after the paper ‘“‘Heims Kringla.’”” He makes 
his headquarters at Winnipeg, where the Federated Ice- 
landic Church, under the leadership of Mr. Kvaran, is 
now well rooted and entirely self-sustaining. 

Rev. Milma Lappala, who ministers to the Finns in 
northern Minnesota, reports a successful year in Virginia 
and in the missions at Alango and Idington. Her inde- 
structible Ford is running summer and winter and the 
calls upon her time and strength are more than she ought 
to try to answer. She reports a new interest in the groups 
of Finnish liberals in New York City and ardently hopes 
that the Association may be able to accept the challenge 
which comes from the metropolis. - 

The work”among the Hungarians in western Ohio did 
not prove to be sufficiently encouraging to justify its 
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continuance. Rev. Lazlo Lorinczy spared no effort in 
gathering and ministering to groups of Hungarians in 
several communities but finally decided that his success 
did not warrant further endeavors and he has now returned 
to Transylvania. 


Rey. E. 8. Forbes, who has served for many years as the 
representative of the Association in contacts with the 
new Americans and who has made many visits to the 
missions in the northwest, reports that in his judgment 
the time has come when these churches should now be 
merged in the general Church Extension work of the 
Association. The stream of immigration from Iceland and 
Finland has practically ceased. The people are no longer 
new Americans or new Canadians. They have become 
English speaking citizens, taking their part in the life and 
work of the communities in which they belong. To 
separate these churches and their ministers and members 
from the general work of the Association is to perpetuate 
distinctions which might well now be forgotten. There 
is no longer sufficient reason for any division in thought or 
administration between these churches and any and all 
others in our fellowship. 


COMITY AND FELLOWSHIP. The purpose of the Asso- 
ciation “to promote unity, sympathy and cooperation 
among liberal Christians” has been steadily advanced dur- 
ing the year. The most important event has been the ac- 
tion of the liberal churches in Florida. The ministers and 
representatives of six Unitarian and Universalist churches 
in that State met at Jacksonville in the autumn and passed 
a resolution to the effect that they desired to belong to 
both the Unitarian and the Universalist fellowships and 
that all missionary work in Florida ought hereafter to be 
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carried forward in the name of and with the support of 
both fellowships. This action was received with hearty 
goodwill by the governing boards of both denominations. 
The General Superintendent of the Universalist churches 
and the President of the American Unitarian Association 
visited Florida to confer with the officers of the churches 
and to welcome the societies into this double allegiance. 
Four of the Florida churches, together with the Liberal 
Christian Church of Atlanta, Ga., have now assumed the 
name “United Liberal Church” and the prospect for close 
cooperation and effective progress is good. The great win- 
ter population in Florida offers a peculiarly inviting oppor- 
tunity for missionary endeavor. 

In addition to the meeting at Jacksonville where the 
movement described above was inaugurated, similar meet- 
ings of Unitarians and Universalists were held during the 
year at Presque Isle, Me., Nashville, Tenn., Ariton, Ala., 
and Hutchinson, Kans. These meetings were conducted 
by the local and neighboring ministers and the Association 
was represented by Field Secretary Patterson. It is obvi- 
ous that in the parts of the country where liberals are few 
and far between they must more and more realize their 
interlocked interests and learn to march shoulder to shoul- 
der. In all parts of the country exchanges between Uni- 
tarians and Universalists grow more frequent and the 
Joint Commission of the two fellowships at its meeting in 
Washington last winter appointed Sunday, October 9, 
1927, for a nation-wide exchange. If this can be carried 
out with hearty goodwill it may prove to be a significant 
and prophetic event. 

Union services of local or neighboring parishes, particu- 
larly during the summers, at the Thanksgiving season and 
during the season of Lent, continue to increase in number 
and efficacy. The year has seen only one addition to the 
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number of the federated churches in which Unitarians have 
a part. The First and Second Congregational Societies in 
the town of Leicester, Mass., which separated in 1834, 
have reunited under admirable articles of agreement and 
under the leadership of the minister of the Unitarian 
church, Dr. Johonnot. The services are held during the 
winters in the former Congregational Church and during 
the summers in the former Unitarian church, both of which 
face the town Common. 

The president of the Association has continued to serve 
as an officer of the National Federation of Religious Lib- 
erals, of the Massachusetts Federation of Churches, the 
Greater Boston Federation, and the General Theological 
Library. Through such organizations the Unitarian move- 
ment is kept in right relations with the larger undertakings 
of Protestant Christianity. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. The customary enterprises 
aided by the Association, some of which are also in com- 
munication with the British and Foreign Unitarian Associ- 
ation, have been forwarded in Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and Italy. The work in Hungary centers at Budapest and 
is under the leadership of Rev. Gabriel Csiki, D.D., who 
makes monthly reports of his numerous services and activi- 
ties to the Directors of the Association. The work in Italy 
is led by Professor Mario Puglisi, who makes his head- 
quarters at Rome. He has established cooperating socie- 
ties at Florence, Turin, Genoa, Bologna, Palermo and the 
other chief centers of influence and carries on the maga- 
zine, ‘‘I] Progresso Religioso,”’ a postal mission and many 
other activities. The most dramatic of the enterprises 
carried on under the auspices of the Department of Foreign 
Relations is that under the direction of Dr. Norbert F. 
Capek in Prague and the achievements of Dr. and Mrs. 
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Capek and their associates continue to be noteworthy and 
prophetic. 

The Directors of the Association also make modest ap- 
propriations in aid of our fellow-workers in 

(1) Denmark, where the church in Copenhagen is now 
in process of erecting a new and convenient church 
building. (2) Belgium, where the work under the direction 
of Rey. Paul Teissonniere is carried on at Brussels and 
Liege. (3) The Rhineland, where a number of liberal so- 
cieties exist and more and more discover their affiliations 
with the Unitarian movement. The two leaders who 
maintain correspondence with the officers of the Associa- 
tion are Rev. Clemens Taesler at Frankfurt and Rev. 
Rudolf Walbaum of Alzey. Their magazine ‘Freie Re- 
ligiose Kultur’’ is effectively maintained. and (4) Bul- 
garia, where Mrs. Toplisky bravely carries on the work 
inaugurated by her late husband, Rev. Anton Toplisky. 

Communication is also maintained by visit and by cor- 
respondence with the liberal Christians in France, Switz- 
erland, Holland and Palestine and with the Brahmo Somaj 
in India. Rey. Robert S. Loring and Professor Caroline S. 
Furness journeyed during the last winter in India, extend- 
ing and deepening our relations with the various organiza- 
tions of the Brahmo Somaj. The Association should be 
honorably represented next year at the celebration of the 
Centenary of the Brahmo Somaj. 

During the coming summer a significant meeting of 
the International Congress of Free Christians and Other 
Religious Liberals will be held at Prague. The Association 
will be represented by Dr. Pierce of Washington, Dr. 
Bradley of Chicago, Dr. Shippen of Boston, Dr. Wicks of 
Indianapolis, Mr. Henry M. Williams, Professor J. A. C. 
Fagginger Auer, Mrs. Charles E. St. John, Mrs. C. W. 
Gerould and other loyal and interested delegates. The 
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work of the Congress continues to be conducted by its 
devoted and experienced secretary, Dr. William H. Drum- 
mond of England. In meeting the expenses of the 
coming Convention the appropriations of the American 
and the British Associations, and the hospitality of our 
fellow-workers in Prague, have been for the first time sup- 
plemented by liberal grants from the Trustees of the Hib- 
bert Fund in England and of the Eddy Fund in America. 

The action of the Trustees of the Eddy Fund is peculi- 
arly appropriate and acceptable. In addition to its grant 
for the expenses of the Prague Convention the Trustees 
have made an appropriation which will enable Professor 
J. A. C. Fagginger Auer to spend several months next 
autumn at the University of Rekyjavik as an exchange 
professor. He will bear special greetings to our fellow- 
workers in Iceland and to the liberally minded ministers 
and members of the State Church. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. The newly appointed Secre- 
tary of the Department of Religious Education, Mr. Wait- 
still H. Sharp, took over the duties of his office on July 
6th, and he has spent the year establishing contacts with 
Churches, Sunday Schools, Conferences, Alliance Branches 
and Chapters of the Laymen’s League. Two hundred and 
ten delegates from twenty-two states and Canada attended 
the 6th Annual Institute for Religious Education at Star 
Island, July 10-17, conducted under the joint auspices of 
the Department and the Laymen’s League. Mr. Sharp 
also attended the Northfield Conference of Religious Edu- 
cation July 22-31, and the Convention of the Religious 
Education Association in Chicago in April. At Chicago he 
was also able to relate the work of his Department to the 
courses given at the Meadville Theological School. Mr. 
Sharp spent a month in visiting the churches and schools 
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in the Middle States district, and also visited and conferred 
with the workers of the well-organized schools in Cincin- 
nati, Columbus and Cleveland, Ohio. 

One new manual in the Beacon Course, ‘“‘A Friendly 
World”, by Annie E. Pousland and Ethel Franklin was 
published in October. Two thousand and thirty copies of 
the “Easter Service for the Church Schools’’ were sold. 
The Beacon continues under the editorial care of Miss 
Johnson, and the subscription list numbered 9357. The 
Bulletins of the Department continue to have a normal cir- 
culation and a helpful influence and the various sets of 
slides illustrating Bible history and the story of Christian 
origins and events have been widely used. 

The Associate Secretary of the Department, Rev. Edwin 
‘Fairley, has had charge of the New York office and has kept 
appointments in different parts of the country, extending 
from Maine to Colorado. He spent a week at the Mead- 
ville Theological School conducting the chapel services 
and lecturing to the students on problems of religious edu- 
cation. He has conducted many conferences and was one 
of the leaders at the Summer Camp Conference at Rowe, 
Mass. He has been the head of the Religious Education 
Committee of the Metropolitan Conference in New York 
and arranged the program of the fall meeting of the Sunday 
School Society at Plainfield, N. J. At the headquarters in 
New York he conducted a series of classes dealing with the 
ways of teaching the books of the Beacon Course. This is 
the third year in which these classes have been held, with 
increasing interest and attendance. With the Secretary of 
the Department he represented the Association at the 
annual meeting of the Religious Education Association in 
Chicago, where he was elected vice-president of the Depart- 
ment of Directors of Religious Education. In addition to 
his field and office duties Mr. Fairley has prepared during 
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the year a text book for the Beacon Course entitled “Play- 
ing the Game of Life”’ which will soon be ready for publi- 
cation. At the New York headquarters he has gathered a 
valuable library of religious education, which is available 
for lending to teachers, parents and other people interested. 
Mr. Fairley also served as the Secretary of the Special 
Committee of the Association for raising the money for the 
bust of Channing and successfully carried through the en- 
terprise, secured the bust and arranged for its installation 
in the Hall of Fame. 


RECRUITING OF THE MINISTRY. The Secretary of 
the Committee on the Recruiting of the Ministry, Rev. F. 
R. Lewis, reports that he has record of twenty students 
enrolled at the Meadville Theological School of whom 
sixteen are preparing for the Unitarian ministry. The 
Theological School in Harvard University has a total 
enrollment of fifty-six students, of whom nine declare 
themselves to be preparing for the Unitarian ministry. 
The Pacific Unitarian School for the Ministry has a total 
enrollment of twenty-two students, of whom six are pre- 
paring to serve the Unitarian churches. In other institu- 
tions there are six students who expect to apply for 
Unitarian fellowship. 

The Committee is in communication with eight young 
men who are now in the college period of their preparation, 
with seven young men now engaged in business or teaching 
who propose to enter the ministry, and with four youths 
in preparatory schools who are headed toward the Uni- 
tarian ministry. The Committee is glad to report that a 
larger proportion of these young men than has heretofore 
been the case have grown up in Unitarian households and 
churches. The Committee points out that men who enter 
the ministry usually make their choice of a vocation either 
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before entering college or after some experience in business 
or teaching. The latter choice is always attended with 
difficulties and the earlier choice is therefore to be 
encouraged. 


FELLOWSHIP COMMITTEE. During the year the Fel- 
lowship Committee, consisting of Mr. P. W. Gardner, Rev. 
F. R. Lewis, and Drs. Simons, Patterson and Reese, has 
held four regular meetings and granted Probationary 
Certificates to twenty-four ministers and Final Certificates 
to sixteen. Of the twenty-four new applicants, four came 
from the Congregationalists, one from the Friends, six from 
the Universalists, two from the Disciples, two from the 
_Roman Catholics and one from the Reform Church of 
America. Eight were students from our schools as against 
five students among the thirty-two Probationary Certi- 
ficates granted last year, and there are five other students’ 
- applications now in process. During the year, under the 
rules of the Committee, seven names were dropped from 
the roll of Unitarian ministers. 


SUSTENTATION FUND. The Committee on the adminis- 
tration of the Sustentation Fund, through its secretary, 
Rey. James C. Duncan, reports that during the year 
grants from the income of the Fund have been made to 
sixty-four ministers, in the amount of $16,410.83. The 
principal of the Fund amounts to $256,399, which yields 
an income of approximately $15,000. The excess of appro- 
priations over the income is for the present provided for 
by a balance which was accumulated in the early years of 
the administration of the Fund. 


MINISTERIAL AID. From the income of the Ministerial 
Aid Fund, and other funds devoted to the same purpose, 
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aid to the amount of $8,785 has been granted during the 
year to ninety-five beneficiaries. 

As Trustee for the Unitarian Service Pension Society, the 
Association has distributed ministerial pensions to sixty- 
five qualified beneficiaries to the amount of $42,700. The 
individual pensions have been at the rate of $700 to each 
beneficiary. 


LIBRARY. During the erection of the new building the 
Reference Library owned by the Association has been in 
storage. The cases and boxes have now been brought to 
the new building and during the coming summer the 
library will be reshelved and catalogued under the direction 
of Miss Cynthia Griffin, who has been appointed librarian. 
The library will have comfortable quarters on the sixth 
floor of the building with excellent light and with ample 
facilities for students and readers. 

The Loan Library conducted by the Association and 
the Alliance has also been unavailable during the greater 
part of the year. It is now again shelved in the Alliance 
room on the fourth floor of the new building but before it is 
ready for active use it will require some readjustments 
under Miss Griffin’s skillful supervision. 

The recataloguing of the two libraries will offer opportu- 
nity for the careful sifting of the accumulated material, 
the elimination of the inappropriate or unnecessary books 
and a concentration upon which is essential and pertinent. 
It will also reveal the gaps that need to be filled and the 
new material that needs to be gathered by gift or purchase. 
The Association is much indebted to Rev. Henry Wilder 
Foote, President of the Unitarian Historical Society, for 
his expert advice in regard to the arrangement of the rooms 
and the care of the collections. The libraries naturally 
specialize in Unitarian history and aim to provide and 
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conserve all the material needed by students of the 
Unitarian movement. 


PUBLICATION DEPARTMENT. The manager of the 
Publication Department and of The Beacon Press, Mr. W. 
Forbes Robertson, reports that during the year 352,000 
pamphlets have been issued in the various series. Three 
new tracts have been added to the lists and one has been 
reinstated. Six new books have been published and the 
total number of volumes sold from the List of Publications 
of the Association, including the Hymn Book, the Beacon 
Hymnal and the Manuals in the Beacon Course has been 
36,135. The Publication Director records that ten years 
ago in 1917 the total sales were 9979, so that a gratifying 
increase of circulation is indicated. The total receipts of 
this Department from all sources have been $66,489 and 
the expenditures $65,547. 

An edition of 2500 copies of the revised tract catalogue 
was published and the entire edition distributed. The cost 
of printing 3000 copies of the Year Book was $1,335 and 
of printing 8761 copies of the Annual Report $1,227. 
Copies of Channing’s “ Discourses and Essays” have been 
sent without cost upon request to settled ministers of va- 
rious denominations and subscriptions to the Christian 
Register have been supplied as in previous years to read- 
ing rooms, libraries and institutions in all parts of the 
country. 

One hundred and twenty manuscripts have been sub- 
mitted to the Department for possible publication as books 
or pamphlets as compared with sixty-one manuscripts 
during the preceding year. The Publication Director has 
read each manuscript and submitted all that seemed to 
have any possibilities to the members of the Publication 
Committee. 
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The Department is responsible for the manufacture and 
distribution of the Beacon and 10,000 copies have been 
circulated each week. The expense of publication and 
mailing has been $6,048. 

The Wayside Pulpit continues under the direction of 
Dr. H. H. Saunderson with the advice of the Special Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors. There are now 600 sub- 
scribers to the Wayside Pulpit. 

During the year the Department issued 42,000 copies of 
its general catalogue of publication, 3000 catalogues de- 
scriptive of the Beacon Course, and 1000 copies of the list 
of books on Religious Education. In addition to these cat- 
alogues, 46,000 circulars announcing books and publica- 
tions have been mailed and advertising carried on in Bune, 
priate newspapers and periodicals. 

The total number of shipments made through the Ship- 
ping Room, including both free and charge material, was 
9439. 

PUBLICITY. The publicity work of the Association 
may be said to be carried on chiefly through the distribu- 
tion of the books and pamphlets described in the report 
of the Publication Department and through the innumer- 
able sermons and addresses of the officers and representa- 
tives of the Association in all parts of the country. The 
Directors appropriated some $3,000 for advertising space 
in the Christian Register and $500 for special publicity 
work in Anniversary Week. Under the head of the Pub- 
licity Department mention should be made of the publica- 
tion and printing of the Unitarian Year Book under the 
careful and experienced editorship of Mr. Forbes. The 
book carries the denominational statistics and the neces- 
sary information about the work of our churches and organ- 
izations and is always an indispensable handbook. The 
Annual Report of the Association has a wide circulation 
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and the bulletin “Word and Work” appears as a monthly 
supplement to the Christian Register. This has been 
for the last year mainly under the editorial care of Field 
Secretary Patterson. The Wayside Pulpit also, under the 
care of Dr. Saunderson, carries our characteristic mes- 
sages far and wide. The special bulletin issued under the 
title “Lift the Level’? was widely distributed in the 
churches and called special attention to the missionary en- 
terprises conducted by the Association. It endeavored to 
relate the giving of the Churches to particular projects 
and to help the members and friends of the Association to 
think of it in terms of living men and women and definitely 
named objectives. 

Acknowledgment should also be made of the good serv- 

‘ice rendered to our cause by such publications as the 
Western Unitarian, the Pacific Unitarian, and many of 
the Church Bulletins which have a circulation beyond the 
boundaries of the local Parishes. The Pacific Unitarian 
derives some support from the Association but the others 
are self supporting. 

Plans for the formation of a joint Publicity Bureau to be 
carried on under the auspices of the major national socie- 
ties, with office facilities in the new headquarters building, 
have been under consideration all the year and while no 
action has yet eventuated, special committees of the differ- 
ent organizations are endeavoring to agree upon a practi- 
cal plan of action which will unite the separate papers or 
bulletins heretofore issued by the Association, Alliance, 
League, Union and Foundation in one “House Organ”’. 
The Publicity Bureau would also serve as a clearing house 
for all denominational news. 


DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL RELATIONS. One of the 
chief happenings of the year was the reestablishment by 
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vote of the Board of Directors of the Department formerly 
known first as the Department of Social and Public 
Service and then as the Department of Community 
Service. It is now to bear the title Department of Social 
Relations. To lead these endeavors the Directors have 
been happy in securing the services of Dr. Robert C. 
Dexter, who will take charge of the office on July Ist. 
Through this department the churches of our fellowship 
will again be brought into friendly and helpful relations with 
the major social and reform movements of the country. 
The absorbing social and international interests of the 
time will be recognized and the energies of the churches 
harnessed to useful and public-spirited efforts. Unitarians 
have always interpreted religion in terms of brotherhood, 
righteousness and peace. We have always borne our 
testimony against the evils that affect the social welfare. 
We do not conceive it to be the function of a church to 
furnish a readymade scheme of a perfect society but we 
hold that a church may lay down the principles of social 
efficiency and provide the permanent motives and impulses. 
We cannot undertake to prescribe the forms of industrial, 
economic or international organization but the churches 
can show that in all disputes and conflicts the first neces- 
sity is justice. They can show that the first principle of 
fraternity is that “‘we are all members one of another.” 
They can declare the essential unity of the moral and the 
spiritual verities and provide the source of power that 
can run through the mechanism of social reform and make 
it leap into effectiveness. 


BUILDING LOAN FUND. During the year the loans to 
the societies in Attleboro, Ayer and Bolton, Mass. ; Virginia, 
Minn.; and Redlands, Calif., have been paid in full and 
nine new loans to the amount of $57,300 have been made 
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or taken over. These loans have been made to the 
churches in Eastport, Me.; Florence, Framingham, 
Gloucester and Sterling, Mass.; Albany, N. Y.; Alton, IIl.; 
Salina, Kans.; and San Diego, Calif. There are now out- 
standing loans to sixty-nine churches. 

The capital of the Fund has been augmented during the 
year by the bequest of $5,000 from the estate of Miss L. 
S. Kimball and from miscellaneous sources, gifts and 
interest, to the amount of $2,255.41. The principal of the 
Fund now amounts to $333,695.13. The Fund is adminis- 
tered by a special committee of the Board of Directors 
with the Treasurer as its chairman. The correspondence 
and the interviews in regard to loans, payments, etc., are 
conducted by the Secretary. The Fund continues its 
extraordinary record of more than forty years in which 
time not a cent has been lost by unwise investment or 
through defaulting borrowers. There are several societies 
that are behindhand on their payments but in each case 
the properties are ample security for the investment. 


CHANNING BUST. At the Annual Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation in 1926 the President was requested to appoint a 
committee to raise the money needed to install a bust of 
William Ellery Channing in the Hall of Fame in New 
York. This committee discharged its functions with 
promptness and success and a noble bust made by Mr. 
Herbert Adams was installed with appropriate ceremonies 
on May 5, 1927. The bust is not only a good likeness but a 
genuine work of art. 


THE SESQUI-CENTENNIAL. In accordance with the vote 
of the Directors an exhibit of Unitarian work was installed 
at the Sesqui-Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia and 
was awarded a medal for excellence. 
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“ TRANSYLVANIAN RELIEF. The Commission on Tran- 
sylvanian Relief through its secretary, Rev. Fred R. 
Lewis, reports that fifty-eight churches, conferences, Alli- 
ances, and individuals have contributed during the year 
$4,859.72 for the relief of the Unitarian churches in Tran- 
sylvania and the support of the school for training minis- 
ters. Rev. Frederick L. Weis, Secretary of the Ministerial 
Union, visited Transylvania in October and conferred with 
ministers and church officials. His report has been printed 
and sent to all the contributing churches. Rev. Henry G. 
Ives and Rey. Sydney B. Snow also made journeys in 
Transylvania during the year and reported their observa- 
tions to the Commission. 


THE HOSTEL. The Ministers’ Hostel conducted by the 
Association at 16 Beacon Street continues to be a great 
convenience to visiting ministers. During the last year 
lodgings to the amount of one thousand one hundred and 
forty nights have been furnished to eighty-nine individuals. 
Two weeks are allowed for consecutive length of a visit by 
one individual but by special arrangement the time is 
occasionally extended. 


SCHOOLS. The Directors of the Association have no 
responsibility for the administration of the academies and 
training schools that are carried on under Unitarian aus- 
pices but the Association is the trustee of some of the en- 
cowments of the Meadville Theological School at Chicago, 
the Pacific Unitarian School for the Ministry at Berkeley, 
the Hackley School at Tarrytown, N. Y., and the Proctor 
Academy at Andover, N. H., and the trustees of the two 
latter institutions are elected from eligible lists proposed 
by the Directors of the Association. 

The school in Berkeley, Calif., continues to uphold high 
standards of professional preparation and has had an in- 
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creased attendance. The trustees are contemplating the 
removal of the School from the present location to a better 
site nearer the university grounds. The successful removal 
of the Meadville Theological School to Chicago and its 
establishment there in the buildings on the corners of 57th 
Street and Woodlawn Avenue is an important denomina- 
tional event. While not within the jurisdiction of the Asso- 
ciation this transfer does materially affect the endeavors 
of the Association in the middle west. It establishes a new 
and strong center of influence at Chicago and the faculty 
and the students of the school are cooperative and service- 
able in supplying vacant pulpits and opening new missions 
in the region within reach of Chicago. 

The Tuckerman School for Parish Assistants continues 
_ tosupply our churches with well trained and efficient young 
women for the service of the church schools and the work 
of parish administration. 

The Directors of the Association are responsible for the 
administration of the Frothingham Fund for the benefit of 
schools for the colored people in the south and ten in- 
stitutions have been benefited through the income of this 
trust. 

With the income of the Perkins Fellowship Fund and the 
Smith Education Fund the Directors are able to assist a 
number of promising young men in securing college and 
professional education. 


ALLIED SOCIETIES. The fact that the offices of the so- 
cieties that represent the collective endeavors of our fel- 
lowship are now either under the same roof or in close 
proximity will promote closer cooperation. The Directors 
of the Association are glad to be able to offer the hospi- 
tality of the buildings at 25 and 16 Beacon Street to the 
Alliance, League, Union, Foundation, Christian Register, 
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Ministerial Union, Benevolent Fraternity and Religious 
Arts Guild, while the other independent societies that do 
not need to maintain executive offices have the use of the 
Reading Room, Assembly Room, Library, etc. The annual 
meeting of the executive staffs of the national societies has 
now become a regular and significant event. It is a real 
council of war where general policies are discussed, objec- 
tives defined and duties assigned. These staff meetings, 
supplemented by the more frequent conferences of the 
presidents of the five major societies, have helped to clar- 
ify and coordinate plans, harmonize efforts, and prevent 
misunderstandings and duplications. There has been 
marked improvement in our power to work together but 
there will never be real efficiency until we can consent to 
adopt the judicious principle of the ‘‘Joint Command.” 
Why must we, in our pride of independency or for the sake 
of having a few more ‘‘ribbons to stick in our coats” con- 
tinue the present ineffectual organization of our denom- 
inational life? This is the day of the department store and 
we continue to live in the age of the thread and needle 
shop. This is the day of the trunk line and we try to sur- 
vive as a system of one track roads each under independent 
management. The cooperating societies now practise a 
high degree of courtesy and goodwill but our denomina- 
tional activities will continue to be seriously handicapped 
as long as we insist in supporting our present archaic and 
overlapping machinery. Men and women and young 
people work together in commerce, in industry, in politics, 
in social organizations. Why in the name of common sense 
must they continue in their church relations to maintain 
separate societies and offices? Why in so small a fellow- 
ship as ours must we try to sustain a score of distinct soci- 
eties all trying to hold their annual meetings in five days 
of Anniversary Week? Each may have some special func- 
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tion but why cannot they all be associated together in a 
common and inclusive organization? The present complex- 
ity is an indictment of our intelligence and an unnecessary 
impediment to the progress of our cause. 


FINANCE. The Treasurer’s report is submitted here- 
with in its customary completeness and with some im- 
provements in the form of presentation which simplify 
and elucidate the columns of figures. The officers of the 
Association believe it to be wise and just to set forth in 
print the uttermost details of their financial transactions 
and they are encouraged to believe that this policy 
commends itself to the members of the Association. It is 
gratifying to be assured that many investors of trust 
- funds study the reports of the Treasurer with appreciation 
and commend the character and administration of the 
Association’s investments. 

The donations from societies and individuals for the 
year show a small decrease from the average of preceding 
years. This was not unexpected as the activities of the 
Unitarian Foundation naturally confused some contribu- 
tors and entered in some degree into competition with the 
appeals for the regular work of the Association. The 
income from investments, however, show satisfactory 
increases and the rate of interest earned on the collective 
investments was, as already noted, exceptionally high. 
The capital account, by gifts, bequests and judicious 
changes in the investments, shows a gratifying increase. 
The Directors were therefore justified in making for the 
fiscal year 1927-28 a Budget larger than any heretofore 
appropriated. 

_ Bequests and gifts for endowment unrestricted as to 
the use of the income amounted during the year to 
$127,000 as against $89,000 in the previous year and

$79,000 in the fiscal year of 1924-25. The unrestricted 
bequests of $5,000 and over came to the Association under 
the wills of James H. Stetson of Quincy, Mass.; Isaac 
Barber of Middletown, R. I.; Miss Annie A. Ray of 
Lincoln, Mass.; Miss Lulu S. Kimball of Brookline, Mass.; 
Abram E. Cutter of Boston, Mass.; Miss Maria Livermore 
of Belmont, Mass.; and Miss Mary S. Cleveland of 
Salem, Mass. 

The bequests received during the year whereof the in- 
come is restricted to some special purpose amounted to 
$55,000 and included a gift from Arthur A. Smith of San 
Francisco of $12,000, the income to be devoted to the uses 
of the Unitarian Service Pension Society; a Memorial 
Fund of $10,000 established by the brother and sister of 
Annie Delano Hitch, the income for the benefit of the 
Church of Our Father at Newburgh, N. Y.; the Caroline 
Southwell Root Fund of $5,000 established under the will 
of Henry A. Root of Winthrop, Mass., for the benefit of 
the Unitarian Service Pension Society; a bequest of 
$10,000 under the will of James H. Stetson for the First 
Church in Quincy, Mass., and similar smaller trusts for 
the benefit of the churches in South Hingham, Mass., 
Wheeling, W. Va., and Iowa City, Ia. 

All the payments from the incomes of the trust funds 
have been regularly and promptly made to the various 
beneficiaries and the system of collective investment 
insures the perpetuity of all the trusts. Not one of the 
trust funds held by the Association has, since the adoption 
in 1898 of the system of collective investment, suffered 
loss or impairment of its capital and benefactors who 
remember the Association in their wills may be well 
assured that their desires will be carried out and that the 
trusts they establish will do some perpetual good in the 
world. 
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THE PRESIDENT. At the meeting of the Directors on 
May 10th the President of the Association presented his 
resignation to the Board and asked that it be accepted to 
take effect on September Ist so that he could make favor- 
able reply to the invitation of the Arlington Street Church 
in Boston to become its minister. At a later meeting Dr. 
Louis C. Cornish who has served the Association for ten 
years as Secretary and for two years as Administrative 
Vice-President, was appointed President of the'Association 
until the Annual Meeting in May, 1928.

THE AMERICAN UNITARIAN ASSOCIATION 


MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
MAY 24, 1927 


The one-hundred-and-second Annual Meeting of the 
American Unitarian Association was held at Tremont 
Temple, Boston, Mass., on Tuesday, May 24, 1927. 

The Meeting was called to order by the President, Dr. 
Samuel A. Eliot, who conducted the opening Devotional 
Service. 

The usual rules of procedure were adopted and the Pres- 
ident thereupon appointed the following Committees: 

Committee on Credentials: Messrs. Edwin Fairley of 
New York, Percy Brayton and Charles B. Wetherell of 
Massachusetts. 

Committee on Findings: Messrs. Dilworth Lupton of 
Ohio, George W. Jalonick of Texas, Thomas Saunders and 
Palfrey Perkins of New York, Mrs. William Bradford of 
Delaware, C. W. Cruickshank of Ontario, William G. 
Eliot, 3rd, of Washington, Mrs. F. W. Wood of Maryland. 

Committee on Ballots: Messrs. James Luther Adams, 
William A. Billingham, Robert Jones, Edward McGlenen, 
Leslie T. Pennington, John Henry Wilson, John Ernest 
Bryant and Alva John Shaller of Massachusetts, John C. 
Petrie, Robert B. Day and Robert E. Starkey of New York 
and Kenneth C. Gesner of Maine. 

Rey. Frederick R. Griffin asked for unanimous consent 
to present the following resolution: 


Dr. Samuel A. Eliot, having resigned from the office of President 
of the American Unitarian Association, this Annual  eeting 
salutes him with gratitude and affection and recordsits appreciation 
of his services. 
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A loyal Unitarian throughout his life, he was the friend and 
supporter of the American Unitarian Association before he 
became its Secretary in 1898. Since that date, he has been the 
active head of the organization, for two years as Secretary, and 
for twenty-seven years as President. Throughout this period, th® 
interests of the Association have been paramount in his life. He 
has been the strong and able defender of the free church in a free 
State. He has been a skillful administrator and successful execu- 
tive. He has largely developed the organization and the resources 
of the Association. He has broadened the outlook and promoted 
cooperation among our churches. He has been the persuasive and 
able spokesman of our cause in schools and colleges, in churches 
of many fellowships, in meetings of learned patriotic and civic 
bodies in this and in foreign lands. 

His gifts are many and he has dedicated all of them in enthusi- 
astic and consecrated service to the Association and the churches 
within it. He has been our leader for more than a quarter of a 
century, and yet has always worked in the ranks. He has never 
asked others to do what he was not ready to do himself. 

In accepting the call to the pastorate of the Arlington Street 
Church, he will continue to be what he has long been—a minister 
of the faith which is greater than all the creeds. 

We acknowledge our debt to him, we record our gratitude and 
we wish him years of service in the work which he has dignified, 
honored and enlarged by his active and useful life. 


Vice-President Tufts took the chair and the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 
The President said: 


“It would be an affectation to pretend that I am unmoved by 
this expression of your goodwill. Whatever may have been the 
merits of my service there is one phrase in the resolution you have 
adopted that is just. I have indeed given you all that I possessed 
of body and mind, heart and will. I only wish that I had ampler 
gifts to devote to your service. I welcome too another phrase that 
gives assurance that I have ‘always worked in the ranks.’ I shall 
continue to work in the ranks. 

Of course this office makes searching and varied demands. While 
I have never given any evidence of extraordinary wisdom and have 
never received any special revelations at least I have had the courage 
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of my convictions. I have always been a ‘convinced partisan of the 
straight line.’ I know nothing about the intricacies of diplomacy or 
the indirections of ecclesiastical usage and prefer to go straight to 
the point and by the sunniest road. I have practised the candor 
which springs from an honest effort to be just. The road has been 
frequently beset with difficulties and disappointments, but you bear 
witness that I have never whined or complained. I have done the 
best I could with the tools you have given me and my service has 
at least been diligent and disinterested. I think I have been kept 
from overmuch petulance or impatience by two things, a decently 
keen sense of humor and a sincere spirit of humility. On the one 
hand I have always been able to see the funny side of things and on 
the other hand I have never been able to take myself with overmuch 
seriousness. I have not expected too much of myself or of you and so 
have probably been spared some of the disappointments that come 
to more ambitious and self-centered people. I have had a lot of fun 
out of this work and more honor that I deserved. 

There is, my friends, no such thing as a necessary man. There 
are many of you who can carry on this endeavor better than I can, 
I thank you with all my heart for this testimony and shall transmit 
it to my children.” 


Sundry resolutions were then offered from the floor and 
referred without debate to the Committee on Findings. 

The Treasurer of the Association, Mr. Henry H. Fuller, 
presented a report in print and made comment on the 
financial conditions and prospects of the Association. Rev. 
George F. Patterson, D.D., described the work of the 
Church Extension Committee and the Administrative Vice- 
President, Dr. Cornish, reported for the Administrative 
Committee. 

Brief addresses of greeting and salutation were made 
by Rev. Lawrence Clare of Montreal in behalf of the Uni- 
tarian churches of Great Britain and by Rev. Lazlo Lorin- 
~ ezy, in behalf of the Unitarian churches of Transylvania. 

The newly appointed Secretary of the Department of 
Social Relations, Dr. Robert C. Dexter, was introduced 
and spoke briefly about the work of the new Department.

An additional report from the Commission on Survey 
was presented by the Chairman of the Committee, Percy 
W.Gardner, Esq., of Providence. This was followed by the 
Annual Address of the President and the morning session 
ended with the singing of a hymn. 


The afternoon session opened in Tremont Temple at 
2 P.M. and a Devotional Service was conducted by Rey. 
Vincent E. Silliman of Portland, Me. 


The report of the Nominating Committee was presented 
by Mr. C. W. Cruickshank of Toronto and the Association 
took a brief recess for balloting. 


In pursuance of the notice given at the Annual Meeting 
of 1926 consideration was then given to a proposed amend- 
ment to the By-Laws of the Association and after discus- 
sion the amendment was adopted by striking out all Article 
III, Paragraph 2 of the By-Laws except the following 
lines: 

““A subscription of $1 or more shall constitute a person 
an Associate Member of this Association. Associate Mem- 
bership shall not carry the right to vote.” 


The Committee on Findings reported through its Chair- 
man, Rey. D. R. Lupton of Cleveland and in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Committee the following 
resolutions were adopted: 


ReEsoLvep: That the members of the American Uni- 
tarian Association, gathered in Boston at their 102nd 
annual meeting, view with friendly interest the Inter- 
national Conference on Christian Unity to be held at 
Lausanne in the Summer of 1927 and extend to its many 
delegates well wishes for successful results, earnestly 
hoping that this important meeting may prove to be a 
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real influence to create in the world a spirit of generosity, 
of friendliness and of cooperation which must inevitably 
enable our Protestant Church men to benefit by each 
other’s experiences and to work together in harmony. 


ReEso.tven: further, That the Secretary be instructed 
to send a copy of this Resolution to the Chairman of the 
Lausanne Conference. 


RESOLVED: That the delegates at the May Meetings 
urge the Program Committee of the American Unitarian 
Association to devote part of the meetings next May toa 
consideration by the denomination as a whole of eco- 
nomic, international and other social questions. 


REsotveD: That the Committee in charge be re- 
quested to secure the convention rate for future meetings. 


Resotvep: That the American Unitarian Association 
memoralize the Governor of Massachusetts, congratu- 
lating him on the disinterested and thorough study 
he is giving the Sacco-Vanzetti case and assuring him 
of the grave concern felt by the members of the Asso- 
ciation met in annual meeting that the case shall be so 
dealt with as to leave no doubt that full justice has been 
done to the men under sentence of death. 


RESOLVED: That we respectfully urge the President, 
the Secretary of State and the Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate, on behalf 
of our Government, seriously to consider the very no- 
table and significant suggestion made by the French 
Foreign Minister whereby the Republic of France and

The Association has interests in a number of church 
properties which have from time to time been conveyed to 
it. In a few cases the title is unconditioned; in most cases 
the property is held by deed or mortgage upon conditions 
which give the use of the property to the society as long 
as it maintains religious services and remains in the Uni- 
tarian fellowship. 

When any part of the money needed to accomplish this 
object has passed through the treasury of the Association, 
it appears on the books as a non-income bearing investment. 
The amount so invested is in most cases but a part of the 
value of the property. 

When the interest of the Association does not represent 
any monetary investment on the part of the Association, it 
is carried on the books as an investment of $1.00 for each 
item.

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THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


The reports of the various departments are given in de- 
tail. Let me review briefly the progress of the year with 
special reference to the main objective to which our 
churches set themselves. 


First, I would speak of our plan for a 5% increase. The 
presidents of the larger organizations recommended the 
policy of at least a 5% increase, and recommended further 
that the policy should continue from year to year. The 
Washington Conference adopted the policy and recom- 
mended it to the churches. Our churches set themselves a 
goal, not abandoning the great purposes which beckon us, 
but for this past year placing emphasis on a first step 
toward these hopes. What has been accomplished? 

Many churches have achieved, but have not reported re- 
sults, so we cannot give statistics. However, here are two 
statements typical of many that have been sent in: The 
church at Wollaston, Mass., has gained in its contribution 
to the Association 25%; in membership in Church, League, 
Alliance and Young People’s Union, over 5%, and in at- 
tendance 100%. 

All Souls’ Church, New York City, reports a net gain in 
church membership of 12.5%; in the Alliance 13.5%; the 
Laymen’s League, 6.9%; the Guild of Young People 5.4%, 
and in its contribution to the Association 5%. 

Without spending more time on parish reports, let me 
name one national organization: the National Young 
People’s Religious Union has increased in the number of 
societies 6%, in federations 13%, in affiliated federations 
50%, and in affiliation dues 8%. 
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But we are here particularly concerned with the support 
of denominational enterprises. 

First, the shadow. Seventy-seven churches have de- 
creased their subscriptions to the Association. Some of the 
churches face extraordinary conditions. For example, in 
one of the farming regions the crops this year have sold 
for only one-fifth of their expected price. Again, in a 
New England textile city, the spindles are idle, 40,000 
people are out of work, and the community is suffering as 
industrially it never has suffered before. Obviously, where 
communities face such conditions the churches cannot main- 
tain the former level of giving. In short, there are many 
excellent reasons for fluctuations in the gifts which must not 
be interpreted as fluctuations in devotion or generosity. 
With this said, however, we must confess in all candor that 


many of the churches which decreased their gifts could — 


have given as much as they gave last year, or more, if they 
had seriously addressed themselves to the problem. 


Second, eighty-seven churches gave exactly the same 
amount as last year. While we are grateful for this sus- 
tained support, we submit our conviction that many of these 
churches for years have budgeted the same gift to the 
Association without once bringing these important matters 
to the attention of the congregations. We submit our deep 
conviction that giving to missionary purposes is fundament- 
ally an act of personal religious consecration. We believe 
that every church which gives in this way gives twice—to 
itself in dedication and to the cause. Every society would 
benefit itself and could greatly extend the co-operative 
work if it deliberately cultivated the personal missionary 
spirit and expressed this spirit through its annual gift. We 
most earnestly commend to the assembled delegates the 
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method of annual appeal and personal giving by every 
individual. 

Third, we come to the good list of one hundred and 
eighty-four churches which have increased their subscrip- 
tions by 5% or more. It is interesting to examine these 
gifts. One church, hardly yet organized, with just a few 
people, last year sent ten dollars and this year added fifty 
cents—a gain of 5%. ‘The line ascends through varying 
amounts to the largest single increase—and we speak of it 
with gratitude—which comes from the Arlington Street 
Church and from the devotion of Dr. Eliot to this work 
which he so long and ably guided. Last year the church 
gave $1624.41 and this year it gave $2538.60; the largest 
increase, $915.19. 


The encouraging fact emerges that never before, unless it 
was on the seventy-fifth and one hundredth anniversaries of 
the Association, have as many as 184 churches increased 
their giving in a single year. This surely is encouraging. 

Briefly stated, what is the result of our effort for an in- 
crease in gifts? From individuals and churches we have 
received $60,000, representing an increase of slightly over 
4%. 

I earnestly entreat this one hundred and third annual 
meeting to adopt and to pursue the humble policy of a 5% 
increase during the year now beginning. Let us try, first, 
for at least a 5% increase in church membership; second, 
for at least a 5% increase in local support for each church; 
and, by no means least, for at least a 5% increase in gifts to 
the Association for our extension work. May this one hun- 
dred and third annual meeting put itself on record as 
seriously adopting this purpose. 

Before leaving the 5% increase, may I make one more 
statement. I have received many commendations of the 
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policy and only two protests. Two of our ablest and most 
devoted ministers believe that the urging of at least a 5% 
increase is an infringement of the Congregational principle 
of independence. Such, surely, is not our intention. The 
very essence of independence is freedom to act. 

One word of half apology and half explanation. A 
year ago the directors of your Association budgeted every 
dollar of our expected income. While we are by no means 
apologetic for the work of the past year, it is apparent that 
with no margin for new enterprises there could not be this 
past year a 5% increase in the number of new churches. I 
earnestly pray that next year a better report may be made. 
How often references to giving seem like over-urging! So 
we turn gratefully to a recent incident where a strong 


church sets a splendid example. The church at Hartford, © 


Connecticut, established in 1844, struggled from its small 


beginnings into a most interesting institution, with prestige 
and endowment. A few years ago it built a fine new church, ~ 
at the very crossroads of its busy city, successfully adopt- — 
ing an entirely new scheme for solving the problems of — 
down town building, and here the church has prospered. © 
The Hartford church recently asked us if in the early days — 
it had received aid from the Association. A search of the ~ 


records revealed that in 1851, seventy-seven years ago, the 
Association contributed $500. The Hartford church at once 
sent us a check for $500, in repayment of that gift. 


So far as I know this procedure is unique, showing a high ~ 
sense of responsibility for the furtherance of the liberal 


cause. May it become a high example, influential in its 


persuasion. I cannot resist pointing the moral. It stirs our 
imagination. What if this practice should become univer- — 
sal? What if you all should go home and search your 


records and send to the Association for further extension 
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work the contributions which your sister churches made to 
you in the days of your weakness? Think it over! 

Every year I find myself dwelling upon the fact that the 
more important parts of our work never can be reported. 
The Association becomes increasingly a clearing-house. As 
well as we are able, your officers advise ministers and 
churches and schools and individuals about all sorts of 
problems. Occasionally somebody comes into our office 
and says, “Don’t you find the routine burdensome?” There 
is no routine. No two days are ever alike. The variety and 
mystery of our work, the golden threads that weave them- 
selves across our desks and out into the distance and be- 
yond our ken, are part of the glory and the power of what 
we are all doing together. But we cannot describe those 
golden threads. We can only bring you our conviction that 
the work grows; that despite all the confusion of our day, 
liberalism grows, our fellowship in liberal religion 
strengthens and the future is full of promise. 

And now let us cease thinking of the details and look 
aloft to the great purpose we serve. Let us move back 
from our tapestry weaving and see the whole pattern. 
Historically speaking, dogmatism has been strong because it 
dominated the individual and made enduring institutions. 
Liberalism, by contrast, historically speaking, has been 
weak because it does not dominate the individual but sets 
him free. Dogmatism easily coheres into institutions. 
Liberalism does not readily cohere into institutions. For the 
very reasons named it is slow to organize. Yet liberalism 
has more coherence today than ever before. Our coherence 
and our purposes increase. Free from ecclesiasticism and 
dogmatism, for what are we free? It should be asked re- 
peatedly, What are we free for? We are free to worship; 
we are free to increase our knowledge of ultimate reality. 
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We are free to co-operate in making this great world of ours 
safe and sane for all humanity. 

Let us apply this thought for a moment. As every in- 
dividual in every church finds his life strengthened by 
relationship with his group, so every church is strengthened 
by the comradeship of all the groups of churches in the 
denomination. Comradeship means what? Comradeship 
means hoping together, praying together, and working to- 
gether for the inbringing of God’s kingdom. Lo, we are 
not alone; how great a company of witnesses encircles us! 

Let us apply the thought again. Our liberal comradeship 
extends today from each local group throughout our de- 
nominational fellowship in this country and in Canada to a 
great new fellowship of free liberalism the whole world 
over. Conceive all the liberal churches on the earth bound 
together in high comradeship of endeavor, promoting the 
character and the spiritual life of mankind. Of this holy 
catholic church, the free, the emerging church of God, we 
are a part. Let us dignify our faith in freedom and liberal- 
ism by remembering this greater church which in part we 
are and which we serve.

The total number of volumes sold of our general publi- 
cations during the past year, including the Hymn Book, 
The Beacon Hymnal, the books in The Beacon Course and 
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our general list has been 40,891. This shows an increase 
over last year of 4,756. In 1918, ten years ago, the total 
sales in the Publication Department and The Beacon Press 
were 8,863, so this is an increase of 32,028. The value of 
sales from books and merchandise has been $37,889.05 in 
comparison with $28,908.35 in 1927. The number of 
charge sales was 4,608 in 1928, compared with 4,320 in 
1927. 

The total receipts from all sources have been $76,889.51, 
the expenditures $72,278.62. Receipts were $66,489.01 and 
expenditures were $65,547.85 in 1927. The merchandise 
receipts were $58,166.24 and expenditures $53,755.25 in 
1928. Although we are very liberal in granting credit, our 
total loss from bad debts was only $35.71. 

Copies of Channing’s Works have been sent free to settled 
ministers of various denominations, and outfits of books, 
including sets of The Beacon Course, have been sent to a 
limited number of libraries. 

The cost of printing 3,000 copies of the Year Book was 
$1,319.93, compared with $1,335.72 in 1926-27, and print- 
ing 9,000 copies of the Annual Report $1,495.42 as against 
$1,257.05 in 1926-27 and $1,662.76 in 1925-26. The in- 
creased cost of the Annual Report over the year 1926/7 was 
due to the large number of illustrations. 

Subscriptions to The Christian Register have been sup- 
plied, as in previous years, to reading rooms in all parts 
of the country. 

Sixty manuscripts have been submitted to the Department 
for possible publication as books or tracts. This is less 
than last year, but is three times the number submitted in 
1917-18. The Publication Director has carefully read each 
one and submitted all that seemed to have any possibilities 
to the other members of the Publication Committee. 
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We have printed 200,200 miscellaneous sheets, 50,450 
sheets of books, periodicals, and charge material, 334,800 
copies of The Beacon, and 2,250 copies of Word and Work, 
a total of 587,700 sheets, practically all of which have been 
distributed. This is an increase of 62,280 over last year. 

We have issued during the year 1,000 Religious Educa- 
tion catalogues, 750 Beacon Course catalogues (Unitarian) , 
and 2,000 Beacon Course catalogues (non-Unitarian), prac- 
tically all of which have been distributed. 

We have mailed over 35,575 circulars announcing our 
books, and we have inserted 37814 inches of advertising 
matter in prominent newspapers and periodicals, includ- 
ing The Christian Register. The direct mailing campaign 
is well above last year, and the newspaper advertising is 
almost double. 

The total number of shipments made through the Ship- 
ping Department, including the free and charge material, 
was 10,180 in 1927/8, compared with 9,439 in 1926/7. 

During the year we have averaged 9,332 printed copies 
of The Beacon each week. This is slightly more than last 
year. The expense of publication and mailing has been 
$5,465.49 and the receipts, including a $1,500 subsidy 
from the Association, $5,862.63. 

The Wayside Pulpit continues to grow in strength and 
appeal, due in part no doubt to the active interest of the 
Wayside Pulpit committee which meets frequently and has 
been alert, individually and collectively, in making sug- 
gestions for the extension of its influence.

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DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 

I have the honor to submit this annual report and my 
observations as Secretary of the Department of Religious 
Education. 

My time and effort have been quite evenly divided be- 
tween field work and administrative duties. 


Fretp Work 

This Department co-operated with the Unitarian Lay- 
men’s League in conducting the Seventh Annual Institute 
for Religious Education at Star Island, July 9th to 16th, 
1927. Professor Ernest M. Best of McGill University and 
Dr. George R. Dodson headed the list of thirteen speakers 
who addressed the 159 delegates. This in my opinion is 
the most effective and important single project of every 
year. Our churches and church schools in Salt Lake City, 
Denver and Salina—only to mention a few—have been 
stirred by the renewal of faith in returning delegates. We 
must make it a point each year and increasingly to secure 
delegates particularly from our isolated churches. 

Since last September I have been from Presque Isle to 
San Diego and from Vancouver to Washington, D. C., de- 
livering 105 addresses in the course of New England engage- 
ments and of two principal field trips, the first during the 
Autumn to the fall conferences and some of the churches 
in the Middle West and a second trip of two and one-half 
months to the Pacific Coast. Mr. Fairley, Associate Secre- 
tary, has travelled down the Atlantic Coast to the South- 
ern churches. I am persuaded that more intensive and 
constructively helpful work can be accomplished by visit- 
ing individual schools than by holding sectional institutes. 
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It is best to reach whole districts with the more general 
aspects of religious education by accepting invitations to 
appear on conference programs. 


Your secretaries can report increasing friendship with 
Headquarters, growing understanding of our plan for re- 
ligious education called The Beacon Course, and some per- 
sons in every parish who are really and actively interested: 
in this effort we are making to awaken our children to 
their heritage of insight. 


But we must also report our conclusions that the great 
needs of our programs, excepting those of all too few 
church schools, are: 

(1) More men, respected in their public and private 
life, who as teachers in our church schools are willing to 


share the best in their experience with the children of their 
church. 


(2) More money spent per child for variety and new 
ideas and projects in the school—and also for delegates 
to Star Island. 


(3) More materials and wiser methods brought to bear 
upon each lesson and upon each service of worship—like 
the case system whereby individuals can contribute to the 
progress of class thought; visual instruction which is even 
yet unappreciated; religious drama in all its forms; and 
class and school projects which really involve the pupil’s 
contribution of himself. 

And if your two secretaries united in one especial recom- 
mendation it would be that in every church school—what- 
ever its record of past success or the outlook of the present 
minister—the purposes and workings of the service of wor- 
ship be inquired into for actual meaning and results in 


the lives of the children. 


There ought to be in our churches more business-like 
methods in planning for and executing the program of 
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religious education. I mean specifically 


(1) Creation in each parish of a Committee on Re- 
ligious Education with representative make-up of 
parents and educators, stated meetings, and re- 
sponsibility for the program and strength of the 
school. 

(2) Publication for community broadcast of a prospec- 
tus of aims and program of the liberal church 
school. 

(3) An Organization Meeting in the Fall before the 
the work begins. 


(4) Regular monthly teachers’ meetings with attention 
to teaching problems and methods and discussions 
of current literature on the subject of religious 
education and the purpose and use of the several 
books in The Beacon Course. 


(5) Co-operation with Headquarters in making out and 
returning the blanks of the Annual Report. 


(6) Appropriation for the Church School as for a part 
of the church program. 


Miss Annie M. Filoon has organized in Providence an 
Institute of Liberal Religious Education uniting the Uni- 
versalist and Unitarian churches of our Channing Confer- 
ence area for monthly meetings during the winter. This 
should be done in New York and Chicago. 


There is increasing adoption of The Beacon Course in 
other denominations. Directors of religious education in 
the freed churches are coming to regard books like “God’s 
Wonder World” and “Heroic Lives” and “From Desert to 
Temple” as honorable fields in which to share with their 
pupils the problems (greater than ever!) of the religious 
outlook in an age of science. 

At the Second Church in Boston, Mrs. Dallas Lore Sharp 
has been conducting a young people’s course in “Modern 
Unitarian Personalities and Philosophies,” her source book 
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the current issues of The Christian Register. This is mak- 
ing these young people’s study more than drill in what our 
fellowship has been. 

We note more resourceful, well-read teachers who con- 
sider text books only the points of departure in class work. 
May their tribe increase, for verily they are the only effec- 
tive workers. Without class work that reaches the pupil 
to inculcate the responsive habit of the religious mind, 
our program is salt which has lost its savour. 

Your secretaries take pleasure in reporting that the off- 
cials of the Religious Education Association are friendly 
and helpful without stint and given to resorting frequently 
to your secretaries for advice and executive action. Mr. 
Fairley is chairman of the New York Chapter of the Re- 
ligious Education Association. The Annual Convention 
held this year in Philadelphia with the topic “Education 
in Religion in an Age of Science” showed how strong is 
the tide toward liberalism. 


THE OFFICE 

There has been the usual resort to Headquarters for ad- 
vice in person and by correspondence. The slides, the 
mimeographed plays and pageants, and the costumes for 
pageants have been in the care of Miss Marie W. Johnson, 
Office Secretary, who reports a constant demand for these 
services. One complete set of the William Hole slides has 
been added. 

Subscriptions to The Beacon total 8566 this year as com- 
pared with 9332 last year. 

Two new standing committees have been created—the 
Committee on Dramatic Services, which has published a 
Dramatic Service of Worship for Peace Sunday, and the 
Religious Arts Committee, which has assisted several 
churches in their pageantry programs and has prepared 
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for use by all the churches a complete set of costumes and 
other properties for the pageant “The Consecration of Sir 
Galahad.” The Religious Arts Committee is also under- 
taking the revision of and addition to our Beacon Press 
materials for the church schools. 

Total sales to date of the new Easter Service, “The Sym- 
bol of the Lily,” have been 3040. 

Such widespread demand has been made for a Primary 
Hymnal that Rev. Edwin Fairley, Associate Secretary, has 
been appointed chairman of a committee to prepare such a 
book, 

Our schools and generous friends of Dr. Florence Buck, 
late Associate Secretary, have contributed $2132.47 to the 
establishment of the Florence Buck Memorial Room and 
Library at 25 Beacon Sireet. 

Two years ago today on July 6, 1926, I began my work 
for this Association. In the time since, I have been com- 
mitting my thought and study and presence to the thesis 
of our Unitarian adventure: 

“We shall present to our communities a religious insti- 
tution the faith and works of which shall reckon with the 
whole of living.” 

WairtsTILL Hastines SHARP. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CHURCH EXTENSION 


When one thinks or speaks of church extension, one’s 
thoughts are apt to wander far afield to the southern part 
of our country or to the north or extreme southwest. One 
is apt to ask what gain we have made in these far away 
sections and by the answer to form his estimate of the suc- 
cess of the work of church extension. I venture to believe 
it would be well for us all to begin nearer home. What ex- 
tension has there been in our own local church during the 
past year; in the broadening and deepening of our spiritual 
-faith; in the consecration and sacrifice in our own lives; 
in the larger numbers both of our congregation and of 
those who support the Unitarian Church of our city? What 
greater enthusiasm has there been this year than there was 
last in our own attitude toward the church and how much 
more does it mean to us? When we begin with the local- 
ity which we know and with our own selves and find a 
real enlarging of the spirit and of the material body which 
the spirit uses in its daily ministrations we are then fitted 
to go further afield and see if this result is matched in 
other churches and in other parts of the nation. Church 
extension to be of any value must include every church in 
the denomination. Its report should contain digests of 
the reports of the annual meetings of all of our churches. 
Being, however, independent congregations, these reports 
are not available at any central point, nor does time or 
space permit of any such summary. ‘This report must, 
therefore, deal with specific illustrations of churches which 
stand distinctly for the missionary endeavor on the part 
of our united denomination. 
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During the past year the following churches have re- 
ceived financial aid through the medium of the American 
Unitarian Association: Alameda, Calif.; Albany, N. Y.; 
Amherst, Mass.; Ann Arbor, Mich.; Chicago, Ill, (All 
Souls); Chicago, Ill. (Third); Duluth, Minn.; Edmonton, 
Alb.; Eugene, Ore.; Fresno, Calif.; Harrisburg, Pa.; 
Hollis, N. Y.; Iowa City, Iowa; Ithaca, N. Y.; Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Kalamazoo, Mich.; Knoxville, Tenn.; Lakeland, 
Fla.; Lawrence, Kan.; Long Beach, Calif.; Lynchburg, Va.; 
Moline, Ill.; Mt. Vernon, N. Y.; Nashville, Tenn.; Okla- 
homa City, Okla.; Palo Alto, Calif.; Pittsfield, Mass.; 
Presque Isle, Me.; Sacramento, Calif.; St. Cloud, Minn.; 
St. Petersburg, Fla.; Salem, Ore.; Salina, Kan.; Salt Lake 
City, Utah; San Antonio, Texas; Santa Monica, Calif.; 
Seattle, Wash.; Springfield, Ill.; Stockton, Calif.; Topeka, 
Kan.; Trenton, N. J.; Tulsa, Okla.; Urbana, Ill.; Van- 
couver, B. C.; Waverley, Mass.; Wheeling, W. Va. The 
Association acts as the agent in the distribution of these 
funds and in collecting information and forming the judg- 
ment from which such distributions are based. It has been 
pointed out to these churches, and may well be said again 
for the benefit of all our churches, that this money comes 
from the united efforts of our sister churches in the United 
States and Canada. It is our definite aim to help these 
churches to become self-supporting independent churches 
just as soon as possible. In its final report the Survey 
Commission advocated strongly that the aid granted to 
these churches should be diminished by 10% each year 
to the end that in ten years each new missionary enter- 
prise should be made self-supporting. This recommenda- 
tion of the Survey Commission has been kept constantly 
before the minds of all of our churches. During the past 
year a special effort was made to have the aided churches 
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fall in line with President Cornish’s definite objective and 
reduce their requests for aid by at least 5%. This attempt 
has on the whole been successful and a large number of 
churches have made this reduction. 

During the past few years there has been notable im- 
provement in the buildings and plants used by our churches 
for worship and community service. This has been con- 
tinued during the past year. The following churches have 
either erected new buildings or made substantial improve- 
ments in the buildings already used for worship. The beau- 
tiful church of Spanish design at Los Angeles was com- 
pleted and dedicated, as was also the fine Georgian church 
at Salt Lake City. At Bolton, Mass., a substantial new 
‘meeting-house has taken the place of the old white church. 
The Germantown church has built in a splendid way. The 
Third Church of Chicago has moved to its new quarters. 
There is a new church at Arborg, Manitoba. Our vigor- 
ous church at Minneapolis has a new parish house. Alton, 
Ill. has acquired a parsonage. The church at Hollis, 
N. Y. now has a house where parish activities can be car- 
ried on advantageously until the time comes for a per- 
manent building. The church at Gardner, Mass. has re- 
modelled its building, as has the church at San José, Calif., 
both having become, practically new churches. 

There are two outstanding developments in parish equip- 
ment. The First Church in Salem, Mass. could not decide 
whether to build a new parish house at the rear of the 
church or to excavate the high basement, making it into a 
noble hall. After much consideration, our Salem friends 
compromised and did both. They look forward to their 
three hundredth anniversary next year with an extraordi- 
nary church equipment. Our vigorous First Church at 
Philadelphia has remodelled its parish house, including as 
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a part of its equipment a beautiful small chapel. Another 
beautiful chapel was recently dedicated in the Church of 
the Saviour in Brooklyn. This development of small 
chapels adjacent to our larger church buildings is most 
interesting and significant. 

The following quotations from reports of field secre- 
taries show something of the intensive work which is being 
done in various parts of the country: 


Dr. Patterson reports, “It is a large hazard to attempt to 
plant a Unitarian Church in a small community unless the 
circumstances are exceptional. There are approximately 
20% of the people who are liberal religiously, that is, 
of those who are interested in churches, and of these a 
depressing proportion feel that their mission is to liberal- 
ize the orthodox churches. The number of real religious 
liberals who can be relied upon when it comes to organ- 
izing, maintaining and attending a free church is surpris- 
ingly small. Fifty thousand population offers a fair pos- 
sibility but one hundred thousand is far better. There are, 
of course, certain exceptions. Much of our missionary 
work among the Icelanders is carried on in small communi- 
ties. In Mountain, No. Dak. there was formerly a liberal 
Lutheran church which was persuaded to federate with the 
orthodox Lutheran parish, only to find in a short while 
that it occupied the place of the lady from Niger. These 
liberal people were finally convinced that if they were 
to have a church that is dependably liberal they must or- 
ganize and maintain it as such. They have turned to the 
American Unitarian Association. All is now in readiness, 
thanks to the energy and wisdom of Rognvaldur Petursson, 
our Icelandic representative in Winnipeg, and we hope to 
begin this summer. Mr. Kristjansson of the Lake Winni- 
peg District, who, after eighteen years of continuous ser- 
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vice, has been having a sabbatical year, reports that he or- 
ganized a very promising new movement in a suburb of 
Seattle with fifty members. At Arborg the new church is 
ready for occupancy. Riverton is planning to build this 
summer. At Rockford, Ill., through the good offices of 
Dr. Reese, the Liberal Christian Church, an organization 
closely related to the cause of religious liberalism in the 
Middle West, together with its minister, Dr. Connolly, has 
joined our fellowship. At Salina, Kan. we have at last 
got under way. The building has been renovated and re- 
decorated.” 


Rev. Berkeley Blake reports, “The designation ‘Pacific 
Coast’ is the most elastic one that I know of. It starts in 
the prairie country of Canada, thirty-six hours by express 
train from Vancouver. It extends south to San Diego, 
Calif., and again east to Colorado and Salt Lake. In that 
area we have some thirty-four or thirty-five churches. The 
Pacific Coast area, using it in that enlarged sense, is 
thoroughly fundamentalist. The liberal Congregational 
Churches for the most part exist in those centers where 
there is some sort of a Unitarian Church, which is a club 
which the liberals in those congregations may use over 
their more conservative fundamentalist brethren. When 
the candle is snuffed out darkness falls upon those orthodox 
churches, and it is a matter of tremendous regret to us 
all that so many of the candles in that Pacific Coast terri- 
tory have been snuffed out. In the city of Seattle, Wash., 
with a population of over 400,000, where we have tried 
to get a real foothold for nearly forty years, we hardly 
have even a toehold today. Here is the only Unitarian 
Church in western Washington. We have only one inde- 
pendent church in the state of Oregon,—at Portland. We 
do not need to cross the water to find a challenge to our 
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Unitarian Fellowship. California is better taken care of. 
Our movements there are stronger, but there is a tremen- 
dous problem in that Pacific Northwest. Two things we 
need,—your generous gifts and men. It is idle for us to 
receive in this part of the country men who have not behind 
them a record of successful church work. Better close a 
church or not open one at all until that type of man is 
ready. This is the dark side of the story. The bright side 
of it is that there is none of our churches on the Pacific 
Coast with a real minister as its leader that is not making 
substantial progress. Altogether the men that we have on 
the Pacific Coast are the pride of the fellowship, outstand- 
ing men who are willing to leave the old associations of the 
East, often full of promise, and go out to that extremely 
dificult field. Your thanks should go to them, your 
thoughts should follow them, and I know that the generous 
support you have given to them in the past will be con- 
tinued. I hope the time will come when more of our Uni- 
tarians from the East can personally come to the far West 
and see the work that your staunch missionary ministers 
are doing in that great western empire.” 

Dr. Hunt reports, “On May 1st the location of the head- 
quarters in New York City was changed from 299 Madi- 
son Avenue, where we had been for six years, to the Mur- 
ray Hill Building, 285 Madison Avenue, one-half block to 
the south. The personnel of the office, in addition to the 
field secretary, Dr. Hunt, consisted of Mr. Fairley of the 
Department of Religious Education, Dr. Sydney B. Snow, 
with Miss Priscilla Harding and Miss Elizabeth Gage as 
clerks. The work for the churches has continued as hereto- 
fore. During the past year 12,000 post cards have been 
multigraphed and 19,111 letters and notices have been 
mimeographed for the various churches. With the co- 
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operation of the churches on January Ist a charge was 
made to the churches for the actual clerical cost of this 
work. The headquarters have also distributed many tracts 
and the sale of Beacon Press books has been unusually 
large. The work of Dr. Snow in taking the speaking en- 
gagements has left the field secretary free to do more in- 
tensive work among the churches which have needed build- 
ing up. Hackensack, Summit, Poughkeepsie, Hollis and 
Troy are among the churches that have made distinct 
progress during the year. Dr. Frank Oliver Hall has been 
the stated supply of our church at Hackensack. Rev. Leon 
R. Land has preached regularly every Sunday morning at 
the church in Poughkeepsie. Under the leadership of these 
-Ien congregations have increased many fold, finances have 
been strengthened and the cities where these churches are 
located have gained a larger and deeper conception of the 
mission of the liberal church. All this has had its effect 
upon the neighboring churches. It is my opinion that the 
past year has been one of the most successful in construc- 
tive church work for many years. The Metropolitan Con- 
ference, organized a few years ago, is working steadily on 
the development and strengthening of the churches within 
its limits. The Conference meeting in January was devoted 
to church extension, having special regard to Greater New 
York and its suburbs. The officers of the Conference are 
at work on plans for the strengthening of the finances for 
the Bronx Free Fellowship, of which Rev. Leon R. Land is 
the leader. The churches of the Conference are bearing 
a large part of the budget of the Fellowship under the 
guidance of the directors of the Conference. The possibil- 
ity of obtaining increased facilities in the way of church 
buildings and parish houses has necessitated frequent con- 
ferences with the ministers and trustees of our churches at 
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Lynchburg and Trenton, N. J. The church in Hamilton, 
Ont. has been inactive since the war but has now resumed 
services under the leadership of Rev. Francis Woodruff 
and the Secretary has conferred with the minister and con- 
gregation in regard to plans for the future.” 

Among the distinctly new movements are to be men- 
tioned the church at Harrisburg and the church at Tampa, 
Fla. Following the interest manifested by the Joseph 
Priestly Conference during the past two years, services were 
arranged by Rev. W. A. Vrooman of Wilmington after con- 
sulting with several families in Harrisburg for the months 
of October and November, 1927. The ballroom of the 
Penn Harris Hotel seemed to be the best place in which 
to start. Those interested hardly expected this would be 
anything but a temporary plan at the time. The interest 
grew as the services developed and at the conclusion of the 
first series Field Secretary Hunt held a conference to deter- 
mine what the future should be. There was a unanimous 
desire that the meetings be continued without interruption. 
Larger quarters were necessary and the hall of the Ameri- 
can Legion was obtained for the remainder of the year. 
The Field Secretary arranged with the Unitarian ministers 
who live within reach of Harrisburg, and services have been 
held regularly every Sunday evening. The congregations 
have varied from forty-five to seventy-five. When one real- 
izes that ministers going from New York had to leave their 
homes at the close of the morning service and reach Harris- 
burg at 6:30, he will appreciate the missionary spirit which 
has led our ministers. The Harrisburg people did their 
part. Generous publicity was extended to us by the press. 
As a result of these services the Harrisburg people called a 
meeting and decided to form a church organization. A 
Board of Trustees was elected, committees appointed and 
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work for the coming year definitely planned. Mr. Vroo- 
man has been invited to become the minister of the church 
for the first year, spending two days a week in Harrisburg 
and organizing the various activities. The Field Secretary 
wishes to express the deep appreciation of the whole de- 
nomination to the ministers who, because of their deep 
missionary spirit, have made the weekly trip to Harrisburg 
to serve. It has been a source of strength to us all. 

On January Ist, upon the urgent appeal of a group in 
Lakeland, Fla., Rev. Thomas Turrell was given a four 
months’ commission to see what could be done. His going 
had been preceded by a series of services at which Mr. 
Badger of Orlando, Dr. Butler of St. Petersburg and Mr. 
Richards of Tarpon Springs officiated, and it was believed 
that progress at Lakeland would be rapid. Owing, how- 
ever, to a number of reasons, not the least of which was 
the financial one, the plan did not work out as well as it 
had been hoped. It did, however, call our attention to 
Tampa, Fla., which Dr. Patterson believes today to be one 
of the most promising new ventures in the South or the 
Southwest. In company with Dr. Butler, Dr. Patterson 
visited Tampa in February. The first service was held on 
the 19th of February and both the visiting ministers 
preached. Immediately after Easter, Mr. Turrell made 
Tampa his headquarters, supplying Lakeland in the eve- 
ning. A report from Tampa just received shows a constitu- 
ency of over one hundred who have signed the roll of mem- 
bership. Their Sunday morning collection is over $25.00. 
In addition to all that, a telegram says that they are ready 
to pledge a thousand dollars for their first year towards the 
minister’s salary as the minimum and they believe they can 
do better. They believe it would be possible for them to 
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become self-supporting in two years. Altogether the report 
from Tampa is most encouraging. 


The work in Houston which has been dormant for rea- 
sons beyond our control should be revived. A city of a 
quarter of a million of people, strongly Protestant, with 
no Unitarian church and with its prevailing theology in 
strict accord with the summer climate offers to us a chal- 
lenge which we must meet. 


As a condition precedent to the successful establishment 
of any new Unitarian church, I should place first of all a 
minister with an attractive and winning personality. This 
condition is not less difficult to meet in the Unitarian 
Church than it is in any other church or any other depart- 
ment of life, but it is more necessary in starting a lib- 
eral church at the present time. If denominational bar- 
riers are growing less strong, interest in organized religion 
seems at least not to be increasing. In place of both of these, 
a winning personality, a strong forceful character and one 
who believes the essential gospel of the liberal faith has 
an opportunity and bears responsibility greater perhaps 
than ever before. I believe that our free fellowship has 
within itself the possibility which shall make the church of 
the future. There goes with this challenge, however, the re- 
sponsibility so to present our faith as to make it compel- 
ling in its inclusiveness, not by exterior authority but by 
the beauty, genuineness and spirit of our faith itself. 


What effect has your religion had upon your own life 
or upon your own church organization, is the question 
which consciously or unconsciously the world is putting to 
us all. It is useless to give one answer with our lips and 
another with our lives. The answer must be the same and 
it must be unmistakable. If it can be at the same time 
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reasonable, joyous, confident and winning, it will make its 
way. 

A few months ago a letter was sent by Dr. Hunt to 
every settled minister in our fellowship. The subject of 
that letter was “Possible Missionary Ventures in the Im- 
mediate Future,” and in it each minister was asked to in- 
dicate so far as he could some center, preferably near to 
his own church, in which he believed a Unitarian church 
could be started, maintained and eventually be made self- 
supporting and independent. Many replies have been re- 
ceived, thereupon been tabulated, and out of them it is hoped 
there may be found ten or a dozen strategic centers which 
may be selected as our next important missionary ventures. 
With the generous support which we believe our churches 
will give to specific opportunities, with the generous aid of 
time given so readily by our settled ministers in new mis- 
sionary ventures and with the developing on the part of us 
all, in addition to the missionary spirit, of an ability to 
win, organize and mold people of liberal temperament, the 
future seems to hold for us great promise.

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DEPARTMENT OF FOREIGN RELATIONS 


The year in the Unitarian church in Transylvania has 
been marked by two important events,—the death, on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1928, of the venerable Bishop Ferencz; and the 
election, at a Synod held in the ancient town of Torda early 
in June, of Dr. George Boros as his successor. The church 
has suffered an irreparable loss in the death of Bishop 
Ferencz, whose long service and saintly character had made 
him a universally respected figure in Transylvania; but in 
Bishop Boros it commands the services of an able adminis- 
trator, long devoted to its interests and thoroughly familiar 
with its problems. The church still suffers from the ex- 
propriation of its principal endowments, and only through 
the great sacrifices of its clergy and lay membership is it 
able to maintain its institutions. The Rumanian govern- 
ment still exerts every possible means short of actual pro- 
hibition, to destroy particularly its colleges and schools. 
The aid given by American Unitarian churches to sister 
Transylvanian churches, though not large in amount, is like 
a periodic injection of blood into a body weakened by loss 
of the life fluid; our church in Transylvania literally could 
not exist without it. 

In Hungary the condition of our church is more favor- 
able. Its membership has been considerably increased by 
refugees from across the Rumanian border; and although 
it is the smallest church in the Kingdom, it is recognized 
by the government, which has given it representation in the 
Upper House of Parliament and certain material subsi- 
dies. There is every reason to suppose that these favors 
are not unrelated to the activities of American Unitarians 
on behalf of religious minorities in Rumania. 
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In Budapest, capital of the Kingdom, and center of the 
Unitarian population, the municipal authorities, avowedly 
in recognition of American and British interests, have given 
substantial support to the Mission House, established in 
1923 by the American Unitarian Association and British 
and Foreign Unitarian Association to minister to Transyl- 
vanian refugees. Now that property in the city has been 
freed of burdensome housing restrictions, and tenants can 
be dispossessed, the Municipal Council has appropriated 
the sum of $12,637 to remodel four of the apartments in 
the Mission House to make a much-needed chapel. Other 
apartments will be used for students’ lodgings and parish 
activities; the remainder will be rented and the proceeds 
used for general expenses. The appropriation was made 
available on May 1, 1928 and the alterations have already 
begun. The work of the House continues to be under the 
able and devoted guidance of Dr. Gabriel Csiki. 

In Prague the work of the Free Religious Society, under 
Dr. and Mrs. Norbert F. Capek, has continued its remark- 
able progress and seems limited only by the means and 
men to push it. The greatest immediate need is for a suit- 
able place for services and other meetings. In 1924 the 
British and Foreign Unitarian Association advanced money 
for the purchase of a building centrally located near the 
University; but, as in Budapest, it has been possible be- 
cause of housing laws to make only meagre use of it, for 
book-room and offices. Plans have been drawn for exten- 
sive alterations, making a large hall, committee rooms, 
parish house facilities, etc., and these plans will be car- 
ried out as soon as the work can be financed. Mr. Fuller, 
treasurer of the American Unitarian Association, and Dr. 
Pierce of Washington, of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, will visit Prague during the summer and a further 
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advance of funds may result from their mission. In all, 
from $90,000 to $100,000 will be required for the con- 
templated improvements, of which a half can be provided 
in Prague. It is likely that within the next year Ameri- 
can Unitarians will be asked to raise $40,000 as a gift to 
the Free Religious Society of Prague, the most promising 
liberal movement in Europe today. 

In India, plans have been making during the year for 
the Centenary of the Brahmo Somaj. The American Uni- 
tarian Association has appointed President F. C. South- 
worth, D.D., LL.D., of Meadville Theological Seminary, 
Rev. Curtis W. Reese, D.D., and Rev. John Howland Lath- 
rop, D.D., as its official delegates. Other American Uni- 
tarians are expected to accompany them as unofficial dele- 
gates.

DEPARTMENT OF COMITY AND FELLOWSHIP 
LOMBARD COLLEGE 
To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 

Among the objects of the American Unitarian Associa- 
tion as defined in the original Committee on Organization 
is the following :— 

“To produce union, sympathy and co-operation 
among Liberal Christians.” 

The administration of the last twenty-five years which 
has recently come to a close is a magnificent record of 
effective organization without sectarian interest. Twenty 
years ago representatives of this Association co-operated 
with certain other representatives from the Universalists 
and the Friends and others in the formation of the National 
Federation of Religious Liberals. The Association during 
these twenty years has taken a very active part in the work 
of that body. During the last year it has participated 
through its officers in one national gathering of that body 
and in two excellent district meetings. 

It is not my purpose to tell you of this wider Fellow- 
ship, but rather to illustrate it by the specific word of our 
relation to our Universalist friends and more particularly 
to Lombard College. 

In a small village on an Illinois prairie in the year 1851, 
a group of pioneer Universalists founded a liberal insti- 
tute, later known as Lombard College. Chief among the 
reasons for founding this school was the desire of those 
broad-minded early Universalists that their children should 
be educated without having thrust upon their moral sensi- 
bilities the shocking doctrines then almost universally held 
throughout the country, practically ali ihe colleges of that 
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time being orthodox and denominational in nature. So 
Lombard became one of the first non-sectarian colleges in 
the land, the term Universalist itself not appearing in the 
charter. Moreover, it was believed by these Universalists 
that girls should have educational opportunities on terms 
equal with boys. Hence, from the first, Lombard granted 
degrees to women on the same terms as to men. In the 
first class, graduated in 1856, there were two women, one 
of whom is now Lady Van Horn of Montreal. Thus Lom- 
bard became the second school in America to grant de- 
grees to women on the same terms as to men, having been 
preceded by Oberlin only. 

For seventy-seven years Lombard was the center and 
chief inspiration of the Universalist churches of midwest- 
ern America. There their children were educated and from 
there came the ministers who filled their pulpits. Hence it 
was with deep concern that, due to various misfortunes, our 
Universalist friends faced a crisis in the history of Lom- 
bard which, had it not been met by heroic means, would 
have meant closing the doors forever. Not only were our 
Universalist friends involved but also the Unitarians, for 
in the West our fortunes are intertwined perhaps more 
than is the case elsewhere. So when called into consulta- 
tion, I felt that if we could save historic Lombard and at 
the same time not materially endanger our own fortunes, 
it was clearly our duty to do so. 

More than that, I thought that it was a privilege and an 
unparalleled opportunity to befriend our Universalist com- 
rades. Could it be done? We carefully investigated the 
assets of the college: A beautiful campus, one of the most 
beautiful in the state, and fourteen buildings which were 
appraised at a half a million dollars. 

There were $318,000 in endowment funds, pledges and 
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estates being settled. In assured legacies there were $105, 
000, and in contingent legacies still larger sums. In addi- 
tion the school possessed a priceless charter, containing 
tax-exemption provisions possessed by only one other col- 
lege in the state (Northwestern) and by few in the entire 
United States. 

Here were financial assets of about one million dollars 
and spiritual assets in value beyond calculation. What 
were the liabilities? Only $114,000 and a small operating 
deficit such as practically all schools have to take care of 
by special annual gifts. While the liabilities were not 
great in proportion to the assets, still the endowment was 
not enough to meet the standards of the North Central Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges. Obviously our midwest- 
ern Universalists needed reinforcement. I inquired if they 
would give us majority control on the Board of Trustees 
if we should provide additional income for current needs 
and especially to meet the requirements of the North Cen- 
tral Association and thus regain their standing which they 
had lost last year. They replied that they were willing 
to do so. 

At first the picture seemed too good to be true,—a col- 
lege with three hundred students, thirty faculty members, 
fourteen buildings and other assets totalling approximate- 
ly one million dollars. It was learned that an additional 
income of $15,000 annually would meet the minimum re- 
quirements. 

Now that seemed to me to be just purely as a business 
arrangement fairly satisfactory. If some one should come 
to you and say, “I will give you one million dollars if you 
will somehow add to your resources a quarter of a mil- 
lion,” it would be a rather attractive arrangement, would 
it not? Further, it was stated that looking forward for 
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a period of even five years, our total obligations in terms 
of income would be only $75,000, Further, should the 
scheme be found not feasible within a five-year period, a 
first charge against the assets of the school should be the 
claim of the Association for reimbursement for moneys 
paid to the school. 

To test interest in the matter, we sent four telegrams to 
four leading laymen. Back came $10,000 in pledges and 
the request of one who always gives generously to be 
counted in for a sum later to be named. 

Surely no business or spiritual venture could be better 
safeguarded or offer surer returns. But immediate action 
was imperative. Hence the Directors of the Association 
pledged the Association to underwrite the plan to take 
over majority control of the College until we could, by a 
plan later to be worked out and now being worked out, 
secure the endowment, and the scheme went into effect at 
once. 

It is not, then, the policy of the Association permanently 
to provide the $15,000 annually from present resources. 
Just as soon as it is feasible, steps will be taken to secure 
from interested persons, some of whom we now know, a 
principal sum that will yield the return now underwritten 
by the Association. It is planned that this shall be done 
within a period of five years. Thus, with a minimum of 
risk, we have performed a maximum service to the entire 
liberal cause, especially to our Universalist friends and co- 
workers, and entrenched ourselves in the Central West as 
no other single act has ever done. 

That, however, is simply the business side of the ar- 
rangement. Now I let you into the real reason why we do 
it, so far as I understand it. 

Something like three-quarters of a century ago we were 
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closely associated with our friends of the Christian Con- 
nection movement. They were associated with us even in 
the very establishment of the Meadville Theological School. 
Somewhere along the line, many, many years ago, prior to 
the activity of most of us, I take it, in this building today, 
that close contact was lost. And just a month ago a joint 
convention of that body and our Congregational friends 
passed a series of resolutions the first of which said, “We 
favor organic union of these two bodies,” and then fol- 
lowed the details of the arrangement. 

Now I have not the slightest criticism of that; I am for 
it. This getting together of religious movements seems to 
me to be one of the most hopeful things of today. We are 
not interested in sectarianism. Nevertheless, I do rather 
envy the skill of our friends of the Congregationalist 
order in reaching out and at one fell swoop pulling in such 
an enormous number of churches. I congratulate them 
heartily if the thing really goes through. But suppose we 
could have done something through all these years to main- 
tain that contact, that union today would be not on its 
present basis—though it is as a matter of fact a liberal 
basis—but on a slightly different basis, namely, perfect 
liberty in the pursuit of pure religion. 

Again, there was another group of churches, some thirty 
in number, of the Independent Liberal German churches, 
once also associated with us in the maintenance of our 
theological school, which within the last few years as a 
group affiliated directly with our Congregationalist friends. 
And it is an open secret that the closest friends we have 
ever had during these long years, our Universalist com- 
rades, had some difference of opinion as to the direction 
they should journey, and I have not the slightest criticism 
for that. It was not our function to participate in that 
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discussion, though, as a matter of fact, some of us did. 
But it did seem that here was a superb opportunity to dem- 
onstrate an interest in the fortunes of our Universalist 
comrades that might, as a matter of fact, have some bear- 
ing upon the future of these two liberal bodies; and that 
was, I think, the clinching argument in it all. Ido hope ~ 
that as we go along with this movement you will give us _ 
your hearty co-operation and support.

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DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL RELATIONS 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 

The most necessary and most important task that the 
Department has had to perform this year has been educa- 
tional. We have had to inform the churches as well as 
outside bodies of our existence and explain so far as we 
were able what we were for. For this purpose I have wel- 
comed opportunities to speak and to write and have ac- 
cepted them wherever possible. During the year I have 
made eighty-four public addresses at Sunday morning 
church services, Alliance and Laymen’s League meetings, 
conference gatherings within the church and at a varied 
assortment of meetings outside the church. I have been 
asked to address Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, peace meet- 
ings, the National Conference of Social Workers, women’s 
clubs, colleges, etc. In the church groups I have tried to 
explain what the Department is for so that they may make 
more effective use of it and in the outside groups I have 
tried to express the social interest of our fellowship. 
These demands for speaking are continuous and taxing and 
expensive and have extended all over the country from 
Minnesota to Tennessee and from Maine to the District of 
Columbia. 

In addition to this educational task, the work of the De- 
partment, as I see it, is divided into two parts. First, as a 
channel for the incoming and the outgoing of our denom- 
inational interest in social affairs and second for the direct 
service to the various individual parishes. The first part 
envisages the Department as an expression of our corporate 
activities. This aspect of the work of the Department has, 
I think, developed most satisfactorily during the year, and

will continue to grow with the years and be in my judg- 
ment the most important function of the Department. It 
has included the following activities: Co-operation with the 
Federal Council of Churches, as a member of their Com- 
mission on Research and Education, as a member of the 
Commission on the Church and Social Service and, most 
important of all, as a member of their special committee 
on the study of the soft coal strike in Pennsylvania, I have 
recently been elected a member of a committee that will 
study the coal situation in Colorado, and am also co- 
operating in their study of the family problem which will 
be sent me for comment within a few days. This co-opera- 
tion has not only been effective in whatever service we have 
been able to render but it has been mutually advantageous 
in bringing to the support of the Council’s activities our 
official assistance and in bringing back to us a feeling of 
corporate accomplishments. 

We are now working in co-operation with the Council of 
Churches in New Bedford trying to keep up the morale 
of the churches in the face of the strike and to keep the 
channel open for an effective co-operation toward a peace- 
ful end. 


While the Navy Bill was before the country we circular- 
ized our churches begging them to use their endeavors to 
keep in the Bill the provision for revision of the building 
program at the discretion of the President, in distinction 
to the effort to make the Bill mandatory over a given period. 
This was in accordance with the original provision of the 
Bill as approved by President Coolidge. We said in our 
circular, “The point at issue is not the gradual increase 
of the Navy. Instead it is a question whether the country 
will support the President in reserving discretionary power 
for the Chief Executive of the Nation. The immediate 
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question is, Shall the naval program be mandatory or open 
to revision?” In this endeavor we enjoyed the co-operation 
of the Alliance, Laymen’s League and Y. P. R. U. 

We have also helped in the set up of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Intercollegiate Conference at Deerfield. The Depart- 
ment suggested some of the speakers and helped outline the 
program. 


The Department has supplied the Register with articles 
dealing with current social problems; for example, the 
Navy Bill, coal situation and a review of companionate 
marriage, etc. Also reviewing for the Register literature 
dealing with social and international problems. 

The Department has represented the denomination on 
the Board of the American Social Hygiene Association; it 
has had a membership on the Executive and Book Commit- 
tees of the Massachusetts Civic League and on the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Boston Association of Social 
Workers. The head of the Department represented the 
denomination at the meeting of the World Alliance for 
Friendship through the Churches. I have been asked to 
attend their conference of the Church Peace Union at 
Prague this summer. We have co-operated with the Jn- 
quiry in their study of the relationship between Catholics 
and Protestants. 

In general there has been an insistent demand for the 
services of the Department through its secretary in con- 
nection with a large number of social service and interna- 
tional organizations. For the League of Nations Non- 
partisan Association I have done a considerable amount 
of speaking which has helped to emphasize our interest in 
international good-will. 

There has not been as much demand for services to in- 
dividual parishes as some of those who were interested in 
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the foundation of the Department expected. I think, how- 
ever, that this is inevitable as, on the whole, our churches 
have chosen the better way of expressing their social activ- 
ity, namely, in connection with community agencies rather 
than as definite church agencies. There undoubtedly are 
parishes that have social problems in connection with which 
the Department might be of some help, particularly 
parishes where there are large numbers of foreign speak- 
ing liberals or in rural communities and it is my hope that 
such demands for service will come to the Department 
more frequently. 

We should like very much, too, to make a study of some 
thoroughly socially effective parish whose work and activi- 
ties we could use as a norm in considering the possibilities 
for other parish groups. This year one of the most inter- 
esting phases of the work has been in connection with the 
Benevolent Fraternity of Churches in planning the re- 
organization of one part of their social work. The De- 
partment has also been called into consultation in regard 
to the social activity of one of our large parishes near Bos- 
ton and has been asked to comment and advise in regard 
to the work in several other parishes. 

The Department has also been co-operating with the 
Department of Religious Education developing plans for 
a text dealing with socialized religious education. The 
Department has also started on a study of the aged which 
it hopes to bring to fruition at some later date. 

In co-operation with the Congregational Department of 
Social Relations arrangements have been made for several 
of our ministers to attend their industrial conferences and 
plans are under way for an extensive conference in Mexico 
in regard to Pan-American relations. 

A very considerable number of ministers have written 
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or consulted the Department in regard to their own pro- 
grams. 

On the whole, however, the contacts with the individual 
parishes have not been as numerous as I hope they will be 
in the years to come. 

Of course you all realize that this year has been but a 
beginning. Since prophesy has been barred, I cannot here 
give any suggestion of the plans for next year but with 
adequate support and interest I see no reason why our body 
should not develop a strong co-operative social policy. It 
will take time and money and above all, the growth of a 
feeling that we really have need for socially effective de- 
nominational machinery, if we are to do our part in build- 
ing the Kingdom of God.

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PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


In the past year the Publicity Department has sent out 
a large amount of material through the general press and 
press services, religious papers and periodicals, and maga- 
zines and papers specifically devoted to special subjects, 
more particularly to social relations, in giving circulation 
to matters of interest to the fellowship. 


The Department has given especial attention to the May 
meetings, the General Conference in Washington, the com- 
ing Brahmo Somaj centenary, the Isles of Shoals confer- 
ences, the visit of Hungarian Unitarians to America for 
the Kossuth anniversary observance, Lombard College, and 
international news. Headquarters activities have been made 
known to the press, and the fellowship has been kept in- 
formed of Association news through stories printed in The 
Christian Register. Photographs and advance material 
have been furnished to ministers and newspapers in con- 
nection with visits of speakers from Unitarian headquar- 
ters, and copies of addresses have been forwarded for news- 
paper use. 


Upon application to this Department churches and or- 
ganizations will be supplied with material for specific pub- 
licity purposes when it is obtainable at Unitarian head- 
quarters.

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RECRUITING THE MINISTRY 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


During the past year there have been fifty-five Unitarian 
students for the ministry in various theological schools in 
America. There are some fifteen “prospects” now in the 
college period of their preparation, while there are eight 
others known to be interested. 


The Recruiting Committee has made a special effort to 
reach the Unitarian youth in our own churches, Sixty 
Alliances reported the names of two hundred and thirteen 
young men. To these, pamphlets on the ministry as a life 
work have been sent; also a personal letter urging the 
claims of the ministry. 


This Committee has had a representative at many of the 
summer conferences of young people. Printed matter has 
been widely circulated and a surprising interest in the 
ministry awakened. This has already borne fruit and 
promises to be a valuable method of recruiting the ministry 
in the future. 


The appropriation given to this Department has been 
largely spent in aiding theological students in the theologi- 
cal schools. The Committee is encouraged to believe that 
in the approaching year the similar needs of these and 
other students will be taken care of by the school authori- 
ties. It is therefore earnestly hoped that the appropriation 
can be more directly expended in creating interest in the 
work of recruiting. Now that the post-war conditions are

beginning to be somewhat less acute, the Committee looks 
forward hopefully to a wider extension of its influence. 
In this connection, it is planned that during the coming 
winter a number of our leading ministers shall speak on 
behalf of the ministry as a profession in as many churches 
as possible and in all parts of the country.

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To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 

During the past year the Reference Library has gradu- 
ally become a place of order, the thirty odd boxes which 
came from the old building have been unpacked and this 
material has been sorted and weeded out, with the assist- 
ance of Rev. Henry W. Foote. We have only kept material 
which has primarily to do with Unitarian history, histories 
of churches, biographies of ministers, and others vitally 
connected with the Unitarian movement. Books which 
were not suited for this Library or the libraries of the 
Pacific School or Meadville we have sold. Nearly eight 
hundred volumes have been completely re-catalogued, and 
where possible the Library of Congress printed cards have 
been used. 


The material belonging to the Unitarian Historical Soci- 
ety has been placed in this Library, the collection consist- 
ing largely of letters and pamphlets. Dr. Charles W. 
Wendte gave to the Society a fine collection of lantern 
slides, mostly of European countries, and these are always 
available and have been used a number of times. 

The Library possesses a fine collection of photographs 
of our churches and ministers. There is an increasing de- 
mand for these pictures, up to the present there has been 
no opportunity to put these in order. 

The files of the Year Book and the Annual Report of 
the Association lacked many issues, but now these are com- 
plete and bound. Our files of the Pacific Unitarian also 
lacked many issues, and these also have been completed to 


date, thanks to Dr. Wilbur. 
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The Library has received thirty-five books transferred 
from the Circulating Library, and forty-five from in- 
dividuals. Also a complete bound file of the Christian 
Examiner. i 

The resources of the Library have been used by many ~ 
persons: Officers of the Association, writers for The Chris- 
tian Register, ministers, relatives of deceased Unitarians, 
research students, visitors from foreign countries, and offi- 
cials of libraries in and around Boston. Material for such 
topics as the following have been found in the Library: 
“History of the Observance of Christmas in the Unitarian © 
Sunday Schools,” “History of Unitarian Social Activities 
Since 1880,” “Northern Unitarian Agencies in Southern 
Social Progress Since 1870” and “Our Unitarian Women 
Ministers,” etc. Histories of parishes and biographies of 
ministers are in constant demand, especially for churches 
located outside of New England.

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THE FELLOWSHIP COMMITTEE 
To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


During the fiscal year ending April 30, 1928, the Com- 
mittee has held three regular and three special meetings. 
There have been more than a hundred interviews with pos- 
sible candidates and added to this is the large volume of 
work that has been done by correspondence. 


We have granted thirty Probationary Certificates and 
have approved twenty-three Final Certificates. Of the 
thirty new applications nineteen are from the Unitarians, 
one from the Baptists, one from the Methodists, one from 
the Catholics, three from the Universalists, one from the 
Friends, one from the Lutherans, one from the Episco- 
palians and two from the Congregationalists. 

Of the seventeen whose names do not appear on our 
list this year, three resigned and fourteen withdrew to en- 
gage in secular pursuits. 


Of the thirty applicants to whom Probationary Certifi- 
cates were granted, twenty-six have been settled and one is 
continuing his studies at the University of Chicago. 


An outstanding feature of the year’s record is the in- 
creased number of men from our own fellowship who have 
turned to its ministry. Of course, the three applicants from 
the Universalists represent an endeavor through double fel- 
lowship to further cement the friendship of the two out- 
standing liberal denominations in America and are in no 
sense to be considered as new recruits.

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MINISTERIAL AID FUND 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


The capital of the Ministerial Aid Fund has not changed 
this year and stands at $161,405.34. In addition to this, 
the Association holds four other funds aggregating 
$16,420, the income of which is available for the purposes 
of ministerial aid. From these incomes grants have been 
made during the year to sixty-seven ministers to the amount 
of $8,842.09. This aid is given when evidence is con- 
fidentially laid before the Committee that these friends, 
by reason of illness or sickness of members of their house- 
hold or some pressing financial emergency, are in need of 
sympathy and immediate help. 

The income of the Chandler Robbins Fund, with a prin- 
cipal of $12,970, has been a help to four persons, who were 
eligible under the terms of the trust. 

The Association further acts as trustee of the Endowment 
Fund of the Unitarian Service Pension Society which is 
called the Unitarian Service Pension Society Permanent 
Fund and which was increased during the year by gifts 
and bequests to the amount of $26,873.71. These include 
bequests from William Simes of Petersham, Mass. of 
$10,000, Calvin Stebbins of Framingham, Mass. of 
$8,373.71, Rev. Mary A. Safford of Orlando, Fla. of $2,000, 
Miss Mary L. Eliot of Boston, Mass. of $1,000, and gifts 
from Mr. and Mrs. Edward Lanning of Boston, Mass. of 
$5,000 and from the Trustees of the Unitarian Church in 
Onsted, Mich. of $500. The capital of this fund is now 
$483,837.27. 

The income of this fund, together with the incomes of 
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the Aaron Bancroft, the David Reed, the Caroline South- 
well Root, the Clara M. Rotch, the Emily E. Shepard, the 
Esther M. Whitney and the Joshua Young, D.D. funds, 
with an aggregate principal of $35,658.50 is available to 
be applied to pensions. 

The Association acts also as agent for the transmission 
of the contributions made to the Society and the pensions 
have been distributed under the instructions of the Direc- 
tors of the Society to the qualified beneficiaries to the 
amount of $45,150. The Association has faithfully dis- 
charged these duties.

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SUSTENTATION FUND 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the 
Committee in charge of the Sustentation Fund for the year 
ending April 30, 1928. 


The principal of the fund on April 30, 1928 is $256, 
399.04 and the income for the past year totalled $15,537.19. 


During the year the Committee has held several meetings, 
and grants have been made to sixty-five ministers. The 
amounts of the grants vary in sums up to $400 and in many 
cases this help from the Sustentation Fund has been the 
cause of an addition to the salary of ministers from the 
local churches. 


The total amount appropriated from the income of the 
fund for the year 1927-28 was $13,757.43 and the Commit- 
tee plans this coming year to increase these appropriations 
to an amount commensurate with the income of the fund.

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BUILDING LOAN FUND 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


Churches and societies planning to erect new buildings, 
to enlarge or improve their present facilities turn to this 
fund. On approval of applications by the Building Loan 
Committee the loan is made without interest and repaid in 
annual installments. 


The capital of the fund amounts to $366,793.36, having 
been increased during the year by the amount of $33, 
098.23. The bequest of Miss Jeanie Pomeroy of Stock- 
bridge, Mass. which amounted to $31,673.77, was the larg- 
est contributing factor in this increase. 


Three societies have completed payments of their loans. 
Nine new loans to the amount of $50,400 have been made 
to the churches in Ashby, Mass.; Bolton, Mass.; Gard- 
ner, Mass.; Los Angeles, Calif.; Montpelier, Vt.; Need- 
ham, Mass.; Sharon, Mass.; St. Cloud, Minn., and Win- 
throp, Mass. 


The balance on hand $27,748.97 has been promised on 
application for loans which have been approved by the 
Building Loan Committee. Seventy-six loans to churches 
are now outstanding. 

The total amount loaned since the foundation of this 
fund and the Church Building Loan Fund of 1884 has 
been $1,123,524.76. There have been during this time 327 


separate loans.

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UNITARIAN BUILDINGS 


To the President of the American Unitarian Association: 


In the absence of Mr. George G. Davis, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Association, who has been granted a leave of 
absence, I am pleased to submit herewith my report on the 
Unitarian Buildings for the year ending April 30, 1928. 

We have just finished our first year in our new Head- 
quarters at 25 Beacon Street which, by the way, has been 
officially named “The Unitarian Building” by vote of the 
Directors of the Association at their meeting on January 
10, 1928. The building has fulfilled all expectations and 
has proved adequate for all our needs up to the present 
time. All of the organizations enjoying the hospitality 
of the Association have been most appreciative of the priv- 
ileges granted to them. It has been a source of satisfac- 
tion to all of us to have the various activities of the denom- 
ination centered in one building and I think it has led to 
the closer co-operation which was predicted by Dr. Eliot 
in his previous report. 

During the year we have received several portraits; a 
new one of Rev. Samuel A. Eliot, D.D., which has been 
placed in Eliot Hall, one of Rev. William Ellery Channing 
which is over the mantel in the Reception Room, one of 
Rev. Francis Adrian van der Kamp, D.D., LL.D., which is 
in the Directors’ Room, and one of Rev. Pitt Dillingham 
which has not yet been hung. 

Miss Routledge, who manages the Ministers’ Hostel at 16 
Beacon Street, reports that rooms and beds were occupied 
by eighty-six different individuals last year, six of whom 
were laymen. This year lodgings to the amount of 1,008 
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nights were furnished which shows that the rooms continue 
to be popular and seem to fill a real need. 

The general expense and upkeep of the building has been 
somewhat larger than was anticipated but some of this 
expense was due to new furniture and equipment which 
will not have to be purchased again and we hope to reduce 
the figure considerably this year.

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ADDITIONAL REMARKS OF THE PRESIDENT 


In addition to the foregoing reports, from various Com- 
mittees and Departments of the Association, I desire to 
make two statements. Under the Department of Comity 
and Fellowship Dr. Eliot for many years with great wis- 
dom and energy embraced every opportunity for bringing 
our churches into the working fellowship of all the Chris- 
tian churches. In New England the opportunities are 
numerous. Elsewhere they are less assured, although they 
tend to increase in number in many parts of the country. 
Not a few of these opportunities are of so individual a sort 
that they cannot easily be tabulated, but they are none 
the less important. The past year has shown marked 
friendliness between the Universalist denominational off- 
cers and the Unitarians, following efforts that have ex- 
tended over many years. These instances have been greatly 
furthered by the co-operation of the two denominations at 
Lombard College, and its divinity department at Chicago, 
Ryder School. Ample as are the reasons for the Associa- 
tion assisting the College, it is always to be remembered 
that one of the chief reasons is the heartening effect upon 
our sister churches in the Universalist fellowship. We were 
able to move quickly at a critical moment and save one of 
the institutions that has served the cause of liberal religion 
valiantly for seventy-five years. Great plans for co-opera- 
tion are good; they lead the way. But every act of co- 
operation is to be counted as a tangible step toward the 
goal. 

The uniting of weaker churches and occasionally of 
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strong churches, has of recent years been a matter of consid- 
eration to the officers of practically all the Protestant denom- 
- inations, including our own. There are instances where such 
federation makes for strength, but these instances are com- 
paratively rare. Against them, we must remember the in- 
stances where federation has not made for the strengthen- 
ing of the liberal cause. In some federations, where the 
Unitarian churches have been part of the original pact, 
the liberal element has to all intents and purposes been 
forced out and has disappeared. Our people will not attend 
churches where the deity of Jesus is taught, with its accom- 
panying dogmas, and where the Sunday School lessons and 
hymns are of the older evangelical sort. In the opinion 
of the members of the Administrative Council, every oppor- 
tunity for federation should be very carefully considered on 
its own merits, and should in each instance be approached 
both with generous sympathy and with extreme caution. 

We beg the readers of these reports to remember that 
the Association has become a clearing house for our 
churches. In increasing measure the Association also en- 
ters into co-operation with groups of religious liberals in 
other countries. All this has been a matter of gradual 
growth and fostering, but its increase is proof of the great 
worth of these undertakings. Would that all the members 
of the fellowship could know of the amazingly interesting 
and diversified work in the several offices of the Associa- 
tion Building!

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING, 
MAY 22, 1928 


The one hundred and third Annual Meeting of the Amer- 
ican Unitarian Association was held at Tremont Temple, 
Boston, Mass., on Tuesday, May 22, 1928. 

The Meeting was called to order by the President, Dr. 
Louis C. Cornish, and the Devotional Service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Charles G. Girelius of Ellsworth, Maine. 

The usual rules of procedure were adopted and the 
President thereupon appointed the following Committees: 

Committee on Credentials: Messrs. Edwin Fairley of 
New York, Nathaniel C. Nash, Jr., and Percy S. Brayton 
of Massachusetts. 

Committee on Findings: Messrs. Percy W. Gardner of 
Rhode Island, Norman S. Dowd and John Fuller of On- 
tario, Joseph EK. Dunipace of Ohio, Ralph E. Bailey of 
Nebraska, Gustave Breaux of Kentucky, Gilman Stanton, 
David R. Williams and Miss Elizabeth Padgham of New 
York and Mrs. Charlotte Cook of New Hampshire. 

Committee on Ballots: Messrs. Paul H. Chapman, Rich- 
ard W. Seebodie and Kenneth Walker of New York, Wil- 
liam J. Huizinga, James Luther Adams, Leslie T, Penning- 
ton of Massachusetts, Harvey Loy of New Jersey, and Roy 
Rowe of North Carolina. 

Sundry resolutions were then offered from the floor and 
referred without debate to the Committee on Findings. 

The Treasurer of the Association, Mr. Henry H. Fuller, 
presented a report in print and briefly commented upon the 
financial condition and prospects of the Association, call- 
ing particular attention to the receipt of $150,000 in be- 
quests to be added to the unrestricted funds, as against 
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$127,000 the year before, and to the receipt also of $193, 
500 for restricted purposes as against $38,000 in the year 
previous. 

He also proposed the following amendment to the By- 
Laws of the Association to be held over without debate 
until the next Annual Meeting: 

To strike out the first sentence in Article II and to substitute in 

its place two sentences which shall read as follows: 


“Article II. Organization Members. 
Churches and other religious, educational and philanthropic so- 
cieties which make annual contributions to the Association shall 
be members of the Association. Churches and organizations not 
members of the Association shall become such whenever their 
contributions are received and have been accepted by the Board 
of Directors.” 


Dr. George F. Patterson described the work of the 
Church Extension Department and Dr. Ulysses G. B. Pierce 
reported on the needs and opportunities of the Liberal 
movement in Prague, Czechoslovakia. Dr. Robert C. Dex- 
ter spoke briefly about the work of the Department of 
Social Relations and Rev. Berkeley B. Blake described the 
work of the Association on the Pacific Coast. Mr. W. 
Forbes Robertson reported the activities of The Beacon 
Press and Mr. Waitstill H. Sharp, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education, outlined the work of the past 
year and the plans and hopes of the Department for the 
new year. 

Dr. Cornish spoke of Dr. Southworth’s many years of 
faithful administration of the Meadville Theological 
School, and a rising vote of thanks was given to President 
Southworth in recognition of his services. 

Rev. Sydney B. Snow, D.D., recently elected President 
of Meadville Theological School, spoke on matters con- 
nected with the school and more particularly about the 
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campaign for $250,000 to purchase and equip a new 


_ Library-Administration building. 


Rev. Henry Wilder Foote reported for the Commission 
on Hymns and Services, and outlined the many difficulties 
in the preparation of services and hymns for a supplement 


to the hymn book. 


Rev. Curtis W. Reese, D.D. spoke on the hopes of Lom- 
bard College. 


The morning session closed with the address of Rev. 


Louis C. Cornish, D.D., President. 


- The afternoon session was opened in Tremont Temple at 
2.00 P. M. and the devotional service was conducted by 
Rev. William W. Peck of Albany, New York. 

The report of the Nominating Committee was presented 
by Mr. Carl B. Wetherell, the Secretary of the Committee, 
and the Association took a brief recess for balloting. 

The Committee on Findings reported through its chair- 
man, Mr. Percy W. Gardner, and the following resolutions 
were adopted: 


(1) ReEsotvep: That the American Unitarian Associa- 
tion at its one hundred and third Annual Meeting re- 
members with gratitude the cordial relations which have 
always existed between it and the British and Foreign 
Unitarian Association and the many co-operative adven- 
tures undertaken by them jointly during the years. 

We pause in our deliberations to give expression 
to our friendship and fellowship, in the hope that this 
spirit gaining strength in the years may play its part in 
international peace and good-will.

ONE HUNDRED AND THIRD ANNIVERSARY OF 


(2) Reso.vep: That the American Unitarian Asso- 
ciation assembled in Boston for its one hundred and third 
Annual Meeting sends cordial greetings to the Brahmo 
Somaj in India. The Brahmo Somaj is nearing the cele- 
bration of its one hundredth birthday. We rejoice with 
its members in the work that they have done and we 
hope for increasing fruitfulness of that work in the years 
which lie ahead. ; 


(3) Since the last meeting of this Association Rev. 
Joseph Ferencz, Bishop of the Unitarian Church in Tran- 
sylvania, died. The American Unitarian Association in 
convention assembled extends to the bereaved family and 
sorrow-stricken church the sympathy of our churches. 


We share their feeling of loss and sorrow. We 
share also their pride in a long life nobly lived and in 
great service worthily given. His name will always be 
remembered by those who cherish freedom and fellow- 
ship in the age-long search for religious truth. 


(4) Resotvep: That we again call the attention of 
the denomination to the importance to our liberal cause 
of the Meadville Theological School as a training school 
for our ministers and parish assistants and ask for loyal 
and generous support of the school in its plans for a 
much-needed building for library, lecture rooms, and 
offices for the professors and the administration. 


(5) Resotvep: That the American Unitarian Asso- 
ciation in Annual Meeting assembled hereby expresses its 
hearty endorsement of the resolution introduced into the 
Senate by Senator Gillett of Massachusetts providing for 
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the reopening of the question of the adherence of the 
United States to the World Court. 


(6) Whereas, Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg, 
in his recent exchange of notes with M. Briand, Foreign 
Minister of France, has made the unequivocal statement 
to France and to the world that— 

“The Government of the United States desires to 
see the institution of war abolished, and stands ready to 
conclude with the French, British, Italian, German and 
Japanese Governments a single multilateral treaty, open 
to subsequent adherence by any and all other Govern- 
ments, binding the parties thereto not to resort to war 
with one another”; 
therefore, 

RESOLVED: That we express to President Cool- 
idge, to Secretary Kellogg, and to Senator Borah as 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
our hearty approval of the policy that has thus been 
proclaimed, and our earnest hope that the proposed 
treaty will be consummated. 

(7) Whereas, We believe that the fundamental prin- 
ciples of civil liberty laid down in the Bill of Rights

When any part of the money needed to accomplish this 
object has passed through the treasury of the Association, 
_ it appears on the books as a non-income bearing investment. 
The amount so invested is, in most cases, but a part of the 
value of the property. 

When the interest of the Association does not represent 
any monetary investment on the part of the Association, it 
is carried on the books as an investment of $1.00 for each 
item.
